The grave giving up ite dead point- 
ed a finger of dramatic accusation at 
the living yesterday, when representa- 


humed the body buried at Woodlawn 
Cemetery, Ocean Park, last April, un- 
der the name of C. W. Jordan, who 
was believed to have committed sul- 
cide by hanging himself to the Drag- 
on’s Gorge. 

Deputy District Attorney Hammon 
and Detective Sam Browne believe 
that they have secured invaluable 
| evidence, to substantiate their claim 
that Mrs. Minta I. Jordan deliberate- 
ly identified a body she knew was 
not that of her husband, te collect 
$5050 on his insurance policies. Mrs. 
Jordan's preliminary examination wiil 
take place nett Wednesday before 
Justice Forbes, and Jordan, recently 
found by Detective F. L. Starkey very 
much alive at Leemore, Cal, will ap- 
pear as a witness against her. 


field autopsy was performed upon the 
corpse by Dr. George Campbell and 
parts of the body were brought for 
storage to the Bresee Morgue to be 
used later in court. Mammon expects 
to prove by the shape of the head, 
color of the hair, and discrepancies 
in the form of the hands and other 
physical peculiarities that even « 
stranger could pot logically have con- 
founded the two men. 

‘Hammon, Browne, Dr. Campbell, 
Starkey, Detective Maeh! and Driver 
Cannon visited the cemetery yester- 
day afternoon in a machine from the 
District . Attorney's office, meeting 
there L. FE.

the lid and the disclosure of the fea- 
tures of the poor unknown derelict, 
who had taken his own life. When the 
glass lid, beaded with moisture, was 
raised, it was seen that the features 
Were well preserved, although covered 
with a mask of white mould, through 
which there showed a short-cropped 
reddish moustache and dark, well- 
arched /brows. 

A careful examination, aided by 
minute measurements by Dr. Camp- 
. is belleved by Hammon to show 
marked differences between the un- 
known and Jordan. The tatter te 66 
years ojd, has heavy, gray hair, « 
blunt those, features more er 
coarse, and the rough hands of 
an ~——— mouider. The man buried by 
his wife under his name seems to be 
ten years younger, has a well-shaped 
head, of the type commonly pro- 
nounced “intellectual,” prominent 
nose, thin and with «a hea prom- 
inence on the bridge; the meustache 
which Jordan lacks, chin slightly re- 
ceding. delicate lips. high cheek 
bones, long, narrow ears, thin, taper 
fingers with uniform, well-kept nails, 
and dark-brown hair, wavy and scant 
on either side of the crown of the 
head. The body was well nourished 
and there were no traces of organic 
disease 


To assure himself that the corpse 
he examined was the one buried orig- 
inally in the grave, the surgeon dis- 
sected the tissue about the neck, seek- 
ing evidence that the man had hanged 
himeelf. Suffusion of the tissue with 
clotted bleed proved the methed of 
death beyond cavil. 

Dr. Campbells measurements in- 
cluded length of fingers and thumbe, 
height, which was 6 feet, 9 inches; 
distance from tip of nose to hair line, 
a spece of immense importance in es- 
tablishing identity, and circumference 
of the skull. The head, ieft arm, 
which ie tattooed in Jordan's case, 
and the right foot, were taken away. 
Dr. Campbell recommends that plas- 
ter caste be made of them. Hammon 
believes the members themselves will 
be more convincing to a jury. 
EVEN THE CLOTHING. 


No distinguishing marks were found 
upon the clothing, either yesterday or 
earliér by the undertaker, although 
a rigid search was made. The suit 
was of poor quality,. dark blue with 
a stripe, and had a ragged lining, 
showing no maker's tag. Browne 
took away a piece of the cloth, as- 
serting that Mrs. Jordan had told him 
the suit in which the man had been 
interred was brown. 

Mrs. Jordan repeated her earlier as- 
sertions last night that she had buried 
the wrong man by mistake. “My hus- 
band's sister, Mrs. Della Beers, he!ped 
in the identification,” she said.

Investigation yesterday by Immi- 
gration Inspector Miller of the details 
of the smugsiling of the eight Chi- 
nese captured in a freight car last 
Saturday while they were on the way 
from Mexica}i to this city, disclosed 
the existence of a peonage system in

Among the Chinese who were given 
a hearing yesterday onja telegraphic 
warrant from the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, was Kim Jow, a boy 
11 years old. 

During a siege of cross-questioning 
it wae learned that the lad was @ peon 
and that at the time of his arrest was 
bound to the laundry establishment 
of Wing Lee at No. 506 West Sixth 
street. The boy is an erphan and 
has no living relatives. 

It was further developtd that he is 
one of many peons who,shave been 
breught and placed with Los. An- 
geies Chinese business mien here un- 
der contract for five years at a salary 
of $100 year. 

This peonage system applies only to 
Chinese who are alone in the’ world. 
If they have friends in California ar- 
rangements are generally made to 
have them brought here as contraband. 


Sums varying from $400 to $600 are 
paid the smugglers. This must be 
worked out.

CITRUS FRUIT EXCHANGE. 


The California Fruit Growers’ Exchange—the organ- 
ization which furnishes the facilities through which the 
growers market the greater percentage of the citrrs 
fruits of the State—is the greatest of all co-operative 
agricultural institutions in California and probably the 
most wonderful farming organization the world has ever 


lacking which has made the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange such a perfect marketing association. The 
Exchange is indeed an epitome of co-operation in itself, 
having been developed to such a degree that apparently 
nothing can make it more complete. 

The results accomplished by the organized effort of 
the citrus fruit growers are shown by the fact that in 
the space of about eighteen years the value of the re- 
turns from citrus culture increased from practically 
nothing to between $20,000,000 and $30,000,000 a year. 
There are nearly 175,000 acres cultivated to citrus 
fruits, and 100,000 to 125,000 people derive a living from 
the industry.

LIMA BEAN ASSOCIATION. 


After much protest on the part of certain individuals, 
it is said, the Lima Bean Growers’ Association with 
headquarters in Ventura county, the principal produc- 
ing section for the crop, came into existence about 
three years ago, and on the average has secured about 
one cent more per pound for lima beans than was paid 
previous to that time. The association has controlled 
about 40 per cent. of the crop. Two hundred growers 
representing about 30 per cent. of the output are mem- 
bers, and an additional 10 per cent. is bought from pro- 
ducers who do not belong to the organization. Although 
the larger percentage of the growers are not members 
the association controls such a large quantity of beans 
that good returns are generally assured. The producers 
outside of the organization derive about as much bene 
fit from it as those who are members, however. This 
result is sometimes designated as “holding the um- 
brella” for the outsider. 

It is believed probable that the Lime Bean Growers’ 
Association will undergo some sort of reorganization be- 
fore the marketing of the next crop as conditions dur- 
ing the past year were not entirely satisfactory. 

The association in existence at the time of writing is 
the second one which the growers have formed. The 
first was organized abovt seventeen or eighteen years 
ago. About 75 to 90 per cent. of the producers were 
members. Instead of marketing their product directly 
they sold to brokers. A number of these bean buyers 
did not like the idea of dealing with an organization in 
which the cooperative principle was embodied. It is 
alleged that they therefore made every effort to lower 
the price for beans, informing the growers that there 
was no demand, and advising the jobbers’in the Bast 
on the product in expectation of being able 
at a lower rate.

HE eight southernmost counties of California, Los 

Angeles, Orange, San Bernardino, Riverside, San 

Diego, Ventura, Santa Barbara and Imperial, 
referred to as Southern California and constituting 4 
miniature empire with an area of 45,000 square miles, 
possess a wonderful variety of scenery and climate. 
Along the coast line, which extends 275 miles, it is 
cool in summer with a gentle and constant breeze from 
the Pacific.

Further inland, on the great plains of the Mojave and

THE STATE'S CONTOUR.

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INDUSTRIAL GROWTH. 


ONVINCING testimony that Los Angeles is the 
§ manufacturing and industrial center of the Pacific 

Coast is presented in a recently issued “Industrial 
and Supply List” of the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce, listed under the direction of the manufacturing 
committee. This carefully prepzred booklet compiled 
for the year 1912 is the third of its kind issued by the 
chamber and is replete with important statistics con- 
cerning the city’s progress along this branch of develop 
ment. 

More than 2300 coneerns in the manufacturing and in- 
dustrial supply ousiness are enumerated. This is an in- 
crease of nearly 10 per cent. over 1911 and of 40 per 
cent. over 1910. 

Greater significance attaches to this increase when it 
is considered that greater care and more careful classi- 
fication have been used than in previous years. In re 
classication, many concerns now appear once instead 
of two or taree times as formerly. The increase is there- 
fore actually greater than the figures alone indicate. 

Reports of the Thirteenth United States Census on the 
manufactures of the city of Los Angeles gave compari- 
eons for 1904 and 1919. This report shows an increase 
of 53 per cent. in the number of establishments. Ac- 
curate figtres now available show an additional in- 
crease of 50 per cent. since 1909 or a total increase of 
practically 200 pei cent. since 1904. 

The vale of the products in 1904 was $34,814,000, in 
1909 $68,586,000 and a tctal well in excess of $100,000,000 
for the year just ended. The capital invested increased 
111 per cent. from 1904 to 1909 and more than 50 per 
cent. more since 1909. 

A COMPREHENSIVE INDEX. : 


The Chamber of Commerce list for 1912 is compiled 
a slightly different basis to that of the government cen- 
sus report, the aim of the commercial organization being 
to include all lines of industrial business in operation in 
Los Angeles within the scope of the booklet. There is, 
however, a marked increase in the number of manufa-- 
turing establishments for 1912 over the number listed 
by the census officials, careful estimates supported by 
figures obtainable placing it at fully 50 per cent. with a 
correspe nding increase in the amcunt of capital invested. 
This item alone approaches close to the $100,000,000 
mark whi.a the value of the product is even greater. 

The supply list is a valuable index to the city’s manu- 
facturing interests, having been carefully arranged, in- 
dexed and cross-indexed to enable an inauirer to find 
his information readily under one or several! headings. 

The firm names are arranged in alphabetical sequenc’ 
as in ordinary directories, with the address and sature 
of the business stated below. Before each name is a 
number, to follow the alphabetical arrangement, and 
these are the basis of the cross-index. 


WIDE RANGE OF ACTIVITIES. 


Im the list of the various activities and industries 
carried on by Los Angeles business houses the classifica- 
tion runs the gamut of the alphabet, from advertising 
and aeroplones to bonnets and catsup, from dredgers 
and fertilizers to garments and kegs, from macaroni and 
mirrors to printers and serums, from skirts and tapes- 
tries to vehicles and zinc. 

There are twelve advertising concerns listed, with 
five subdivisions with as many more concerns, evidence 
that the life of present day business is highly regarded 
in this city. Twenty-seven business Louses are engaged 
in manufacturing variovs sorts of apparatus from acety- 


‘ene gas plants to X-ray machines. There are many in 
the appliance business from dental to photographic. 

The automobile business has become an important 
part of the city’s industries, eleven business houses 
being engaged in manufacturing auto-vehicles of all 
sorts. Eight are in the auto-accessory business and 
‘orty-six are busy every day on some part of the addi- 
tional work attendant upon the unkeep end maintenance 
of machines. No garages are listed, the range of sub- 
heads going from air gauges and brazing to safety 
cranks and windshields. 

The building business and its associated lines of In- 
dustry are a big feature of the city’s manufacturing in- 
dustries. Thirty-one concerns are engaged in making 
brick. Twelve of them are making common brick and 
the others produce various grades of burnt clay prod- 
ucts from enameled and ornamental brick to sandstone 
and vitrified blocks. 

Under the various construction headings come bridge. 
warehouse and wharf bvilders as well as ordinary steel 
construction of business buildings and contractors. 
Building material concerns number fourteen and the 
subdivisions in the classification take care of man» 
more, as there ere fireproofing and interior finish as 
well as paper and sanitary material. 

Firms doing casting of various sorts from aluminum 
and bronze to crucible steel and zinc number [ifty-five. 
There are thirteen cigar fectories, some of them among 
the leading factories of the country. 

There are twenty-seven houses where doors and sash 
may be secured, while decorators of china, church and 
houses are to be found, as well as designers of crests 
and coats of arms, gold and silver and machinery. 


ENGINES AND ELEVATORS. 


Electric apparatus and appliance makers are numer- 
ous and contractors In the same line are also many. 
Seven concerns make elevators and eight make ele- 
vator enclosures. There are sixteen distinct 
divisions under the main head of engines and the list 
runs from aeronautical and elevator to mining and 
traction with twelve concerns making gas engines and 
six marine engines. 

Engravers number sixteen with twenty-two others 
enumerated under the sub-head ‘‘copper-plate,” and 
there are nine photo-engravers. All of them are busy. 
Makers of flavoring extracts number fourteen and there 
are svb-heads—covering medicinal and perfumery. 

Twenty-five firms are engaged in making bank, store 
and office fixtures; t’onty-nine are listed under gas 
and electric fixtvres. There are several minor sub- 
heads such as soda fountains, ventilating and window 
display fixtures. 

In the foodstuffs line there are nine subdivisions 
with one baby food, six breakfast foods, seven health 
foods, eight poultry and stock foods and one medicinal. 
'n the list of nine fruit canners there are several sub- 
iivisions, such as crushed fruits, dried fruit, packers 
and fruit prodvcts of various kinds. 

Seventeen firms are manufacturing furniture with 
twenty-seven subdivisions ranging from arts and crafts 
to hospital and from lodge and office equipments to 
school and wicker. 

Six concerns are making children’s ready-to-wear 
garments, fifteen ladies’ and four men's clothing. 
There are sixteen firms in the art class business and 
sixteen different headings in the classification. Five 
big plants make ice and fourteen are in the commercial 
ice cream business. 


STEEL AND JEWELS. 
There are twelve divisions under the main heading 
of tron, ranging from bar iron and pig iron to structural 


steel. Twelve firms are in the ornamental iron work 
business and five in the structvral department. 

Sixty-five manufacturing jewelers supply the city 
with adornment of precious stones and metals while 
twenty-eight firms are in the Irmber business. Ma- 
chinery houses number twelve large concerns with # 
number of small firms in minor lines, sixty sub-heads 
being found under this heading. The range is from 
agricultural and airship machinery to creamery and 
flour and from knot-hole sawing and oil well drilling to 
road making and waste saving. There are fifty ma- 
chine shops and machinists. 

Thirty-six firms are In the mill business with two 
rolling mills in addition, one alfalfa mill, five flour mills 
and two making windmills. Fourteen firms are in the 
monument business. 

The oil Industry [s represented by twelve firms mak- 
ine oll burners, seven handling or producing crude oil 
and twelve lubricating oil. Under the same general 
heading is found essential oil, floor oil, linseed oil, 
olive oil and salad oil. : 

The printing business Is well represented with 162 
firms, one of the reasons why the city is the best ad- 
vertised in the world. Fifty-seven publishing houses 
are enumerated. 

There are ninety-five tailors and twenty-three ladies’ 
tailors. Twenty-six tinners are listed: one concern is 
making tuberclecide and one turbines, while twenty- 
seven upholsterers are scheduled and twenty firms are 
making or repairing vehicles and thirty-seven wagons, 

There are twenty wineries. Four are prodrcing 
X-ray apparatus, two firms are making yeast and one 
is handling slab zinc. 

> 


GROWTH NORMAL. 

The question naturally arises—Why this growth? 

Because Los Angeles is the most strategically situ- 
ated city for such development on the Pacific Coast. 
Located as it is in the heart of sunny Southern Call- 
fornia it has all the advantages of climate to attract 
manufacturing concerns. Because of this feature manu- 
facturing and all other lines of industrial work can be 


carried on at a less expense because the weather does ° 


not require continual fighting. Under mild climatic 
conditions the workers are in better condition, mentally 
and physically, and as a result better work results. 


Freedom from labor union domination is another 


feature that has attracted manufacturing interests ot 
this city and it will continue to be a great drawing card 
for concerns seeking a field free from such troubles. 

With the opening of the Panama Canal this city will 
be the mecca of many thousands of immigrants from 
Europe and with their coming manufacturing will be 
given an even greater impetus. This supply of labor 
will result in more capital. 

Los Angeles has three transcontitiental railway 
lines centering here, all tapping rich sections, and it is 
possible to ship eastward from this point more cheaply 
than from other Pacific Coast centers because of the 
elimination in great part of steep movntain grades. 

The presence on this Coast of an almost inexhaustible 
supply of fuel oil, with the additional ease with which it 
is delivered and handled in generating steam and the 
rapid development of electric power, are other points 
to be considered in making a forecast of the manufac 
ing development of the city. In addition to these ad- 
vantages are to be added the certain prospect of the 
delivery of an almost unlimited supply of natural gas 
of the best grade and the tremendous potential energy 
harnessed by the city in its great Owens River project.

Where the stand of grain is sufficiently thick to 
shade the ground well the evaporation from the surface 
is largely retarded by that means. Where the crop is 
of beans or some other growth in rows far enough 
apart it may readily be cultivated while growing so that 
the mulch condition may be preserved between the rows. 
If the crop is of sufficient importance hand-hoeing may 
be employed to close the gap between the plants and the 
nearest approsch that may safely be made with a horse 
cultivator or barrow. 

Particviarly on heavy solls—those which tend to 
“bake” on the surface unless properly cultivated —there 
is danger of too much harrowing after fall plowing. 
When plowed there are likely to be large gaps between 
the soll particles. Harrowing fills the gaps to a great 
extent and subsequent rains reduce the harrowed ground 
to such a fine condition that unless great care is exer- 
cised in harrowing after the last rains in the spring 
the ground will bake when the hot, dry days come. 


CASE OF GRAB AND HANG. 


While every effort possible is made to hold the mols 
ture he has in the ground the science demands that the 
dry farmer shall use every means in his power to pre 
vent escape of the water that falls on the ground in 
the rainy season. While hanging on to what he has got 
he must grab for more. If the soll surface be hard the 
rain will too much of it run off and be hopelessly lost. 
The..loss will be especially heavy if the ground has 4 
considerable slope.

Use of a drill in the seeding process for a grain trop 
is urgently recommended by dry-farming authorities.

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Deciduous Fruits in Sunshine Land. 


SECRETS OF SUCCESS. 


ULTURE of fruit-yielding trees which shed their 
% leaves in the winter season is steadily shifting 

from the experimental to the fixed stage in the 
southern counties of California. The husbandman in 
these lines of endeavor is feeling his way from uncer- 
iain systems to more firmly established methods of tree 
culture, to the end that the percentages of failures or 
losses are diminishing and there are surer rewards for 
Lis labor. 

This change from a somewhat doubtful footing to a 
firmer foundation is at many different stages in the 
various deciduous fruit industries. But, in practically 
all of them, there are year by year notable improve- 
ments in raising and harvesting the crops and in trans- 
porting them to market. 

Great extensions in the orchard areas have in the last 
year been offset to a large degree by the home builders. 
The tremenduovus, growing and irresistible call for habi- 
tations about the villages and smaller towns as well as 
in the suburbs of the larger cities has made big inroads 
among the producing trees. Groves of walnuts, peaches, 
arene figs and other luscious frvits have been forced 
yield to a multiplyin ulation. 
army is pressing hard on thn 

While this increasing population is cutting down the 
producing area it is at the same time making growing 
demands for consumption, so that the planting of 
orchards is stimulated. The somewhat serrated sea- 
shore line and the almost unlimited variety of hills and 
valleys inland present in Southern California a mar- 
velous range of opportunities for the raising of decidu- 
ous frvits. In the mountain valleys at higher elevations 
conditions favor the apple and the cherry while in 
places not exposed to so low temperatures in the colder 
months, apricots, peaches and kindred fruits do well. 
There are abundant localities for fruits which call for 
higher temperatures in winter.

SOME FAILURES—AND WHY. 


Lack of knowledge of the local conditions—knowledge 
which it sometimes requires several years of steady 
application and hard experience to obtain—is the reason 
for a large proportion of the failures in deciduous fruit 
growing in Southern California. The man well-schooled 
in the horticulture that wins east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains has much to unlearn when he attempts frvit grow- 
ing in this part of the Southwest. Many of the gener>| 
principles of culture, as well established in the East, ap- 
ply here, but there are meny other elements which must 
- taken into the reckoning if success is to be gained 

ere. 

Even the books designed to guide the horticulturist in 
the way of profitable production apply only in part if 
written for the eastern orchardists. The farmers’ jour- 

_ nals printed for e:stern readers do not fit here. The cal! 
of this Southland is for the printed word vivid with 
local flavor and local experience—the word which gives 
warning against failure right here and points the way 
to success. 

Timeliness is one of the important elements in svc- 
cessful horticulture here; more important, probably, than 
in the East. This is because after the cool months of 
winter when the warm days of May and June come the 
growth of all kinds of vegetable life is exceedingly rapid. 
So fast is it that the successful orchariist must be 
ready ahead of time. Before the weeds get high he 
must be in the grove with plow and cultivator and 
prosecute vigorously his campaign of elimination. 
When a weed is small it seems to grow rather slowly, 
but as its roots gain a stronger hold in the soil its up- 
ward pace is more and more rapid and as it becomes 
larger the speed of growth appears to increase in a 
geometrice! ratio. If there is to be a good fruit crop 
the weeds must be kept in the arithmetic class, for if 
they reach the next higher grade ahead of the cvitivator 
it is not likely that even the applied principles of trigo- 
nometry will ever catch them. 

It is timeliness, timeliness and yet more timeliness all 
along the growing, harvesting and marketing process. 
Just a little leck of attention, perhaps only two or three 


days given to some other part of the farm work that 


seems important, may mean a surprisingly large per- 
centage cut from the orchard’s profits for the season. 

The plow, the cultivator and the harness should be all 
in readiness for use the first minute tney are needed. 
The ladders, the picking bags and buckets, the lug boxes 
and the drying racks should be put in order beforehand. 
A little neglect In these matters may result in the or- 
chardist trying to have the repairs made at the last 
minute when too many other orchardisté ere having 
theirs made, with the resvit that the blacksmiths, car- 
penters and other repair men are ten all busy and 
there is a costly delay in doing the thing needful in the 
orchard. 


TIMELINESS AND THE WATCH. 


To follow the aim of timeliness the svccessful or- 
chardist must keep a critical watch on his orchard. 
Early discovery and correction of something going 
wrong may save an expensive setback. One of the suc- 
cessful apple growers of the Compton district has told 
the writer about how critically he notes the condition of 
his trees. Often when engaged in the other farming 
enterprises on his ranch he goes out of his way between 
the house and the field to take a look In the orchard. 
The bark, the limbs, the leaves and the bloom are crit- 
ically inspected. If some insect which perhaps may be 
a pest unknown to him is found he gives it special at- 
tention. 

One of the things which in the earlier days sorely 
puzzled the orchardist but which Low gives less and 
less perplexity is the choice of location for * deciduous 
grove. In a new country or even an 
expert cannot always tell is best 


suited for peaches, prunes, oranges or alfalfa, and the 
only way to make sure is to try. The testing process 
may occupy several years with the result that fairly pro- 
ductive prune trees will be cut down to make room for 
a walnut grove. But the result of such an experiment 
tells with reasonable certainty about the kinds of fruit 
or nuts best adapted to the local conditions. 

The eastern orchardist who woula engage in fruit 
growing in Southern California finds th:t he has a new 
set of enemies in the way of scales and insects to com- 
bat. Some of these are like those he has known on the 
Atlantic seaboard, in the Valley of the Mississippi or in 
the intermountain plateau, but many of them may have 
been hitherto unknown to him and he finds it needful 
to study the most approved processes for their elimina- 
tion. 


While destructive insects and scale present puzzies in 
the air. squirrels, weasels, badgers and gophers furnish 
problems in tue ground. And of these the greatest of 
all to the orcwardist is the gopher. Intensive cultiva- 
tion, such as is usually given the deciduors orchards, is 
not to the bang of the average rquirre! and this sly 
and pestiferuus quadruped generally moves its under- 
ground habitwson from such a place to where the har- 
row and the altivator are not so much in evidence. 
The badger, which likes to dig after the squirrel, 
naturally follows. The weasel, which, ferret-like, can 
double back in a rather smal! hole, is not so nume ous 
as to be a great factor. , 


GO FOR THE GOPHER. 


But to the gopher give heed. This little animal, as big 
as a medium-sized rat, is a sure-enough digger. With a 
large pouch on each side extending from its shoulder al- 
most to its hip it can carry an amazingly large quantity 
of loosened earth from the end of a tunnel or “run” to 
some place where it has made a hole up to the surface 
and dump the dirt there. Within a few hours a gopher 
may extend its run to the roots of a fine young tree and 
withovt making any mark on the surface near the tree. 
When the tree begins to wither and so ettracts atten- 
tion it may be fovnd almost entirely gnawed apart sev- 
eral inches under the surface of the ground. 

A steady, courageous warfare, however, is pretty sure 
to win, even egainst the gopher. Traps or poison placed 
in his ran will generally prove his ‘undoing. A good cat 
will quietly watch for hours at a gopher’s open hole and 
with sure claw pull the little animal out the moment its 
heed appears at the opening. On foegy mornings the 
gopher offers a good mark for a shotcun as it comes 
to the surface to unload its povches of dirt. 

A good many of Southern Colifornia’s failures, or par- 
tial failures, in deciduous frukt growing have been due 
to lack of proper pollination. The man who plans to 
plant an orchard should consult the best aveilable au- 
thorities with reference to pollination of the fruit he 
intends to grow. By applying the knowledge which he 
may thus gain the chances are excellent for success, 80 
far as that feature is concerned. Sometimes, for in- 
stance, if it be desired to plant an orchard all to one 
variety of apples, it mey be well to plant at occasional 
intervals apple trees of some other variety which has 
its blooming season a little earlier or later. 

Pruning is another important item. On this the best 
avthcrities should also be consulted. There are numer- 
ous rules for cutting away tops to admit more sunlight, 
ror cutting beck the wood so as to produce more fruit 
and for cutting at the most favorable time. These rules 
vary greatly in the different kinds of fruit. They are 
based on a good many years of exnerience of expert 
observers but there are new principles to be learned 
every year. Generally the same holds good with refer- 
ence to the thinning of the fruit at the proper stage be- 
fore maturity. 

The commercial idea ts to be kept in mind by the 
orchardist. The family fig tree in the rear of the house 
may with ordinary care g0od figs and provide 
one of the many joys of a home in this Southland but 
nerhaps the frrit comes too late to catch the cream of 
the market prices. He who would reap the richest re- 
ward as a grower of figs must study the choice of varie- 
tlea and the best methods of tree treatment so that 
the product may be offered to the buyer at the right 
time. 


HOW FAR—HOW FAR APART? 


How far apart to plant the trees is an item of no 
small moment. As experience hereabout has ripened 
with the passing years the approved distances for fruit 
trees of different kinds have veried from twelvemonth 
to twelvemonth but the tendency generally runs to 
greater distances. The idea of planting only half as 
far apart as it is designed to have the full-crown trees 
stand is generally accepted as plausible but it is pretty 
sure to fail in practice. This point is I)lustrated by the 
remark made not long ago to the writer by a California 
forty-niner who is a veteran Southern California or- 
chardist and who now owns one of the larger walnut 
groves of the Rivera district. 

“] planted those trees with the expectation of cutting 
ovt the alternate ones when they began to crowd,” he 
said, “but the fact is I simply haven't the heart to cut 
down any of them. It would be almost like a man 
killing half of his children to reduce the size of his 


family.” 

Pests, pruning, pollination and other problems may 
the deciduous fruit grower here but the re 
wards, measured in dollars and in health, are becoming 
surer and surer year by year. The orchardist does not 
have to wait till he has graduated from the school of ex- 
perience before he draws his salary. 


APPLES JUICY AND TREES HIGH UP. 


Perhaps the greatest deciduous de of the 
year has been in apple trees. Among the chief produc- 
ing districts are those of the Pajaro Vailey, the Yu- 
caipa Valley and Oakglen territory and abort Julian. 


There are also some valley districts like that of Comp- 


ton. The Pajaro Valley district leads * ith a production 
which by the season’s end some months hence will 
have totaled about 5000 carloads of apples and 2000 car- 
loads of by-products. There has been within the last 
three years remarkable development in the Oakglen 
and Yucaipa mountain-and-valiey district. In this terri-

at 5000 acres, of which about one-half is now planted 
and on which about 2200 acres have been planted within 
the last two years. The last year’s output totals about 
100 carloads, double that of the previous year 


Joaquin Valleys. The output varies largely in different 
years. The State's exports of cured prunes are steadily 
increasing. Canada, the United Kingdom and Germany 
are among the larger outside consumers of California 
prunes. 

_ In the part of Southern California south of the valleys 
stated the production of prunes is not large because 
generally other things may more profitably be raised 
on the ground. 

Apricots, fresh and lvscious at the fruit stands about 
town, apricots handsome and juicy preserved by the 
packers and apricots rich and meaty evaporated on the 
curing racks in Southern California's bright sunlight are 
one of the State’s most commercially important fruits. 
The fresh ones appear on the market ahead of most 
kinds of peaches and when there are comparatively 
few other fresh fruits avail ble. 

Peaches with the real rosy blush, peaches with the 
compelling flavor, peaches with free stones and peaches 
with the clinging pit and delicious taste are grown in 
all the Southern California counties but are prodrced in 
great quantities in the San Joaquin Valley. For most 
varieties soils of a well-drained sandy loom are pre 
ferred. The item of pruning is considered more im- 
portant as applied to peaches than with other fruits. 

Of all the deciduous fruits of Southern California 
there is perhaps none that adapts itself to a creater 
range of soils and other conditions than the fic. Figs 
are grown extensively for family use in the southern 
counties of Southern California but the commercia! ovt- 
out of this fruit comes largely from the San Joaquin 
Valley district. Pollination by the introduction to Cali- 
fornia of the blastophaga fly, a thing accomplished in 
899, has made it possible to produce « cured fig which 
is pronounced as good as any of the imported varieties. 
This fly, which is so smal] it cannot be seen except with 
a rather high-power magnifying glass, penetrates the 
fig at the blow end through an exceedingly smal! open- 
ing with a resultant greatly improved quality of fruit. 


FAT-CHEEKED CHERRIES. 


Cherry marketing in Southern California has a proces- 
sional character. While the northern-grown cherries 
move southeasterly into the Los Angeles and neigh bor- 
ing markets the cherries prodrced in the Yucaipa, Oak- 
glen and Beaumont districts are shipped eastward into 
Imperial Valley and to the Arizona mining camps. The 
trees on the Highland home ranch at Beaumont cover 
about forty acres and are about twenty years old. 
The trees at Cherrycroft in the Yucaipa Valley are about 
sixteen years old. Last summer's crop averaged nearly 
$400 per acre on a basis of 10 to 12% cents per pound 
gross. 

Of pears among the varieties more extensively crown 
in the southern counties are the Bartlett and the Win- 
ter Nellis, the latter a semi-russet. 
pear groves is not so great as that of most of the other 
deciduous fruits. a 

The nectarine, with a skin smooth like that of a plum 
and a juicy meat like that of a peach, is grown with 
about the same kind of culture as that which is applied 
to the peaches. Improved met)iods of treatment of this 
fruit have caused it to be produced somewhat more e«- 
tensively of late. One trouble that in a good many ia 
stances has beset the grower has been the poor keeping 
quality of the fresh fruit, decay spreading rapidly from 
a slight bruise. Lately this trouble has been largely 
eliminated. 

Amonc the other deciduous fruits grown in small 
quantities about here is the quince. It is rather too rich 
when eaten alone but combined with apples in apple 
savee and in some other forms it affords a delicio 
relish. 


NUTS EASY TO CRACK. 


The nuts of Southern California—the English walnut 
and the almond—require no railroad iron and sledge 
hammer to get at the meats. A man does not have to 
be much of a knocker to enjoy the richness that rests 
behind the modest shell. Among the chief producing 
territor for Southern California, with reference to 
walnuts, are the Rivera and Whittier district in Los 
Angeles county, the neighboring Fullerton district in 
Orange county and the E) Monte and Ventura county 
districts. The walnut growers do not find it necessary 
to wage so vigorous a warfare on insect and scale pests 
as do the producers and most of the deciduous fruits, 
The crop recently harvested, although smaller than 
usual, was generally of very good nuts. The English 
walnut calls for a moist soil and ordinarily flourishes 
best at the lower elevations.

HIRAM AUGUSTUS UNR 
Administrator of Famous Baldwin Estate. 


Few men know what their estates will be worth 
after they are dead. The larger and more varied 
thelr interests, the more difficult it is to form a de- 
pendable estimate. Almost daily one may read of an 
estate, supposed to be worth millions, dwindled to 
almost nothing. The estate of Yerkes, the Chicago 
street railway magnate, is a case in point. It consisied 
largely of stocks and bonds that netted but a fraction 
of their estimated value. Occasionally, but rarely, 
one may hear of an estate, supposed to be depleted 
to the verge of bankruptcy, ylelding the heirs a prince- 
ly heritage. In the latter case it is certain that an 
able administrator has made it what it turns out to be. 

If anyone had told FE. J. (Lucky) Baidwin that his 
estate would yield $20,000,000 within three years 
after his death, he would have made a 
thousand to one that it would not net a round mil- 
jion dollars. Lucky Baldwin was a race horse men, 
“King of the Turf,” he was called, and he knew a 
“long shot” from a sure thing. He lived extrava- 
zantly. His property was heavily incumbered. And 
it was very many kinds—tanches, mines, racing 
stables, hotels, stores. Most of it was unproductive. 
Much of it was a burden. Ne one knew better than 
he that it would be a man-sige job to save an _  in- 
heritanee out of it for his heira And he did what 
any wise man would have done under the circum- 
stances: he found a man-size man to handle the job. 
He named Hiram Augustus Unruh his legal executor. 

There were plenty of others who shared Mr. Bald- 
win's appreciation of the precarious condition of the 
estate, notably his creditors, and there followed a 
spirited contest to take the administration of the 
estate out of the hands of the legally-appointed ex- 
ecutof for the heirs on the grounds that the creditors 
had a greater interest In the settiement than the heirs 
themselves. Mr. Unruh faced one of the most di/fi- 
cult problems ever left for the solution of an admin- 
istrator, but he was pecullarly fitted for the respon- 
sibility. Few men had a wider experience in business 
of varied kinds, or had been so uniformly successful, 
and no man was so intimately acquainted with the 
multifarious interests with which he had to deal. For 
thirty years he had been a clese friend of Lucky Bald- 
win, and since 1879 had been his confidential agent. 
He knew the situation first hand, and the moment 
he was free to carry out his ideas he set systematically 
to work formulating a plan whereby the estate could 
be extricated from bankruptcy and yield a patrimony

The Southern Sierras Power Company To Re- 
claim One Thousand Square Miles.

a great reclamation project comprising approximately 
1000 square miles, lying between Bishop and the sum- 
mit of the San Bernardine Mountains in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, adjacent to its main power line. The under- 
taking is one of enormous size and Iillimitable pos- 
sibilities. Its magnitude and the wealth of opportu- 
nities it will offer thousands of settlers, coincident with 
the opening of the Panama Canal, place it easily among 
the greatest of present-day projects in the development 
of Southeastern and Southern California. 
fostered directly by the agricultural department of The 
Southern Sierras Power Company, whose record for 
development work is an ample guarantee of the suc- 
cess that will attend the giant plan. 

The proposed work alone will mean the employment 
of hundreds of men, and each will have an opportunity 
to select preferred land under his immediate super- 
vision during the progress of the improvement. All 
the land will be farmed whether or not the purchasers 
are on the ground. The employees will be allowed to 
buy the land at cost after improvements are made. 
This will be ip line with the primary object of the 
company to colonize and develop the raw lands along 
the line for the benefit of settlers and not with a 
money-making purpose.

An idea of the immensity of the project is gained 
from the fact that between Kramer and Randshbure 
there are fifty square miles of tillable land: in Indian 
Wells Valley 300 square miles; in Owens River Valley 
200 square miles, and in the Mojave Desert country 
400 square miles, ‘ng a total of approximate’: 
1000 square miles, or 640,000 acres. This 
all government land, and will require 166,000 horse 
power to develop. 

According to present plans the main 
line will connect near Bishop with the hydro-electric 
development system partly in operation.

The stupendous development of the citrus fruit In- 
dustry In California of recent years is one of the 
epochal achievements of the State. 


creasing population in the Southwest, where condi- 
tions of soil and climate are inviting to the horticul- 
turist and particularly to the citrus fruit grower. Fa- 
vorable conditions of soil and climate are essential, 
but equally necessary, vital In fact, are other consid- 
erations, notably those affecting marketing. California | 
has always had the soil and the climate. Oranges and — 
lemons have been grown in the State for a hundred 
years. Since 1874, when the first trees of the Wash- 
ington navel variety were set out, or rather since those 
trees began to bear, California has produced the finest 
citrus fruit in the world. 


crops, but because the conditions of transportation and 
marketing made the industry unprofitable. 

Out of these conditions grew the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange and subordinate organizations. In 
1995 the C.F.G.E. succeeded the Southern California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange, which was formed in 1895, 
which evolved and put into effect a system that may 
weil be studied wherever the nation’s food supplies 
are distributed from the producer to the consumer. 
The exchange, through the 200 agents which it has lo- 
eated in the principal cities of the United States, in 
Canada and in Europe, has developed a nation-wide 
distributing system on a merchandising basis in con- 
trast to the speculative system which underlies the 
distribution of all other kinds of agricultural crops. 
The exchange distributes its product to the jobbers 
through these agents uniformly throughout the year 
and throughout the country. In all other food prod- 
ucts the distribution to the jobber is controlled wholly 
by speculative interests, which makes the markets er- 
ratic and adds an additional burden or the producers 
and consumers who always have to pay the risks of 
speculation. 

To the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange and af- 
fillated organizations, more than to all other causes 


combined, ig due the tremendous growth and healthy — 


prosperity of the California citrus fruit industry today. 


To it and its remarkable system is due in a large 
measure the fact that growers who are not identified 
with it prosper in common with those who are a part 
of it. For the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange has 
made conditions of marketing what they are today. 
From twenty carloads of oranges and lemons mar- 
keted twenty-five years ago, and perhaps 41000 car- 
loads fifteen years ago, the product has Increased to 
40,000 carloads, virtually all of which returns a fair 
profit to the growers. Of this, the exchange alone 
last year marketed a round 60 per cent. During 1912 
the exchange handled 9,191,143 boxes, or 23,648 car- 
loads, approximately 41.5 per cent. of all the oranges 
and 35 per cent. of all the lemons consumed within 
the United States. The exchange brought into Cali- 
fornia tor this fruit $16,891,489.95, the average price 
for every box handled being $1.84 f.0.b. the cars. 
During the eight years since the California Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Exchange was established, there have been sold 
through the exchange 58,995,940 boxes of oranges and 
lemons, for which there has been brought to California 
in cash about $107,473,980.16, with losses through falil- 
=~ to collect or in transmission of funds of less than 

6000. 

The following excerpts from an article by G. Hareld 
Powell, manager of the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change, from a recent number of Farm and Home, 
are interesting as throwing light on the Industry in 
—— and on the operations of the exchange in par- 

cular: 

“The California citrus fruit industry represents an 
investment of $175,000,000. The fruit is grown by 
12,000 growers. Twenty-five thousand people depend 
directly on the Industry for a living and at least 150,- 
000 Californians gain their liveHhood directly and in- 
directly from it. The production is increasing rapidly 
and promises to double in the next fifteen years. The 
annual value of the citrus fruit crop varies from 
$30,000,000 to $40,000,000. 

“The California citrus fruit crop.is an all-the-year- 
around business. The Washington navel season begins 
in November and ends in June; the Valencia crop Is 
marketed in May to November, while lemons are 
picked from the same groves every month In the year. 
This enormous crop is sold throughout the United 
States and Canada, and to some extent in foreign 
countries. 

“The one factor that distinguishes the citrus in- 
dustry from all other American agricultural indus- 
tries is the fact that Its problems have been met and 
the progress of the industry Is being made through 
the collective, rather than the individual, efforts of 
the growers, who are united in a co-operative associa- 
tion which operates without profit for the members in 
protecting the groves against Insect pests and fungous 
diseases, In the purchase of supplies for the «roves 
and packing-houses, in handling the public policy 
questions, such as raflroad rates, customs’ tariffs and 
other State and national problems, and In the develop- 
ment of a comprehensive international system of crop 
distribution and marketing. 

“There are not less than 150 co-operative associa- 
tions of citrus frult growers In California. About 115 
of them, Including 7000 growers, representing a little 
more than 606 per cent. of the industry, are federated 
into the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange. 

“The exchange system is bullt on three foundatio 
stones. First there is the grower. From fifty to 200 
neighbors form a non-profit assoctation, bulld a pack- 
ing-house along the railroad track where their fruit 
is assembled, pooled by grades and prepared for ship- 
ment. Second, the associations of a community fed- 
erate into a non-profit district exchange, of which 
there are seventeen. These district éxchanges handle 
the questions that are common to all of the associa- 
tions and represent them in their relations with the 
California Fruit Growers’ Exchange. Third, the Cali- 
fornia Frv't te a federation of the

The association issues stock 
to each grower in proportion to his bearing acreage, 
the number of boxes shipped, or in equal amount to 
each grower. The association owns the packing-house 
and its appurtenances. The bylaws provide that the 
picking, handling and packing shal! be done at actual 
cost prorated on the number of boxes shipped by each 
grower. Sometimes the association fumigates the 
groves of the members, prunes the trees and picks 


the fruit. The principal object of the primary asso- 
| clation is to prepare the fruit for shipment. It has its 
own brands and its fruit is marketed by exchange 


under the brands which each association adopts. 


“The district exchange usually igsues one share of 
stock to each association belonging to ft and has one 
director from each association. The district exchange 
acts as a clearinghouse for the association and rep- 
resents the associations in marketing the frult through 
| the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange, and is the 
medium through which all of the relations between the 
associations and the central exchange are handled. It 
is the duty of the district exchange to order cars and 
'to see that they are placed at the rious association 
| packing-houses: to keep a record of all cars shipped, 
| with their destinations, and to receive the returns from 
the agents in the various markets through the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange; to keep thoroughly 
‘informed on all phases of the business and to place 
'this information before the associations, and to see 
that the proceeds for the fruit are returned to the as- 
sociations. 


“The California Fruit Growers’ Exchange does not 
| buy or sell frult or any other commodity. It exercises 


no control, either directly or indirectly, over the buy- | 


ing or selling of fruit or any other commodity. The 
function of the exchange Is to furnish facilities for 
,the use of such shippers as wish to avail themselves 
‘ef them at a pro rata share of the cost. It provides 
‘agents at all of the principal marketing centers in the 
‘United States and Canada, defines the duties of these 
‘agents and places them under bond; gathers informa- 
| tion daily in each market of the country and furnishes 
| it im daily bulletin form to the associations; performs 
such services as the associations require in the mar- 
keting of the fruit; makes prompt account of returns, 
handles all claims, takes care of necessary litigation, 
conducts an extensive advertising campaign to increase 
the demand for citrus fruits, develops new markets 
a secures new customers through the exclusive 
agents employed, and performs such other functions 
as are set forth in the contract between the exchange 
and the district exchanges. At the end of the year the 
exchange levies an assessment against each shipper 
for a pro rata share of the expenses on a basis of the 
number of boxes shipped. 


“Under this arrangement each shipper reserves the 
right to regulate and control his oWn shipments, to use 
his own judgment, to decide for himself when and in 
what amount he will ship, where his products shall 
be sold and the price he is willing to receive, reserving 
the right of free competition with all, other shippers, 
including other members of the same organization, 
uncontrolled by anyone. The agent in the market acts 
directly under the order of the shipper in the sale or 
disposition of a car, the exchange acting as the medium 
through which the orders pass, but never selling a car 
or determining the price at which it shall be sold.” 


Supplies for the packing-houses and groves are pur- 
chased through the Fruit Growers’ Supply Company, 
a subsidiary corporation of the exchange and owned by 
the exchange associations. Everything is supplied at 
cost and at prices obtainable only by wholesale purchas- 
ers or manufacturers. The Supply Company owns tracts 
of timber land in the Northwest, operates its own mills 
and manufactures a portion of its own boxes. It also 
supplies nails and other materials to packing-houses 
and fertilizer to growers. The operations of the supply 
company for the year ending September 1, 1912, 
reached $2,338,000. 


The California Fruit Growers’ Exchange has brought 
order out of chaos in the marketing of citrus fruits. 
It has reduced the cost of packing and handling the 
fruit one-half. It provides a systematic, uniform dis- 
tribution of the crop throughout the country and 
throughout the year, and it has been the leading fac- 
tor in the reduction of freight rates, in securing 
adequate tariff duties and in handling the public 
policy questjons that affect the industry. It has in- 
augurated an international advertising campaign to 
increase the consumption of citrus fruits, and especial- 
ly of the “Sunkist” and “Red Ball” brands, the two 
brands of highest quality packed by the 115 associa- 
tions,

ELI P. CLARK. 


Railroad Interests and Investments. 


. Eli P. Clark was born near Iowa City, Iowa, Novem- 
ber 25, 1847. He was educated in the public schools 
and at Iowa College. When he was 18 years old he 
was teaching school, but gave it up after two years, 
removing with his family to Southwestern Missouri, 
where he worked with his father during the summer 
and taught school during the winter. 
In 1875 Mr. Clark crossed the plains to Prescott, 
Ariz. There he engaged in various mercantile enter- 
prises and served a year as postmaster of Prescott. In 
1878 he engaged in lumber manufacturing with A. D. 
Adams under the firm name of Clark & Adams. A 
year prior to this he had been made Territorial Auditor 
for Afizona, and served four terms, ten years In .all. 
During this period Mr. Clark became an _ intimate 
friend of Gen. Fremont, then Governor of Arizona. 

Mr. Clark became interested in railroads and was 
instrumental in securing the passage of a bill by the 
Legislature In 1885, granting a subsidy of $4000 a mile 
for a railroad to be built from Prescott to connect with 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railway at Seligman. He helped 
to organize the original company, being elected secre- 
tary and treasurer. Within a year the Arizona Central 
Railroad was operating. Ten years later it was suc- 
ceeded by the present Santa Fe, Prescott and Phoenix 
Railway. 

In 1891 Mr. Clark came to Los Angeles and became 
associated with Gen. M. H. Sherman. He was made 
vice-president and manager of the Los Angeles Con-

terurban road, the beginning of the great Pacific Elec- 
tric Railway system. The rebuilding in 1896 of the 
old steam road between Los Angeles and Santa Mon- 
ica marked the start of the Los Angeles Pacific Com- 
pany’s lines, of whieh Mr. Clark was president and 
manager until the fall of 1909, when the property 
passed to the control of the Southern Pacific Company. 

This property was his special pride, and 
the werk of Gen. Sherman and himself was made one 
of the finest interurban railroads in the country. It 
also servedl to build up much of the foothill country 
around Los Angeles.

His faith has 
seen lifelong, and his energy has been constant and 


mntiring. At fifty-eight he is still the active and en-. 


terprising human dynamo that he was when both he 
ind Los Angeles were young. The only difference is 
hat, with accumulated experience and a private for- 
cune, his operations are on a larger scale and the 
lemands on his grasp of affairs more exacting. 

Mr. Hall is an unusual man. He was unusual as a 
mere lad. While he was still in knickerbockers, fifty 
yeirs ago, he was of a serious, thoughtful turn of 
mind. At the age of eleven he raised a company of 
-ouths known as the “Zouaves” in San Francisco, 
‘alsed money by subscription for their uniforms and 
sccoutrement of arms, and was himself an officer. Of

course this company never saw actual service. It was 
an expression of patriotism, of sentiment. At ten 
years of age, young Hall, of his own initiative, took 
up the work of prison relief, gathering up bundles of 
old newspapers and magazines, which he distributed 
among the prisoners. His boy mind saw in them only 
unfortunate human beings. This was the beginning 
of prison relief work in California. 

Young Hall had not the advantages that many boys 
had. He wrested his education from poverty and 
difficulties the while he worked.

He read Adam 
Smith's Political Economy aloud to his mother when 
he was but twelve years ol. He mastered algebra, 
geometry and logarithms when his playmates were 
learning to smoke cigarettes and play pool. At the 
age of sixteen he entered the State University, one of 
the first boys of Southern California to win a college 
education. At fifteen he was engaged in making maps 
for the city government at $80 a month as Deputy City 
Surveyor. At twenty he toured the continent as a 
lecturer and advertiser of California, exhibiting pic- 
tures and lantern slides. 

Such was the boy. Now for the man: The lad 
who was dickering in real estate at twelve was turn- 
ing large deals at twenty-one. He published a land 
journal for years, and was an eloquent advocate of 
California in its columns. As early as the 70's he 
was making prophecies, then deemed wild and exag- 
gerated, that have been surpassed enany times over. 
There are well-informed men today who are inclined 
to smile with indulgence at his predictions. He fore- 
casts a city of five million population for Los An- 
geles.

Subsequent- 
ly half of this land was sold for a quarter of a million 
dollars and the other half for $300,000. This afforded 
Mr. Hall the means of developing valuable oll prop- 
erties that had won a share of his generous Faith. He 
had ample opportunity to prove the quality of his 
faith. for he was spending his own money, and he 
had to dig-deep into his capital as well as bore deep | 
into the ground before his reward was - eet 
had expected this, and his judgment was vindicated. 
He developed properties that produced 75,000 barrels 
of oll a month.

WHAT iS THE COST? 


A fairly neat four-room cottage can be built, exclusive 
of*lot, for from $800 to $1200; an attractive one of five 
rooms for from $1500 to $3000; and more pretentious 
ones of six or seven rooms from $3500 to $7500. A fine 
eight or nine room residence may cost frm $8000 to $15,- 
000. As elsewhere, large mansions with striking ex- 
ternal features and elaborate internal finish will mount 
up into big figures. 

As an evidence of the unexampled and substantial 
growth of Los Angeles during the year 1912 we may 
mention figures given by Mark C. Cohn, chief clerk of 
the Building Inspector's office. Up to the twelfth of 
December 15,750 building permits had been issued with 
a valvation of $30,015,759, and of these upwards of 
$14,000,000 went into the building of homes (If the 
houses constituting these homes were placed side by 
side they would make a solid frontage of about forty 
miles in length. It is doubtful if this showtng could be 


rmatched in any other city. Notwithstanding the numer- 


ous well-filled hotels and apartment-houses all these new 
homes are in urgent demand and are purchased and 
occupied as soon as constructed. 

But the grounds are an important adjunct of any Call- 
fornia residence whether humble in size or massive and 
ornate. It was an exceedingly fortunate thing that 
nearly all the residence property of Los Angeles was 
subdivided into lots each having a frontage of fifty feet 
and a depth of 140 by 160 feet. This gives ample space 
if the houses are set far enough back, as most of them 
are, for a broad lawn, for a few trees, some beds of 
roses, a margin of lilies or geraniums, with sometimes a 
bunch of papyrus or bamboo. 


SPACIOUS GROUNDS. 


Of course there are many more sumptuous residences 
on more spacious grounds, from 100 to 200 feet front 
with corresponding depths. Some of these have wind- 
ing walks, arbors, pergolas, ornamental trees, and 
grounds worked up into landscape effects. Houses bor- 
dering on the Arroyo—a beautiful ravine extending 
from Los Angeles through Pasadena to the mountains 
and filled with a wealth of verdant foliage all the year 
round—have a style of architecture suited to the lo- 
cal'ty. | 

Some of the villa lots in Holl: «ood, in the close en- 
virons of Los Angeles, at the foot of the Cahuenga 
Mountains, include steep, ornamental slopes in their 
rear, and in other instances picturesque residences are 
perched on the foothill eminences. The outlook from 
these sightly places is as fine as a $20,000 landscape 
painting. Santa Monica is located upon a tract of land 
stretching back from the Palisades eighty feet above 
the ocean, and here are splendid residences having 4 
wide view of the Santa Monica Mountains with a 
wooded ravine along their base, and the blue sea with 
its fascinating hues stretching to the distant horizon.

IN PASADENA. 


Pasadena, a beautiful city ten miles north of Los An- 
geles, is spread over a broad plateau near the base of 
the Sierra Madre Mountains, whose serrated peaks 
pierce the sky at an altitude of nearly 7000 feet, and 
whose deep canyons and rocky spurs furnish an ever 
varying picture as their shifting lights and shadows 
and fascinating cloud effects are modified and renewed 
hour by hour. 

In that ideal city, 900 feet above the sea, have been 
bullt some of the most beautiful homes and stately man- 
sions to be found on the continent. But there are also 
thousands of humbler but tasteful dwellings where life 
is sweet and pure and an ideal community exists. The 
many churehes, fine architecturally, are always well 
filled, and would be a credit to any eastern city. The 
schoolhouses vie with those of any other community 
in the land. One of the world’s greatest observatories 
was located on Mt. Wilson because Pasadena was near 
enough to be the home of some of its astronomers. 

APARTMENTS. 

The hundreds of hotels and apartment-houses in Los 
Angeles constitute an important element of its popula 
tion. At first the transient visitor is unable to account 
for their multiplicity and asks “Where do you find oo- 
cupants for all these buildings?’ But when he is told 
that 40,000 people come here in the summer to enjoy 
our refreshing sea breezes in contrast with the swelter- 
ing heat of the interior, and that 60,000 find refuge 
here from the blizzards and sero weather of eastern 
winters, that they must have comfortable quarters 
somewhere when they are not thronging our streets and 
amusement places, or coursing in autos over our snow- 
less boulevards, or gliding through green fields in our 
luxurious suburban cars, he realizes that with each 
succeeding year's increasing influx of visitors there 
must be adequate temporary accommodations provided. 

To supply this ever-growing demand our capitalists 
and architects have learned to produce model apart- 
ment-houses where the semblance of a refined and 
comfortable home can be enjoyed for a few weeks or 
months, and where the best household equipment that 
human ingenuity can devise may be found. Some of 
these temporary occupants are building special homes 
for themselves and families, and ate looking with so 
licitous care after their construction, and will eventually 
settle down as permanent citizens. Meantime they have 
pleasant companionship, meet new people from all parts 
of the world, form valuable social and business ac- 
quaintances, and an unaccustomed but agreeable phase 
of life has been experienced. 


THE CHILDREN IN THE HOME. 


There is an important element, absolutely essential 
to every perfect home, whether in the East or the 
West, whether in the bustling city or in the quiet re 
treats of the country—there must be children to 
brighten the household, to plan and provide for. to edu- 
cate and develop, whose future shall be anticipated, 
guided, and watched with solicitous care. Is Los An- 
geles abreast of its sister cities in this regard? Let 
us examine the school statistics, 

In November, 1912, according to figures compiled by 
the Board of Education, there were 62,784 children witb 
ages ranging from six to seventeen inclusive—the aver- 
age daily attendance being 52,688—the remaining 10,000 
being provided for in other educational institutions or 
engaged in various occupations. These 52,000 pupils 
and upwards required the services of 1950 teachers, of 
which more than 300 were added during the past year; 
In itself a significant evidence of the city’s growth in 
population. 

A much larger proportion of the children born in 
California survive and grow up to be healthy men and 
women than is the case in eastern communities. The 
same is aiso true of those which are brought here at 
an early age from other States. This arises from the 
tavorable climatic influences which permit, and indeed 
stimulate, a much larger out-of-door life than in most 
other parts of the country. Children have fuller play 
of their natural physical activities of all kinds, and this 
results in robust boys and stalwart young men, and in 
nealthful girls and well-developed women. In eastern 
cities the little white hearse stops at many a door in 
the bitter winter time and in the hot spells of summer. 
But the child’s hearse is such a rarity in the streets of 
our Southern California cities as to be almost a 
curiosity. Our children live, and are a perennial joy to 
their parents, and they fill the school rooms with bright 
faces and eager minds. 


SOUTHLAND WINTER DAYS.

The premiership of 
gold in the list of California minerals has, however, 
been wr sted from gold by petroleum, the value of 
which in California exceeds that of gold by 94 per cent.

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In the Kingdom of Panoramas. 


MANY PICTURES. 


HE kingdom of Southern California, over which 

Los Angeles reigns as gracious queen, is becom- 

ing known in all lands; and its fame, like the 
scent of orange blossoms, is carried abroad on every 
wind tbat blows. 

You doubtless know, O reader, even though you have 
not yet beheld our delectable mountains and fertile 
plains, that this is a land of summers a year long, and 
of strawberries the year round. You have conned the 
amazing figures of our growth: you have studied the 
statistics of the products of field and factory, orchard 
and mine; and first, last and always you have read— 
and with longing, too—of a climate as near perfection 
as will ever be found on this terrestrial ball we call 
the earth; a climate where cold waves cease from 
troubling and the temperature is at rest. 

But did you know that ina scenic way Los Angeles 
and her contiguous territory lead all competitors? Did 
you know that here are counfless landscapes not to be 
duplicated elsewhe,e? That more artists are putting 
brush to canves here than in any other part of our 
domain, however beautiful? 

There be some who think it well to call attention 
more generally to this feature; not that they love cli- 
mate less, but beauty more. And surely no land ap- 
peals more to the artistic nature than this. To live in 
Southern California is to live in a picture gallery, hung 
with nature's masterpieces. And nature here paints few 
small canvases, makes no studies in still life. The 
scenes have all the broadness of the great out-of-doors, 
the wideness of the West; the vistas are all gigantic 


and sweeping. Truly it is the Land of Panoramas. 


IN THE CITY. Net 

We need not go outside of the city to view our first 
picture. Take a Sixth street “Loop” car to the corver 
of Sixth street and Loma Drive. Here, with the resi- 
dences of the Westlake district near at hand, is to be 
found a whole block untenanted of any building, and 
crowned by a high, round hill, on whose slopes wild 
flowers still grow every spring. A footpath leads up 
the steep side of the hill, and near by the wheels of 
many autos have worn a roadway to the summit. 

If the climb to the top has left you any breath, the 
first glance at the panorama spread beneath and about 
you will take away the remainder. To the north, “Old 
Baldy,” with its white peak@catches the eye, and one’s 
gaze follows along the range of the Sierra Madres to 
where, apparently, they mingle with the Santa Monica 
Mountains. Then the Santa Monicas sweep boldly west- 
ward, drawing a line of jagged summits against the 
blue sky, until they lead the entranced eye down a long 
incline to a strip of silver sea in the farther distance. 

Beneath us are the roofs of houses, square miles of 
them, with spires of churches and larger buildings 
projecting from the mass, like California's own giant 
trees from a forest of lesser growth. From our view- 
point the city seems to be flowing to the southwest, 
like a river eager to reach the sea. Far to the south 
the Palos Verdes hills rise high, sheltering Los Angeles 
harbor, while part of Catalina Island is apparent at 
their left, fifty-five miles away. _ 

While making one of my many visits to this natural 


observatory I met a gentleman who was making his 


first western trip. He assured me that in al) his 
journey he had seen no other view so superb and sweep- 
ing. It is indeed a panorama to inspire the most 
lethargic soul. 


And yet few of the city’s visitors learn of this great 
viewpoint. Perhaps they are too busy seeing the ostrich 
farm, and the pigeon farm, and the alligator farm, and 
the wild animal farm; or they are picking their first 
orange, or taking their first dip in the Pacific, or other- 
wise disporting themselves im the schedule regularly 


laid out for tourists. And, anyway, this hill “wastes its 
sweetness on the desert air” as far as any extensive 
knowledge of its presence is concerned. It is not adver- 
tised, save by a few of its loving friends. 


IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


But now to get out of town. Let us visit 
place which is also off the beaten tourist track and yet 
is so accessible that none need miss it who have a few 
hours at their disposal. I refer to Topanga Canyon, that 
wild cleft in the wilder part of the Santa Monica Moun- 


Pile into your chugging auto some morning and spin 
out to Hollywood and on through Cahuenga Pass into 
the great interior valley of San Fernando. Then follow 
up the Ventura Road to Calabasas. Have a care, or you 
will run by, as the name is the largest part of the place. 
Here the road turns to the left and a steep but short 
grade takes you into the heart of the hills. You wind 
in and out and ever up to higher levels, past little 
houses of moun set amid the wildest scenery. 
Finally the top of the range ie reached and you are 
ready for the trip down the long southern slope. You go 
through many hidden valleys, where sheep graze under 
the live oaks, fenced in by high mountain walls; you 
ride beneath giant sycamores beside still streams: and 
finally you enter the canyon of the Topanga Itself. 

This gorge is beautiful, with a beauty that approaches 
the terrible to those who are timid. Its cliffe are so 
high, its canyon bed so deep, and such a little thread 
of a road runs along the mountain wall! For miles the 
auto travels down the steep road, the wall of the cliff 
at the right, the straight drop into the depths at the 
left. But soon yow are on lower levels and the car 
goes splashing through the pools as you cross and re- 
cross the stream. Then suddenly, when you think you 
are still in the mountains, you climb a little hill and 
from the eminence the wide, blue expanse of old ocean 
greets your astonished gaze. 

From here it is four miles by a fine road along the 
beach to the long wharf at Santa Monica and you can 
lunch at one of several inns, or enjoy a fish dinner at 
Playa del Rey. “I have traveled in every State of the 
Union,” a tourist recently said to me, “but'l have seen 
nothing to equal in charm the beauties of a trip 
through Topanga Canyon.” 

It might be mentioned in passing that the narrow aad 
dangerous looking road through this pass is soon to be 
replaced by a wide boulevard of easy grade, thus assur- 
ing a greater number of visitors to this charming 
retreat. 


AT THE HARBOR. 


Many people have picnicked at Pt. Firmin, that Gib- 
raltar-like promontory at Los Angeles harbor, but how 
many have walked from there to White's Point, several 
miles up the coast, and returned across the hills to 
San Pedro? Not many of our eastern visitors, I warrant 
you. Yet from the top of the highest rise there spreads 
out one of the greatest panoramas in all the Southland. 
One looks down into San Pedro, across the harbor, past 
the great breakwater, and down the long coast line, 
curving from the harbor at one’s feet. southward to old 
Mexico. The scene is strikingly similar to the pictures 
we have all seen of the Bay of Naples: here is the same 
erescent bay, and in the background a counterpart of 
Vesuvius, save that no smoke issues from its top. It is 
passing strange that none of our local artists have yet 
put this scene on canvas. 

There is another place, Mr. Tourist, that you will miss 
if you stick to the beaten paths. It is forty miles away, 
down in Orange county. But forty miles is no distance 
at all in this land of magnificent railways, and besides 
you will find every minute of the trip interesting. Take 
a car to Balboa Beach, but do not stop when you get 
there. A launch will always be found waiting to take 


you across the bay, and once on the oth 
walking down the coast and you will find yourself in a

LAUREL CANYON. 


For another wonderful panorama take a Hollywood | 


car to Laurel Canyon and enjoy a ride in the only 
trackless trolley in the country to Lookout Mountain. 
From here one sees an empire at his feet, with its cities, 
fields, oil wells, and railways. But a step away is 
Wulff’s Mountain, from which may be seen a series of 
peaks and ranges so numerous and broken that they 
look like the waves of a choppy sea. The grandeur and 
sublimity of this scene has been compared to the view 


of the Grand Canyon of the Colorado from in front of 


the hotel at El Tovar. 

An even more sweeping view may be obtained from 
the top of Hollywood Mountain, the summit of which 
may be reached by a comparatively short walk from 
the city of Hollywood. 

These are but a few of the many view-points in this 
favored land, where scenic beauties are countiess. 
These particular ones have been used as examples be- 
cause they are the ones that most of our visitors omit. 
Indeed it is surprising how many of the residents of 
Los Angeles have not yet taken time to visit the places 
mentioned. 

In the land of panoramas one finds an endless variety 
of landscape. This is true not only on account of dif- 
ferent contours, elevations, vegetation and genera! char- 
acteristics, but each day lends a different aspect and 
atmosphere to the same scene. Many people make the 
mistake of deferring trips in the winter because the day 
is cloudy and showers threaten. But when the sky is 
overcast the landscape takes on a new tone, and distant 
objects stand out in cameo-like clearness. 


A SEASCAPE. 

I remember one day of rain squalls and clouds when 
a small party braved the elements at Balboa Beach. Be- 
neath the lowering sky the sea was a delicate pale 
green, and the cliffs along the distant shores were 
robed in deepest purple. It looked like a different world, 
all that afternoon; and at sunset the cloud band in the 
southwest lifted just high enough to reveal Catalina Is- 
land lying like a huge dragon asleep on the surface of 
the sea. Then the sun descended out of the cloud and 
shot forth red gleams on a somber world before it 
dropped into the ocean behind the isthmus of the island. 
There will never be another sunset just like that one! 

And so it goes very often. One never takes a trip in 
the Land of Panoramas without dame nature throwing 
in a little extra for good measure, or else producing 
some splendid surprise. 

So don't forget, you back-Hast man, or you who live 
up North temporarily, whem you read of sunshine and 
poppies and oranges and olives and mountain trails and 
white sea breakers, that Southern California is a more 
scenic, a more picturesque land than you have ever 
imagined, And when you come—as come you will—you 
will find the stage all set, under the open sky, and 
Beauty playing to crowded houses in an engagement 
that ceases only when the curtain of night is drawn 
across the scene and pinned with golden stars.

The Wonders of Inyo. ; 


WAS among the 100 Southern California editors 

who went up to the quaint old town of Bishop in 

the Owens Valley where Los Angeles is soon to get 
water to drink and to spread on her lawns and gardens, 
not to speak of acre lots and the like of that. 

The visit resulted in what one might call a “revela- 
tion.” To begin with, we found out what is meant by 
the phrase “old-fasioned California hospitality.” And 
we saw the empire of Inyo in all its greatness, its 
graneeur and its glory. 

Certainly it is not an extravagance of speech to call 
Inyo county an “empire,” even though it be without 
an emperor other than Sheriff Collins—six feet two in 
his stockings—who may, perhaps, exercise autocratic 
functions, on occasions. A county that is larger in area 
than any of the New England States, except Maine, and 
larger than New Jersey, Maryland or Delaware, is not 
to be spoken of as a “province” or a “‘petty principality,” 
by any means. 

Inyo is the second largest county in the second 
largest State of the Union. It has an area of 10,224 
square miles. 

Within the borders of Inyo is the highest mountain 
in the United States—Mt. Whitney; and the lowest 
depression of the earth's surface in the world—Death 
Valley. 

I learned all this and a great deal more from docu- 
ments handed me by the people and from statements 
which they made by word of mouth. 

And, while | was at it, I read Mary Austin's book 
called “The Land of Little Rain.” I have read no other 
book more fascinating, nor have you. It is a book of 
tales concerning Inyo county. 

A land of little rain it is, and to my way of thinking 
it is all the better for that. The reason there is little 
rain in Inyo is that the mountains won't !°t it rain. 


They catch the clouds on their towering peaks, turning 
them into snowstorms, and that’s the end of the 
matter. The Owens Valley and all the other valleys stay 
snug and dry. 

But, land of little rain though it be, it is a land of 
much water. I never saw so much water elsewhere— 
outside of Oregon—runnir’ all over things everywhere 
as though it had nothing to do but go of forever. 

The mountains of Inyo are full with thundering cata- 
racts the whole year long; the hills are blithe with sing- 
ing waterfalls. There are a hundred lakes between 
Mt. Whitney and Lundy. There is water enough in Inyo 
to flood all the deserts of California and to sweep Los 
Angeles into the sea. 

From a stream In the Inyo Mountains they turn dyna- 
mos that hoist the ore from the mines of Goldfield, 
Bullfrog and Tonopah. By harnessing all the water 
power within sight of Bishop, Lone Pine and other of 
the county towns, California can be lighted like a ball- 
room-from Siskiyou to San Diego, besides turning mil- 
lions of factory wheels. 

And that’s all very fine, but there are a lot of other 
things in the empire of Inyo, over and above, below and 
all around the water. There is, for instance, grand, good 
farming land on which cattle graze and orchards grow. 

Most the nicest white people I ever met are there. 
Also there are Piutes and Shoshones. Each, in their 
turn, gave us a dance. However, it was only in the 
dance given by the white people that the visiting editors 
took part. The Indians danced in the sand, and the 
editors had not learned the step. 

One night, in our honor, the musical colony of Bishop 
gave a concert. There were upwards of twenty par- 
ticipants on the stage. The programme consisted of 
choruses, quartettes, duets and solos taken from the 
famous composers. It was very wonderful, in a place 
like that, an isolated village in the high Sierra, miles 
away from a railroad. Of such excellence was the 
singing—of so high an order—that it would have com- 
manded respect and enthusiasm in any city of America. 


We were struck with wonder to turn from the sunlit 


streets of the town where we had jogged elbows with 
cow punchers, prospectors and sheepmen, to sit at 
candlelight at a concert as good as any of us had ever 
heard, though we had come a far distance from a place 
where they have the best that’s going. 

The songs they sang that night have haunted my 
memory ever since. I tried to hum them next day—all 
day long—as I looked across “my neighbor's fileli” in 
Inyo, which Mary Austin tells about in her book. 

“Tt is still a field,” says she, “this of my neighbor’s, 
though so busy, and admirably compounded, for variety 
and pleasantness—-a little sand, a little loam, a grassy 
plot, a stony rise or two, a full brown stream, a little 
touch of humanness, a footpath trodden out by mocca- 
sins.” 

T waited longingly till 4 o’clock of the afternoon—the 
appointed hour at which the great red-tailed hawk 
used to visit the field “swooping and soaring with the 
airs of a gentleman adventurer.” But he came not. 
Perhaps he soars now in the Happy Hunting Grounds of 
the Piutes above the ghosts of long-lost fighting men. 

Ever since Owens Valley sprang into fame with the 
first sensational announcement in The Times of the 
certainty of the aqueduct, I have wondered in what 
man’s honor the place was tamed. In Bishop they 
know. The valley and the river, as well, were named in 
honor of Richard Owens, who was a lieutenant in Fre- 
mont’s command. 

Whoever goes once to the empire of Inyo will as- 
suredly go again. All the lures are there. Golden 
seams are in the hills, and vast veins of rich silver. 
You will not sit long under a rusty wine bush talking 
these things over with Max Kunze and bis like until you 
are off with three or four burros and a prospector’s 
outfit. If, however, your nature is pastoral, why, the 
great plains of loam are all around you with the bright 
waters dancing over them. 

And if it be that you are just worn in body and your 
soul has begun to falter, go you also to the mountains 
of Inyo that they may enfold you in their strength and 
love.

Poultry raising is a thriving and profitable industry 
all over California. In a more or less practical way it 
is carried on in all parts of the State, but in Los An- 
geles, Orange, Santa Clara, Sonoma, Merced, Sacra- 
mente, Colusa, Humboldt and San Benito counties, and 
to a leer extent in some others, the latest scientific 
metheds are generally practiced with satisfactory re 
sults. The industry is constantly extending, as the de 
mand for poultry products greatly exceeds the home 
supply. Turkey-tarming, as it is called, is mainly in the 
stain districts where the fowls can range. Hatching by 
incubators prevails generally. The largest incubator 
factory ia the world is in Petaluma, Cal., and turns out 
about 100,000 chicks per month, and runs to full capacity 
most of the reat. 

The average chicken ranch near Petaluma consists of 
about five acres, upon which are placed 500 to 3000 hens. 
There are, of course, larger ranches which maintain 5000 
to 30,000 chickens. A person should have $3000 to $5000 
to properly equip a chicken ranch and get ready for a 
Profitable business. In case of renting, however, only 
about $1500 is needed to start the prospective poultry- 
man. The average profit on each hen is about $1 per

ROMANCE AND TRADITION. 


LTHOUGH the existence of gold in California has 
been known ever since the early years of the laat 
century, historians have accorded to James W. 

Marshall the honor of having been the discoverer of the 
yellow metal, and the Legislature of California has in-

But before the actual finding of the precious metal, 
romance and tradition had for centuries pictured Calli- 
fornia as a mysterious El Dorado. As early as 1524 
Sandoval gave Cortes an account of a wonderful island 
in the Pacific exceedingly in pearls and gold, and 
in 1537 Cabeza de Vaca had told by a people whose 
language he did not clearly understand that the land 
was full of riches. And following him, the man who 
preached to Francis Drake, the pirate, said in his diary 
“that the earth of the country seemed to promise rich 
veins of gold.” In the first years of the sixteenth cen- 
tury the Indians are said to have told of the presence of 
much gold in the interior. In 1766 Jonathan Carver said 
that “probably in future ages the land may be found 
to eontain more riches in their bowels than those of 
Indostan.” Humboldt, in 1803, expressed the belief 
that gold might be found in quantities.

GOLD NEAR SAN FERNANDO. 


There is indisputable evidence that gold mines were 
worked near San Fernando, north of Los Angeles, and 
yielded quantities of the yellow metal as early as 1842. 
These workings were confirmed in an official report 
made in 1846 by United States Consul Larkin, who was 
located at Monterey. Larkin said that “by washing the 
sand in a plate any person can obtain from one to $5 
per day of gold that brings $17 per ounce at Boston.” 
And this was fully two years before the so-called dis- 
covery by Marshall. In 1842 Abel Stearns sent twenty 
ounces of the San Fernando gold to the mint at Phila- 
delphia and by the end of the next year fully 2000 
ounces of the metal had been shipped out of the State.

In this connection it should be stated that there is at 
least one other claimant to the honor which Marshall 
said was his due. This man was Charles Bennett. The 
brief story of his contention is contained in a few words 
inscribed on his monument. This is a plain shaft of 
marble, which was erected many years ago in the Odd 
Fellows’ cemetery at Salem, Or. This is his claim: 

Capt. Chas. Bennett 
Was the Discoverer 

Of Gold in California 
And fell in 

Defense of his 

Country at Walla Walla. 

The monument contains the additiona) information 
that Capt. Bennett crossed over December 7, 1855, at the 
age of 44 years, 3 months and 20 days. 

While riving but little credence to Bennett's claim, 
even Bancroft, the historian of the West-—himself a 
strong Marshall partisan—-was forced to admit in his 
historical tale that ‘Bennett was at the Brown hotel in 
San Francisco in the summer of 1847 ahd had at that 
time two small bags containing what he declared to be 
gold.” In the autumn of the following year, to quote 
Rancroft, Bennett again visited San Francisco and ex- 
hibited $300 of gold dust. ’ 

D. W. Craig of Salem, Or., who came to the Coast in 
the late 40’s. a recognized authority on matters per- 
taining to the hist®ry of the early days of the Oregon 
country, says the discovery of gold in California was 
claimed for each by the friends of both Marshall and 
Bennett. “I knew Capt. Bennett,” says Mr. Craig, “but 
never talked with him about the matter—in fact, I knew 
not until after his death that he made any claim to be- 
ing the discoverer.” 

George H. Himes, historian during many years for 
the Oregon Historical Society, throws much light on 
the disputed question. He says: “So far as*I know, 
Capt. Bennett always claimed to be the first discoverer 
of gold in California. At the time he died—he was 
killed at the head of his command ~ hile fighting In- 
dians at the battle of Walla Walla December 7, 1855— 
nobody was particularly seeking distinction for having 
made such a discovery, and I think there was not any 
particular emphasis given to that event for severai 
years thereafter. June 16, 1877, Stephen Staats, a Polk 
county ploneer of 1845, In an address before the annual 
noe of the Oregon Pioneer Association at Salem, 
said: 

“IT now wish to revert to an individual, formerly a 
citizen of Salem, now deceased. I refer to Capt. Charles 
Bennett, an immigrant of 1844. I first became ac- 
quainted with him in 1835. He was then a subordinate 
officer of Company A, United States Dragoons, stationed 
at Ft. Leavenworth. In the-spring of 1847 I made a 
trip to California. Bennett was with us and assisted in

After being there a short period he and a man named 
Marshall—he of the gold mine fame—entered into a 
contract with Sutter to erect a sawmill, and while en-

Now Marshall has always been credited with 
being the first discoverer, but had it not been for Ben- 
nett in all probability that auriferovs region would 
never have yielded up its golden revenues to the enter- 
prising Yankees. Bennett's searching eye was the Orst 
to behold the sparkling dust glistening in the mother 
earth, where it had been embedded for centuries.

“So much for Mr. Staate’s statement,” adds Mr. Himes, 
who says he “talked this matter over with John Minto, 
a pioneer of 1844, Col. Frank Shaw and W. 8. Gilliam, 
both pleneers of 1844, many years ago. and they con- 
firmed the statement above given. The last three men, 
and also a number of others I have known, came across 
the plains in the same company with James W. Marshal! 
and knew him well, as he stayed in Oregon uwati!l the 
summer or fall of 1847 and did a little cabinet work. 
The fact is, from all the information I have been able 
to gather, that Marshall was an indolent man with a 
constitutional objection to hard work, and also possessed 
of little education. He had no object in life further than 
to merely exist. He never had a family and had no 
ambition to get on in the world and be of any service 
to it—if he had enough tobacco to chew and smoke. and 
an occasional ‘snifter’ and a place to eat and sleep, 
without caring much what kind of a place it was. he 
was satisfied. On the contrary, Capt. Bennett..was a 
very intelligent and energetic man. Early in 1835 he 
was in North Carolina and Georgia and did a little min- 
ing in those States, hence he knew or at least had an 
idea what native gold was. He came to Oregon in 1849- 
1850, built a hotel—the Bennett House, 1854, at Salem— 
and prior to this, in 1851, assisted In building the steam- 
boat Canemah, which ran between Canemah and Albany, 
on the Willamette River, for a number of years. At the 
breaking out of the Yakima Indian war of 1855-1856, 
having had some military experience, he tendered his 
services to Gov. George L. Curry, raised Company F and 
was killed at the head of his command. He left a wife 
but no children.

4 SURE INCOME. 


HAT shall I do to make money in Southern 

W California?” is the question so often asked 

by the stranger at our gates, that when ad- 
dressed to me, my reply, based on personal knowledge, 
is “Keep bees!” 

Bees abound in the mor ins and small ravines 
covered with fragrant flowers ‘Ye slopes odorous with 
sweet wild bloom draw colonie. .- bees the year round, 
and the man or woman who has but two acres may 
be sure of an income twelve months in the year. A half- 
acre will give good food products for about 200 colonies 
of bees, and the “honey money” from this number has 
been reckoned at from $1000 to $1500 per annum. The 
market for California honey—especially the wild sage, 
clear and pure—-is always good. 

Extracted honey brings 7 cents.a pound wholesale; 
beeswax 25 cents a pound; and bees multiply so rapidly 
that at swarming time several new hives are added. 
There are always broken pieces of wax and honey 
clinging to the sides of boxes or frames, that may be 
made into vinegar. 

’ Desirable sites in the mo tains may be rented at 
from $30 to $50 per year—protected spots upon which 
to locate from 250 to 300 stands of bees. There are 
thousands of acres of mountain and canyon flowers 
available for bee pasture. Three months of the year 
while the bees are working, one keeps busy looking 
after the swarming and during the other months the 
bees take care of themselves. “bor! the season be 
very poor the owner may have suger to feed 
through the winter. 


One man had 250 stands of bees and produced last 
year twenty-seven and one-half tons of honey, to market 
at 7 cents a pound—not a small amount of money for 
-a work. 


A. J. Cook, professor of entomology, says in regard to 
fruit and bees: 

“I experimented by counting the blossoms on each of 
two branches or plants of apple, strawberry, cherry. 
pear, raspberry and clover. One of these in the case of 
each fruit or clover was covered with cheesecloth just 
before the blossoms opened and kept covered until the 
blossoms fell off. 


“The apple. pear and cherry were covered May 4, and 
uncovered May 19 and 25. The number of blossoms 
considered varied from thirty-two, the smallest number, 
to 300, the largest. The trees were examined June 11 
to see what number of the fruit had set. The percentage 
of blossoms which developed on the covered trees was 
a little over 2 while almost 20 per cent. of the uncov- 
ered blossoms had developed. ; 

Of the pears none had developed that were covered, 
while 5 per cent. of the uncovered developed fruit, Of 
the cherries 3 per cent., only, of the covered developed 
fruit, while 40 per cent. of the uncoveret developed 
fruit. The strawberries were covered May 18 and un- 
covered June 16. The number of blossome in each ex- 
periment varied from 60 in the last to 21? in the 
greatest. Ir these cases a box covered with cheese- 
cloth surrounded the plants. The plants were examined 
June 2. Eleven per cent. o* the covered blossoms and 
17 per cent. of the uncovere? had developed. When red

The value of bees in the pollination of various fruit 


aplary. The quality and quantity of many varieties 
of fruit depend upon cross-pollination and the most ac- 
tive agents are bees. 

Beeswax forms no inconsiderable amount of money as 
sold by the pound. A large quantity is used in arts 
and crafts and more would be sold but that it is 
usually turned back to honey the following seasgn, that 
is, it is turned into comb foundations which is then 
employed in the same hives to increase their yield of 
marketable honey. 

Benton says that owing to the appearance of state- 
ments of a sensational nature to the effect that com- 
plete honeycombs are manufactured by machinery 
and filled with sweets lower in price than honey, giv 
cose, cane sugar or a mixture, then sealed over and sold 
in the market as genuine honey, a strong suspicion ex- 
ists regarding comb honey. Some writers have even 
tried to locate “comb honey factories” in given cities 
but investigation has always shown that the locations 
were mythical. The comb honey in the market is pure 
and healthful. 

“The National Beekeepers Association at an annual 
convention held in St. Louis offered a forfeit of $1000 
for satisfactory proof of the existence of such a thing 
ag manufactured comb honey, but no claimant has come 
forward.”

Up to November 19 of this year, there had been 14,576 
building permits issued in Los Angeles—-more than in 
any other city of the United States.

From these figures the city building department esti- 
mated that the total permits for the year would reach 
16,500. Of these, between 9000 and 10,000 were for 
apartment-houses and dwellings, sufficient to make 
homes for upwards of 75,000 people—and yet a scarcity 
of vacant dwellings prevails at all times. 

Los Angeles also stands fifth in the value of new 
buildings for this year, being exceeded only by New 
York, Chicago, Philadelphia and Boston

Turkish Tobacco—New Industry for Californi 


DIVERSITY OF CROPS. 


IVERSITY of resources is one of the wonders of 

California, especially of California agriculture. 

California raises better alfalfa than is raised on 
the oriental homes of the alfalfa; better oranges than the 
tropical countries to where the orange is indigenous; 
better olives than Italy, from which the parent trees 
were Originally imported; better dates than Central 
Arabia; better prunes than France; better lemons than 
Sicily. Yesterday or the day before we were startled 
with the announcements of successful culture in Calli- 
fornia of this or that crop, once considered the exclu- 
sive product of some limited districts; today we take it 
for granted that our wonderful soil and wonderful cli- 
mate will produce any crop that can be grown in any 
subtropical or teumperate clime under the sun. 

It is only within the past few months that the experi- 
menters have felt safe in announcing the successful cul- 
tivation in Tulare county of Turkish tobacco. Since 
there is no longer any quegtion of the excellence of the 
product or the great possibilities of the culture, it 
seems safe to predict that there has been added to an 
already illustrious list another new industry which will 
eventually increase by better than $1,000,000 annually 
the income of this State. 

To understand the relative importance of this new 
discovery to world economics it is necessary to say a 
word or two of the cause which led up to the experi- 
ments in this State. For the past decade the Turkish 
tobacco crop has been an absolute monopoly of a 
French concern which rejoices in the dignified title of 
“Regie Compagnie Interessee des Tabacs de |'Empire 
Ottoman.” So strict did the monopoly become, when it 
was learned that American cigarette manufacturers were 
experimenting with culture of the leaf in other portions 
of the world, that in 1907 it was made an offense against 
the state to even export the seed. Despite all the pre- 
cautions taken, however, Armenian growers did smug- 
gle out a supply of the coveted seeds and work was 
started in half a. dozen portions of the glob-, the 
American Tobacco Company financing the project. 
South Africa for a time promised well, and in portions 
of Italy a fairly good leaf was produced. None of the 
crops, however, quite equalled the Turkish leaf, and 
work was continued, Finally a San Francisco tobacco 
house persuaded the American corporation to try some 
experiments in interior California. These have been 


eminentiy svecess‘ul, and from a five-acre tract of 


the industry has already grown to one this year of 
several hundred acres, and a production which has 
achieved the dignity of shipments in car lots. 

- Tobacco seed is extremely minute, and Turkish to- 
bacco is especially noted in this respect, a single ounce 
containing 300,000 to 500,000 individual seeds. They are 
a vigorous seed, as well, and it is usually estimated 
that 80 per cent. of them will germinate. In general the 
culture, in Tulare county, of the Turkish crop, follows 
on general lines the practice of producing any tobacco, 
except that as the leaf begins to mature it is necessary 
to subject it to the most careful treatment, that the 
leaves may not become too rank. In a word, so potent is 
the Tulare county soil and climate that the ch'cf effort is 
to restrain the crop rather than to encourage it. This 
final care requires long experience for the best results. 

This feature of production would be discouraging 
were it not for the fact that the tobacco concerns most 
interested have secured from the Turkish tobacco farms 
a number of the most expert Armenian workmen, and 
the Californian who desires to engage in the production 
of the leaf will not only be given the necessgry seed, 
or, if he prefers, the necessary young plants, but he 
will also be given a competent teacher who will give 
him all the special instruction necessary. This year 
‘he companies went a step further and those g.owers 
who had haf luck with their crops were in several in- 
stances paid more than their tobacco is worth to at 
least protect them against loss for the season. (This, 
by the way, is another instance of “grinding the pro- 
ducer under the iron heel of the Big Corporations.”) 

After the epon ts cut a mild sun cure is given to the 
leaves, the entire immunity from rain at the period 
when bright and continuous sunshi.e is needed con- 
tributing still further to the valley adaptability to the 
crop. en the leaves are taken indoors, piled in great 
heaps and allowed to “sweat.” This sweating is, as a 
matter of fact, a form of fermentation set up by bac- 
teria, the climate of this portion of the valley being 
apparently perfect for the necessary bacterial growth. 
During the yt a gh og piles are torn down and repiled 
a number of times, the fermentation is pt as mild 
as possible. When ‘this is done the crop is ready for 
sale. 

It is warthe of especial comment that the leaf does 
the best in California on soil which is not well adapted 
to any other crops. In fact it has already been laid 
down as a rule: “the poorer the soil the better the 
Turkish,” and stretches of ground which are practically

THEY TASTE GOOD. 


HE professor showed a bag of dates fresh from the 
tree. They were light-colored and hard—obviously 
quite unripe and impossible to eat. 

Then he Opened the door of his zinc oven and toek 
out a galvanized iron pan, accompanied by a whiff of 
moist, warm air, fragrant with syrup. The pan was full 
of dates on a wire screen; they were dark-colored and 
soft. “Best dates I ever ate,” said the visitors, after 
sampling. 

“They are the same lot I showed you in the bag.” re- 
plied the professor. “Two or three days in the oven 
does the work better than the sun.” 

It is this artificial ripening of dates, perfected during 
the last year, that has made their culture the topic of 
the hour in the southeastern part of California. The 
Salton basin is declared by government experts to be 
better adapted to date growing than the most famous 
oases of the Sahara Desert, and farsighted ranchers are 
planting dates as fast as they can get them. Aided by 
Arizona, California promises to supply before long all 
the 22,000,000 pounds of dates annually eaten in the 
United States, and to supply a lot more besides. De- 
mand usually creates supply; and with fruit, supply 
usually creates increased demand. 

The first dates planted in California and Arizona were 
chance seedlings. When several of them produced good 
fruits, the experts began to take interest. For a quarter 
of a century they have been testing the question and 
now the public is taking interest. The stage of experi- 
ment is past. The production of fruit of the choicest 
quality has proved the possibilities of the climate and 
the ready sale of all this fruit at high prices has proved 
the good will of the consumer. The ranchers are asking 
themselves, “Why didn’t I start growing dates sooner?” 
and — a new industry reaches that stage it indicates 
activity. 

Indeed, the date subject is a “live wire” in the rela- 
tively small part of the southwest adapted to it. The 
palm is fastidious as to the conditions in which it will 
put forth its best efforts. It wants a summer hot enough 
to scorch the ground squirrels’ backs, and a long sum- 
mer at that, although it does not mind a little frost on 
winter nights. It demands water for its roots all the 
time, and as little water for its leaves as possible. 


RIGHT CONDITIONS. 


These conditions are exactly met in the Salton basin, 
where the summer temperature for five months or so 
will range above rather than below 100 degrees, and 
where the rainfall is so slight that umbrella dealers go 
into bankruptey. The Colorado River and artesian wells 
svpply abundant water, genially warm; the soil is that 
sandy loam which the date palm loves; and the culti- 
vators possess American intelligence and energy to re- 
place Arab laziness and primitive methods. Is that not 
sufficient to explain the verdict of the Department of 
Agriculture, that it is the best place in the world for 
growing dates? 

In spite of all these factors, the production of the 
finest grade of dessert dates—the kind in which there is 
most profit—was not commercially practicable until the 
method of artificial ripening was perfected, largely 
through the researches of the Arizona University experi- 
ment station. Chemicals were first tried, and the fruit 


trous ether, to immersion in forthaldehyde and a dozen 
different acids, with more or less satisfactory results. 
At last moist heat was employed and proved what was 
needed. Now the dates ma 
attained full size but are still hard: a few days in the 
oven will ripen them in much better condition than if 
they are allowed to remain on the tree. The advantages 
are summed up by R. H. Forbes, director of the station: 

1. The fruit can be harvested cheaply by the bunch, 
before the berries begin to drop or are attacked by in- 
sects, moulds or bacteria. 

2. Danger of loss by untimely rains fs minimized. 

3. The ravages of worms in the ripened crop are 
avoided. 

4. Greater cleanliness of the product is possible than 
with naturally ripened dates. 

Late varieties, including the Deglet Noor, which 
do not ripen satisfactorily here (in Arizona) may 
successfully brought through. 

6. Early varieties may probably be grown and rip- 
ened at higher altitudes than formerly. 

7. Dates while yet hard may be shipped without in- 
jury to a distance, then ripened artificially, and mar- 
keted in fresh and prime condition.

FROM THE SAHARA. 


The variety to which this system will be most applied, 
and the variety which now holds the planters’ favor, is 
the famous Deglet Noor, standard of excellence in the 
Sahara. Those who have eaten only the sticky, black, 
Fard or Halawi dates from the Persian Guif—the varie- 
ties which supply most of the American market—can 
form little idea of the deliciousness of a perfect date. 
The Deglet Noor is of a rich but delicate flavor, so trans- 
parent that when it is held up to the light the seed can 
be discerned, and so full of syrup that it can hardly be 
packed properly without the system of artificial ripen- 
ing. People in Los Angeles and San Francisco now buy 
all that are offered for sale, even at $1 a pound, al- 
though they could get dates from Mesopotamia for 10 
cents. This price is partly due to the novelty of a 
fresh, home-grown product, but for some years it will 
hardly go below 40 or 50 cents for that quality. 

But suppose the grower gets 25 cents a pound whole- 
sale, what will his profits be? Forty trees are planted 
to the acre, and after five years should produce 100 
pounds each year. It looks as if an income of $1000 per 
acre is a reasonable expectation. The cost of maintain- 
ing the plantations can hardly exceed $100 per acre, for 


the palm requires less care than almost any other fruit 
tree. 

Of course the Deglet Noor is not the only one that 
will be grown, although every one who can get it is 
planting it now. There are many varieties which ripen 
earlier and will be valuable for that reason, even though 
the quality be inferior. By selection of proper varieties, 
the season for fresh dates can be made to extend from 
August to December. and of course many varieties can 
be kept for a year withovt spoiling. 

So far, no one has planted dry dates on a commercial 
scale, although the experiment stations have shown 
them to succeed perfectly. The dry date is of a trpe 
unknown to most Americans—light colored, nutty in 
flavor, and with a flesh so hard and dry that the fruit 
can be handled with as little care as peanuts or corn- 
cobs. The Arabs like it because it will keep for years 
and can be eaten in-any quantity without cloying the 
appetite or ruining the digestion; for the same reasons 
it should be popular with vegetarians and others who 
want a light, nutritious fruit diet. 

The co-operative experiment station at Tempe, Ariz., 
under control of the Department of Agriculture, has the 
largest existent collection of varieties of dates—over 200 
of them. The department also has stations at Mecca 
and Indio, Cal., while the "’niversity of Arizona has one 
at Tucson. 

To provide these stations with the suckers or off- 
shoots by which the palmh is usually propagated, ex- 
plorers have visited nearly all the famous date coun- 
tries. The Persian gulf has yielded tts best, as far north 
as Bagdad and as far east as Reloochistan. Egypt has 
been pretty thoroughly explored, one man even bringing 
out a shipment from Siwah, the old oasis of Jupiter 
Ammon on the frontier of Tripolitania. Unfortunately 
these offshoots dried out en route and were lost. Last 
summer another agent visited Khargeh in the Libyan 
Desert for a variety supposed to be particularly good. 

ALGERIAN VARIETIES. 

Most of the varieties, however, have been brought 
from Algeria and Tunisia. The former has furnished 
nearly all the Deglet Noors, while the latter has given 
many choice sorts in smaller numbers, including a few 
specimens of the famous Menakher date. This is of 
superlative excellence, and was recognized as such by 
the old beys of Tunis, In the days when they ruled 
despotically. They had a habit of ordering the entire 
crop from & grower of Menakhers and always, in ac- 
cordance with oriental custom, forgetting to pay for It; 
until the growers, it is said, became so disgusted with 
this annual procedure that they cut down nearly all 
the trees, so the variety is well-nigh extinct. There are 
now two good specimens in the United States, offshoots 
of which are valued at $300 each. 

Following government explorers, private capital has 
taken up the importation of offshoots, principally Deglet 
Noors from the oases around Biskra, Algeria. Four or 
tive thousand palms have been brought in from there, 
aalf of them during the pest winter. When they reach 
California they are worth $6 or $8 apiece; in three or 
four years they will begin to bear fruit, and soon after- 
ward produce offshoots prolifically: so the future for this 
variety is bright, even if no more should be imported. 

Because of the expense connected with importation 
W. T. Swingle, date expert of the Department of Agri- 
culture, is now encou 


being given to each one as a bonus. The date palm, 
like other fruit trees, does not come absolutely true 
from seed: furthermore half the seedlings will be 
males, which are practically worthless, since only a few 
are kept to furnish pollen for fertilizing the blossoms of 
the female, or bearing, palm—an operation that is al- 
ways performed by hand. 

The males, then, will be removed as soon as they 
blossom and reveal their sex. Of the females, not more 
than a third will produce really good fruit. The others 
will be removed; the desirable palms, which were 
planted very close together as seeds, will be spfead out, 
and the gaps in the rows will be either filled in with 
more seeds, or with the offshoots of the good palms, as 
they begin to produce offshoots. Thus the grower will 
have in about ten years an entire grove in full bearing. 
with the outlay of almost no capital except what is tied 


be | up in the land, and what he has had to pay for running 


expenses while waiting for the plantr to come into bear- 
ing. These two items are heavy, however, and grow- 
ers who have capital seem to prefer to plant offshoots 
and know what they will get. 

One of the arguments in favor of the seedling method 
was that such plants were free from two dangerous 
scale insects that have been brought in with offshoots. 
Means of eradicating the scale now seem to have been 
discovered, and offshoots can be imported in the future 
without the necessity of a perpetual fight against scale, 
if the new remedies fulfill expectations. 

To show what can be done, the Department of Agri- 
culture itself planted some 400,000 seeds, and it will 
soon be possible to pick out from these palms the ones 
that are worth keeping. Seedlings do not bear quite so 
soon a8 Offshoots, but both kinds continue at it long

usually mentioned for profitable bearing. There are 
large groves in Spain which are still bearing and were 
planted by the Arabs more than 400 years ago. 


STATUS OF INDUSTRY. 


As te the actual status of the industry in California, 
there are perhaps 2000 trees which have begun or are 
about to begin to bear. For the first few years they 
produce a small crop; on the other hand, their owners 
will get the advantage of the early high prices. As an 
example consider Fred N. Johnson of Indio, one of the 
pioneers, who sold his early Deglet Noors last fall for 
$1 a pound and the later ones for 75 cents. The coming

The Colorado street bridge is a $200,000 improvement 
that is to be paid for jointly by the city of Pasadena 
and Los Angeles county. It will be one of the hand- 
somest, as well as one of the most useful improvements 
in Southern California. 

Aside from public improvements, there have been 
many private improvements. New hcuses have been 
building in all parts of the city throughout the year. 
Additions have been made to the number of handsome 
homes in Oak Knoll, a millionaire suburb, and fine 
structures have been put up in other parts of the city. 


A PROSPEROUS YEAR. 


Business conditions have never been better. The 
combined bank deposits at the time of the last report 
to the Comptroller of the Currency totaled approxti- 
mately $12,250,000, for ten banks. Several new banks 
have been established during the year and numerous 
new stores and business establishments have been 
opened. 

The hotels, the Maryland, the Green and the Ray- 
mond, have made more or less extensive improvements, 
and the winter has opened with prospects of one of 
the best tourist seasons on record. Pasadena has be 
come a city where many wealthy easterners are culti- 
vating the habit of coming each winter. The addition 
to the permanent population of the city has also been 
marked, and many of those who have come here to 
make their homes are persons who the year before 


licame from the East to spend a few weeks or months, 
land who were captivated with the climate and munici- 


pal conditions and returned to become permanent resi- 
dents. 


SOUTH PASADENA. 


The prosperity of outlying districts has paralleled 
that of Pasadena proper. An estimate from the direc- 
tory and school reports indicates that at the close of 
1912 South Pasadena can conservatively claim 6000 in- 
habitants. An average of two persons are arriving 
in the city to make their home each business day of the 
year. The past twelve months have been signalized by 
several important steps. Mission street has been 
paved with asphalt from Fair Oaks avenue to the west 
city limits. A petition for similar paving, signed by 
60 per cent. of the property Owners on Monterey Road, 
has been presented and work will commence shortly. 
At the same time nearly a majority of frontage has 
been obtained for the paving of Fair Oaks avenue. 
Meridian, Bank, Diamond and other streets have been 
graded and oiled. 


A bond issue of $70,000 has given additional strength 
to the school system. This money is to be used in 
erecting additional buildings on the High School 
grounds. This will bring the total cost of the equip- 
ment of the South Pasadena school system up to 
$330,000. 

The City Trustees have taken steps to install fire 
hydrants throughout the city and many already have 
been put ifn. 

Aside from public improvements, the flourishing con- 
dition of business in South Pasadena is well illustrated 
by the showings made by its two banks. The savings 
bank, which moved into new quarters October 1, 1911, 
with deposits of $95,000, now has deposits of $215,000, 
while the First National Bank also has shown a very 
satisfactory growth. Its deposits amount to $161,600, 
making the combined deposits $376,600. 

The growth indicates the disposition of residents to 
support home institutions, and that the banks can 
supply the needs of the people is further indicated by 
the fact that there are oyer 1500 depositors in the two 

ty. 

The retail stores of the city have greatly increased 
in numbers and “Buy in South Pasadena” has become 
a popular expression. 

In civic matters South Pasadena has taken a leading 
part, especially in the formation of the San Gabriel 
Valley Inter-City Commission and the Outfall Sewer 
Commission. The membership of the South Pasadena 
Chamber of Commerce has been making rapid gains. 
Much interest in that body has been brought about by 
the opening of a regular office for the supplying of 
information to visitors and residents and for the pur- 
pose of boosting the city generally. 


ALTADENA. 


In Altadena, which ts regarded by many to be the 
most beautiful spot in the Crown City district, build- 
ing has been the chief feature of the last vear. New 
houses bave sprung up everywhere. The population 
has been materially increased by new residents mov- 
ing into this foothill residential district, and many of 
the old residents have erected new homes. 

The grounds of the Altadena Country Club, which or- 
ganization has wha’ are considered by many to be the 
finest golf links on the Pacific Coast, have been im- 
proved in many ways, and the membership of the or- 
ganization has increased. 


L. 8. Porter, one of the pioneers of this part of the 
State, and the first man to settle where Altadena now 
is, is building a handsome residence on the Homewood 
Heights, which subdivision is also a step taken during 
the last twelve months. William Peterson, Mrs. BE. N. 
Neustadt and George M. Deeks are among others who. 
are building new homes. 


MT. WILSON. 


Mt. Wilson claims one of the most conspicuous im- 
provements of the last year, which is the widening and 
improving of the old toll road, which starte at the 
mouth of Eaton's Canyon, so as to admit of the ascent 
of the mountain by automobiles. Hitherto this moun- 
tain, which is one of the chief attractions in Southern 
California, as well as the site of the famous Carnegie 
Solar Observatory, has been possible of ascent only on 


horseback or afoot. Now the Mt. Wilson automobile 
makes trips daily and other automobilists have made 
successful trips to the summit. 

Improvements have also been made at the hotel on 
the summit, chief of which is a new pavilion. 

At the observatory a new metal roof has been put 
on the high telescope tower and another tower of 
similar design, but not so high, has been erected on 
the summit by the Carnegie Observatory for use by 
the Smithsonian Institution. 

The chief improvement of the year of the Carnegie 
Observatory is in Pasadena, where, on Santa Barbar« 
street, near Lake avenue, a handsome and durable tww- 
story and basement office building has been put up. [It 
is constructed of brick, steel and concrete and wil! 
also be used as a place for the filing of the photographie 
plates that record the observations made on Mt. Wil- 
son. There are offices there for the astronomers and 
the clerks and stenographers, as well as laboratories 
in which such work as can be done in Pasadena may be 
carried on. 

This building adjoins the shops of the observatory. 
where a large mirror, 100 inches in diameter, which, if 
when the tests are made is found to be satisfactory, 
will make possible the largest telescope in the world 
and open new realms of study to the astronomical 
world, is now being ground. The grinding has been 
a progress for over a year and the final tests will soon 


MT. LOWE. 


Alpine Tavern on Mt. Lowe recently was remodeled 
at a cost of about $1500 and other improvements have 
been made on the summit and near the summit of the 
mountain in the arrangement of the trails. The chief 
of these was the construction last summer of a new 
trail between Mt. Wilson and Mt. Lowe, which immedi- 
ately became a very popular walk for the many “hikers” 
from Los Angeles, Pasadena and other places who fre- 
quent the mountain resorts.

LA CANADA. 


With the completion of the magnificent Foothill 
boulevard from Glendale to Pasadena. the La Canada 
Valley, one of the most picturesque spots in Southern 
California, is coming into its own as a location for fine 
country homes. 

Recently there has been established there on a com- 
manding site. overlooking both Pasadena and Los An- 
geles, an exclusive girls’ school. Dr. Rudolph Schiff- 
mann of Pasadena is laying out magnificent grounds at 
the foot of the Sierra Madre Mountains on the north- 
ern edge of the valley. He expects eventually to have 
these grounds surpass in beauty even the famous 
Busch Sunken Gardens in Pasadena. 

The La Canada Valley its located five miles northeast 
of Pasadena and three miles north of Glendale. The 
average elevation there is 1500 feet. Residents of the 
valley have raised a bonus to secure an extension of 
the Pacific Electric Railway Company's system into the 
valley and hope to see the consummation of their plans 
in the near future. 

The Southern California Edison Company recently 
extended its lines Into the valley and electric lights are 
now enjoyed there by old residents, while the introduc- 
tion of @lectricity has given an impetus to new building. 

An additional water supply also has been secured 
by drilling a deep well. 

Other points near Pasadena where prosperity has 
been marked during the past year are Lamanda Park 
and La Crescenta. In both districts the building was 
remarkable and street improvements also were made 
on @ large scale, while the populations have increased 
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GLENDALE. 


HE prosperity bees swarmed at Glendale this year 

and as a result this budding little foothill city ex- 
perienced progress in every line. Probably the most 
pronounced improvement was in the building line. 
During the year $142,000 worth of business blocks were 
erected, and $375,000 worth of homes were constructed 
during the same period. homes went up at a 
rate of fifteen every month and cost on an average 
about $2500 each, being, generally, of the Swiss 
chalet type. 

A number of large tracts were subdivided. Several 
tracts from ten to thirty acres in the northern section 
of the city were bought for subdivision at about $2000 
per acre. Part of the large Ross and Thom ranches 
were cut up and placed on the market. Residential 
property is about 25 per cent. higher than it was a 
year ago, while during the same period business sites 
have advanced at least 50 per cent. A fifty by 100 foot 
lot at the corner of Brand boulevard and Broadway sold 
recently for $10,000. 

Improvements amounting to about $85,000 were mede 
during 1912 to the local municipal lighting plant, tn- 
cluding the installation of an ornamental lighting sys- 
tem for $15,000; extending the system into West Glen- 
dale, $15,000; purchasing of systems already estab- 
lished, $13,000. This year 700 new meters were in- 
stalled, making 1750 customers after three years of 
life for the plant. This plant is now worth $250,000. 

Business over the Pacific Electric to this city was al- 
most twice as large this year as it was last, and dur- 
ing the year the city’s population increased from 3500 
to 6000. Grammar schools have just been completed 
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churches have been built costing $5000 to $25,000. A 

2 per cent. reduction has been made in the fares over 

the Pacific Electric to Los Angeles. Fifteen new busi- 

ness establishments were started during the year. The 

Glendale residents are satisfied and everyone is happy. 


BURBANK. 

The booming town of Burbank is, at the nearest 
poiut, but two miles from the city limits of Los Anb- 
neles, the city boundary line running through Griffith 


~ Park, which is just south of the town. A year ago 


turbank was incorporated as a city of the sixth class; 
it has an assessed property valuation of $650,000 and is 
in the center of a rich ranching district. Over $100,000 
worth of graded and oiled streets, sidewalks and curb- 
ing are being constructed and within the next three 
months gas mains will be laid. The Burbank Light 
and Power Company is setting its poles through the 
town and laying an underground conduit system to 
carry electrical current. It is planned to erect eighty 
concrete electroliers along the two main streets. A 
movement for the enlargement of the city water sys- 
tem is on foot, with the probable result of municipal 
ownership. There is a live Chamber of Commerce with 
135 members; a national bank with resources of $259,- 
#00: a $40,000 High School building; seven churches; 
no saloons, and a $6500 theater about to be built. One 
of the principal crops in the Burbank district is alfalfa, 
which produces in some instances ten tons to the acre. 
A number of alfalfa growers have organized a com- 
pany, capitalized at $20,000, for the purpose of building 
an alfalfa mill. 


TROPICO. 


Tropico, “The Banner City,” has gone scrambling 
merrily ahead during 1912. The past twelve months 
have seen the city grow from 1500 to 2600 in population, 
while during the same period eighty homes have been 
erected at a total cost of about $200,000. At the time 
of incorporation the assessed valuation of the city

INGLEWOOD. 


ONSIDERABLE money and effort have been devoted 
by Inglewood citizens in the past year to beautifying 
that already most attractive little citv and with excel- 
lent results. The latter part of the year the City 
Council appropriated $1000 to be spent in tree planting 
in the public parks and more than $1000 to be used in

the past year, the most important of which was the 
improvement of Grevillea avenue with two driveways 
and a 120-foot parkway in the center, extending for a 
distance of five blocks. By the paving of Los Angeles 
street the connection between the two portions of the 
boulevard between Los Angeles and Redondo was com- 
pleted. The population is now 3000, an increase of 1000 
in the past year. Of the many beautiful homes built, 
that of C. H. Eager, in the Spavish style of architecture, 
surrounded by spacious grounds, is the most preten- 
tious. It is valued at $15,000. Work has been com- 
menced on the Church of tie Holy Faith, a beautiful 
Gothic structure to cost $20,000, given by Daniel Free- 
man as a memoriai for his wife. 

To insure greater fire protection a bond issue of 
$10,000 was voted in the spring, of which $4875 has 
been expended for a motor-driven chemical hose cart 
and the remainder will be used to build an engine 
house and install fifty fire plugs. The poultry colony, 
which includes about ninety families engaged in the 
poultry business, furnishes the Los Angeles markets 
with a large part of their supply of chickens and eggs. 
The Inglewood Brick Company and the California 
Enamel Brick and Tile Company, both under the same 
management, have their plants here. The brick com- 
pany puts out 2,000,000 bricks a day and now emplovs 
sixty-five men. The tile company, which is putting in 
an immense plant, employs 150 men and represents an 
outlay of $350,000. When completed the plant will 
have a pay roll of $2000 a week. 


MONETA. 


The agricultural and business interests of Moneta 
and the country in the vicinity advanced greatly during 
the year 1912. This beautiful locality, noted for its 
fine soil, its gardens, and its pretty homes, has become 
something more than a suburb of Los Angeles. It is 
now known as an important center for the growing and 
shipment of strawberries. Its dairying interests have 
grown during the past year. More than thirty fine 
homes have been built here within the last six months, 
and one store has been constructed. A large warehouse 
is to be built and a garage is to go up on the beulevard. 
The growth of the country between Los.Angeles and 
the harbor has affected, Moneta, and there is talk of a 
condensed milk cannery and a shoe factory for this 
place. Street improvements have been many during 
the past year. . 


PALMS. 


The population of this enterprising community has 
increased from 400 to almost 700 within the last year, 
and building of fine homes goes on apace. The excel 
lent situation of Palms between Los Angeles and the 
sea, where cool breezes blow and the soil is of the 
finest, is the magnet which has drawn home builders 
from far and near. The Citizens’ State Bank has been 
established in a new building on Fourth street, and a 
two-story business block is projected for the same 
street. Scores of new homes of high class have been 
built during the year 1912. The right of way having 
been secured for the new Short Line boulevard through 
Palms along the southern edge of Boyer’s grove, the 
direct route from Los Angeles to Venice will be 
through Palms. The highway has been completed to 
Boyer’s Grove. This city continues to be the shipping 
point for the bean ranchers for five miles about, and, 
in 1912, over 15,000 sacks of beans and 2000 sacks of 
barley were shipped from Palms. This place is look- 


GARDENA. 


Situated in a richly fertile valley, but fourteen miles 
from Los Angeles and favored by frequent car service 
on the Redondo and the new Torrance lines of the 
Pacific Electric Company, Gardena has become one of 
the most thriving little cities of Los Angeles county. 
During the year buildings costing $26,000 have been 
added to the Gardena Agricultural Hich School. a 
handsome clubhouse costing $1700 has been built by 
the Wednesday Progressive Club, a Catholic church was 
erected and work commenced on the Spanish American 
Industrial School. A tract of ten acres in Gardena was 
purchased in October by the Southern California Metho- 
dist Episcopal conference for this school and of the 
$25,000 subscribed, Gardena gave $1200. The dairying, 
berry growing and poultry industries, for which condi- 
tions are extremely favorable in this valley, have in- 
creased materially. Shipments of milk averaged 15,000 
pounds a day the last year as against 10,000 pounds a 
day two years ago. The Gardena Hatchery, the largest 
in Southern California, has been increased to a capacity 
of 100,000 eggs at one time and strawberry shipments 
increased 25 per cent. Over 16,000,000 baskets of ber- 
ries were shipped from Gardena last year. The popu- 
lation has nearly doubled in the last year and is now 
2000. Fifty substantial dwellings have been built dur 
ing 1912 which average in cost $1700. 


CLEARWATER. 


Few towne in the county hold ont better promises for 
the small farmer than does Clearwater. Here beets, 
alfalfa, poultry and dairying yield handsome profits to 
those who apply a smal! amount of energy to the cultt- 
vation of the soil. Excellent opportunities are afforded 
in this section for the man of small means who wishes 
to get a start, and returns may be counted upon almost 
immediately. The fact that irrigation is made easy by 
reason of a great water supply is one of the great 
features of Clearwater country. Transportation facill- 
ties, as well as educational and social advantages are 
not to be overlooked. Prices for real estate In this 
section are low at this time compared with what they 
are sure to be in the near future. 


COMPTON. 

Nowhere in Southern California are a better quality 
of beets grown than in and near Compton. and no- 
where does the sofl produce so many tons to the acre. 
But it is not alone in beets that Compton excels. for tn 
alfalfa and dairying there is an extensive industry that 
yields handsome profits. The growing bank accounts 
of the farmers about Compton is ample evidence that

located both on the Pacific Electric and Southern Pa- 
cific lines, Compton has eaceptional transportation 
facilities, and being close to the sea, the best seaside 
resorts lie at her very doors. In churches and schools 
Compton is especially biest, having one of the finest 
High Schools in the county. Real estate has advanced 
at a remarkable rate, and even at that sales of estab- 

ranches are not common. Resl- 
dence property is moving nicely, in keeping with the 
upward trend of prices. 


FLORENCE. 


Florence is happily situated as a desirable place for 
those who wish to build modern homes in close prox- 
imity to Los Angeles, and in an atmosphere of the 
“common people.” Located between the Southern Pa- 
cific and the Pacific Electric four-track line to Long 
Reach, and with practically a 5-cent car fare, Florence 
is destined to grow at a remarkable pace within the 
next few months. While it is not yet incorporated as 
a city, ‘residents in that sect'on are looking to the 
time when that territory shall become annexed to Los 
Angeles, in order that all the advantages of city gov- 
ernment may be enjoyed by them. The class of homes 
that are being built in Florence is a feature that has 
attracted attention, and will result in attracting many 
more to that locality. 


WATTS. 


Watts is the terminus of the Pacific Electric four 
track system running to the beaches, and is also the 
junction for lines running to a number of points. Watts 
zot a wrong start, when property was first sold there 
for “$1 down and $1 a week.” People who went there 
on that basis now have their homes paid for, and im 
nearly every case are replacing the shacks they first 
built with new and up-to-date modern homes. Also & 
new class of people with ample means are going there 
and building homes that would be a credit to any com 
munity.

Work has been com- 
menced on the Church of te Holy Faith, a beautiful 
Gothic structure to cost $20,000, given by Daniel Free- 
man as a memoriai for his wife. 

To insure greater fire protection a bond issue of 
$10,000 was voted in the spring, of which $4875 has 
been expended for a motor-driven chemical hose cart 
and the remainder will be used to build an engine 
house and install fifty fire plugs. The poultry colony, 
which includes about ninety families engaged in the 
poultry business, furnishes the Los Angeles markets 
with a large part of their supply of chickens and eggs. 
The Inglewood Brick Company and the California 
Enamel Brick and Tile Company, both under the same 
management, have their plants here. The brick com- 
pany puts out 2,000,000 bricks a day and now employs 
sixty-five men. The tile company, which is putting in 
an immense plant, employs 150 men and represents an 
outlay of $350,000. When completed the plant will 
have a pay roll of $2000 a week. 

MONETA. 

The agricultural and business interests of Moneta 
and the country in the vicinity advanced greatly during 
the year 1912. This beautiful locality, noted for its 
fine soil, its gardens, and its pretty homes, has become 
something more than a suburb of Los Angeles. It is 
now known as an important center for the growing and 
shipment of strawberries. Its dairying interests have 
grown during the past year. More than thirty fine 
homes have been built here within the last six months, 
and one store has been constructed. A large warehouse 
is to be built and a garage is to go up on the beulevard. 
The growth of the country between Los.Angeles and 
the harbor has affected, Moneta, and there is talk of a 
condensed milk cannery and a shoe factory for this 
place. Street improvements have been many during 
the past year. 


PALMS. 


The population of this enterprising community has 
increased from 400 to almost 700 within the last year, 
and building of fine homes goes on apace. The excel 
lent situation of Palms between Los Angeles and the 
sea, where cool breezes blow and the soil is of the 
finest, is the magnet which has drawn home builders 
from far and near. The Citizens’ State Bank has been 
established in a new building on Fourth street, and a 
two-story business block is projected for the same 
street.

The extension of the Pacific 
Electric Railroad from Covina to Pomona, a distance of 
twelve miles, has come about during the year, and the 
community of the Upper San Gabriel Valley is richer by 
a “get-together” feeling among the towns of this end 
of the county. 


Forty-five minutes from Los Angeles and sixteen 
miles distant is the foothill town of Sierra Madre, 
which has a population of 1600. Its altitude is 1200 
feet and the townsite consists of a tract of 1100 acres 
which is subdivided into lots and acreage plots. There 
are all modern improvements, weil-paved streets, public 
schools, library, churches, bank, stores and handsome 
residences. The average rainfall for the past twenty- 
three years has been in excess of twenty-five inches. 


SAN DIMAS. 

The growth of San Dimas has been phenomenal dur 
ing the past two years and it is still growing. Here are 
located three large packing-houses, one the largest in 
the world, which, together with the Teague Nurseries, 
have an annual pay roll of over $225,000 and the pay roll 
of Brubaker Brothers Cement Works further augments 
this amount. The citrus groves now coming into 'bear- 
ing more than equal those now in full bearing. The 
tendency is more and more to divide the groves into 
smaller tracts and build thereon comfortable and even 
luxurious homes. The bank has been compelled to 
double its capital stock to take care of the growing 
business and enlarge its building to more than three 
times its original size. Of all the lemons grewn in the 
United States, San Dimas raises one-tenth. Groves are 
rapidly increasing in value and the contour of the coun- 
try is such that each grove has its own ideal building 
site. On the south are beautiful, sloping hills from 
which Pasadena can be seen, and to the north stretches 
the Sierra Madre range and its foothills, with several 
high peaks standing sentinel—snow-capped most of the 
year and Baldy always wearing its cap of white. Then 
there are the magnificent San Dimas and Live Oak 
Canyons, the former with its five beautiful falls, along 
the banks of which a number of summer bungalows 
have been bullt; and Puddingstone Canyon and falls 
in the very miast. Several blocks have been erected in 
the business center and probably 200 houses put up dur- 
ing the last two years. A magnificent structure has been 
built by the Christian Church at a cost of $30,000. The 
main roads are macadamized and a large majority of 
the streets have been graded, curbed and paved. Every 
effort is being made to build well what is bound to be a 
city of 5000 population within the next two or three 
years. 


MONROVIA. 


Twenty-odd years ago, W. N. Monroe and a handful 
of friends were staking out a town below the mouth 
of Sawpit Canyon. Today the original half-dozen in- 
habitants have increased to as many thousand, while 
the widening city limits spread to Arcadia on the west 
and Duarte on the east. The passing of two decades 
has witnessed the arrival of the railroads, of the elec- 
tric lines, the recent completion of as perfect a public 
school system as the State boasts, the springing up of 
stately churches and beautiful homes. Just now, the 
city is interesting itself in the attention and care of its 
biggest scenic attraction, Monrovia Canyon and its 
branches. Other cities may have as beautiful streets 
and homes and as excellent schools as those of Mon- 
rovia, but no other city has within its municipal limits, 
in its own back yard, as it were, similar possibilities 
for a perfect natural park. The winding trails of 
Spanish Canyon, the dim leafy beauty of Sawpit, 
crowned with the silver spray of the falls. are becom- 
ing famous. A well-graded automobile road now leads 
into the heart of the canyons, and since its completion, 
six months ago, more than 25,000 nature lovers have 
shown their appreciation of it by their visits. Stone 
fireplaces, tables and benches, piped water and comfort 
stations provide luxuries in the matter of picnicking, 
and the city is now planning for further improvements. 


GLENDORA. 


Though the growth in population end wealth of Glen- 
dora has been remarkable since the advent of the Pa- 
cifie Electric trolley line six years ago, it is felt by 
those best informed that Glendora ig just fairly enter- 
ing upon an era of improvement and development that 
will scarcely find a precedent in municipal progress.

story lemon packing-house with basement under the 
entire building, the dimensions of the structure being 
103 by 145 feet. This was opened for packing Novem- 
ber 1, fully equipped, and the Glendora Citrus Associs- 
tion has replaced its old packing-house with a new one 
140 by 175 feet, built on modern lines to meet the re- 
quirements of a constantly increasing yield of oranges. 

A well, flowing fifty miner’s inches of water! was 
brought in near the heart of the city in August, since 
which time five other wells have been put down with 
prospects equally promising and 350 acres have been 
set to citrus fruit trees, 110 of which are lemens. The 
postoffice receipts show a gain of 33 per cent. over 
last year. The volume of freight business increased 
from $427,942, for the year ending July, 1911, to $473,- 
232 for the year ending July, 1912. The bank deposits 
were increased from $300,115 in 1911 to $429,409 dur- 
ing the year 1912. 

The school population has grown from 281 in 1911 to 
348 in 912. Glendora was incorporated October 31, 1911. 
and has an assessed valuation of $783,765. 


DUARTE. 


Nestling under the mountains, just east of Mon- 
rovia, lies the most expensive orange land in the United 
States. It is the famous Upper Duarte district, some- 
times spoken of as the “Millionaire's Paradise.” A 
Duarte orchardist recently refused an offer of $175,900 
for his forty-five acres of oranges. Groves of navels and 
Valencias, separated by long avenues of stately palms, 
with beautiful vistas terminating in dignified country 
places, furnish the scenery. Absolute freedom fron 
frost, unexcelled water systems, phenomenally fer- 
tile soil, and picturesque location, explain the prices 
Duarte is the home of the celebrated “Iris” brand or- 


ange. 


ARCADIA. 


Arcadia, the first and last home of one of California's 
most picturesque characters, “Lucky” Balwin, is stir-

EL MONTE—PUENTE. 


The demand for sugar beets, coming from the Ala- 
mitos and Chino sugar factories, has caused El 
Monte to become one of the beet-shipping centers this 
year. More than a thousand acres in the vicinity have 
yielded fine crops. A beet-loading station was built at 
the Pacific Electric tracks near the depot, and 476 cars 
of beets were shipped. The walnut crop is a shade 
smaller than last year, in the estimation of the shippers, 
but the prices received are good. The softshells bring 
14 cents and the budded walnuts, which are the pride of 
this region, 16% cents, as the flesh of the nut is whiter 
and more firm, and more uniform in size. 

The Puente Valley Walnut Association has reached a 
point this year where it is deemed advisable to erect a 
packing-hovse, the crop running close to twenty-five 
carloads, from about 2000 acres. The trees are all just 
coming into bearing, none being over eight years old. 
The association was formed during the last summer, 
with the following officers: 8S. L. Watts, president; W. 
S. Sawyer, vice-president; C. J. Hurst, secretary; B. F 
Maxson, Samuel Robinson. The bilack-eye, or Mexican 
bean, has again been a favorite crop, about 900 acres 
being planted between the walnut trees. Puente is the 
shipping point for a great area of grain, and although 
the warehouses show the results of a splendid crop of 
barley, wheat and oats, the amount is each year dimin- 
ishing, owing to the fact that the E. J. “Lucky” Bald- 

pidly being subdivided and the land 
irrigated. Dry farming is fast becoming a thing of the 
past. The three large realty concerns operating in this 
vicinity have subdivided about 4000 acres. The develop- 
ment of water by pump machimery has been a remark- 
able feature of the past year. A branch of the county

The grammar 
school, the St. Edgar hotel, a $20,000 building of thirty 
rooms, the Neptune apartments, costing $22,000, the 
Fancher, Culler and Ridgely business blocks and the 
First Baptist Church are among the notable buildings 
put up during the year. The Warman Steel Casting 
Company, whose plant has been operated a year, is in- 
creasing the capacity and has added a large storage 
building. The company has a pcey roll of $2000 a 
month and the output of the plant is 25,000 pounds of 
finished product a day. 

The Redondo Planing Mill Company's plant has been 
increased one-third in capacity and has a dry kiln hold- 
ing 150,000 feet of lumber at one time. Twenty men 
are employed here. From seventy-five to 100 men are 
employed at the local lumber yards of the C. Ganah! 
Lumber Company and the Montgomery & Mullin Com- 
pany. The farming country adjacent to Redondo Beach 
is very rich and the bean crop is becoming a substantial 
one, gradually supplanting the grain crops owing to the 
greater returns to the rancher. To care for the bean 
crop the Redondo Milling Company has installed a $1200 
bean cleaning outfit. The bean crop this year was 
about 12,000 sacks while the grain crop brought $75,000. 
The Pacific Electric car shops employ about seventy- 
five men while at the Pacific Light and Power Com- 
pany’s plant 100 men are employed. During the year the 
circulation of the public library increased 4487, mak- 
ing a cireulation of 16,030. There are 3050 volumes. 


HERMOSA. 


The completion of a $40,000 grammar school, the 
voting of a $60,000 bond issue for a concrete pleasure 
pier, work on which is begun, and a building record of 
over 200 buildings, aggregating in cost over $200,000, 
are some of the achievements in the past year, of 
which Hermosa boasts. There are seventeen miles of 
concrete paved streets which were completed during 
the past two years at an expenditure of $500,000. 
Many fine brsiness blocks and pretty homes have been 
built, including a $10,000 block of ten storerooms built 
by J. E. Nalker and the F. L. Ryder business block cost- 
ing $8000. The Berth hotel is being enlarged to twice 
its orictinal size and a small theater is being built on 
Eleventh street by J. E. Walker. The Hermosa Na- 
tional Bank “with a capita! stock of $25,000 has been es- 
tablished recently, the stockholders of which are largely 
local people. Business property has increased in value 
about 100 per cent. and residence property 50 per cent. 
A jot in the business portion of the town recently sold 
for $10,000, which brought but $5600 six months ago. 

Hermosa has two flourishing industries—the Furlow 
Pressed Prick factory, which employs fourteen men and 
has an output of 20,000 bricks a day, and the Hermosa 
and Redondo Home Laundry, established a year ago. 
has a $10,000 plant and employs seventeen people. 


SHAKESPEARE—MANHATTAN. 


Extensive street work in Shakespeare, a charming 
subdivision of Hermosa, during the past year has made 
that beach more attractive than ever for home sites 
and property values have increased more than 50 per 
cent. More real estate has been sold during the year 
than ever before in the history of Shakespeare and 
many pretty beach cottages have gone up. The work of 
paving with concrete has been commenced on most of 
the streets and will be completed early this year. Ad- 
joining Shakespeare on the east is fifteen acres of land 
purchased by the Reorganized Church of Latter Day 
Saints for a convention park and model community 
summer resort and more than $6000 has been spent re- 
cently in improving the streets and planting trees fn 
hie rettlement. 


Manhattan, the pretty little beach town adjoining 
Hermosa on the north, has now attained the dignity of 
a bona fide city of the sixth class, through its incor- 
poration last November. Manhattan has under way 
extensive plans for street improvements which it was 
impossib'e to carry out before incorporation. The im- 
provement of Manhattan avenue and Speedway are in- 
cluded in these plans as well as the building of a 
pleasure pier. The population is now over 800, an in- 
crease of 40 per cent. and during the year twenty-three 
new homes have been added to the many pretty resi- 
dences of Manhattan, which range in cost from $1500 
to $3000.

Fourteen fine apartment- 
houses of two, three and four stories have been erected, 
eleven office and store buildings and four large amuse 
ent enterprises, while the number of residences built 
totals 583—an average of almost fifty a month. Benk 
deposits in the three institutions of Santa Monica total 
$1,506,384, an increase of $345,000 over last year. The 
postoffice receipts, always a criterion of general growth, 
tell the tale of prosperity for the year, amounting to 
$17,908 while last year they were $13,878, and during 
1910, were $12,749. Among the largest buildings 
erected during the year were the magnificent $225,000 
Polytechnic High School, said to be the finest in South- 
ern California, the $60,000 Elks’ home, the palatial Sun- 
set Inn. the three-story $35,000 Junipher business uild- 
ing, and the Parker hotel. 

Probably the greatest achievement of Santa Monicans 
during the past year has been the completion or com- 
mencement of nineteen miles of asphalt, bitulithic and 
oil macadam paving and grading, with curbs for all this 
mileage, and sidewalks, street lights and palm trees 
for some of the work. Fifteen principal thoroughfares 
have been paved or are being paved and graded, in- 
cluding Oregon avenue and Fremont avenue through 
their entire lengths. at a cost of $599,950.85. On Octo 
ber 15. 58,000 lineal feet of this grading and paving 
was let to contractors, the contracts totaling $337,000. 
No city in Southern California approaching the size of 
this can show such a magnificent evidence of the en- 
terprise of its residents in this respect. Next in im- 
portance to the street work, perhaps, was the opening 
of eight vast tracts to the northeast and east of the city, 
a total of over six square miles, to the home builders of 
the whole country. All of these are high-class, re 
stricted residence places, Santa Monica Canyon, a tract 
of 533 lots valued at $600,000, in the picturesque ravine 
to the north of the city; the New Palisades, valued at 
$500,000, east and north of the original Palisades; 
Brentwood Bark. Brentwood Place and Brentwood Ter- 
race. three faultless subdivisions to the northeast; the 
J. J. Davis subdivision; the handsome Stade!iman tract, 
and the new Christobal Machado tract of 165 acres on 
Fremont avenue and Cambridge street. But the great- 
est evidence of growth in thie direction probably was 
the grading, curbing, sidewalking and, in places, the 
paving, of forty blocks bounded by Seventh, Seven- 
teenth, Nevada and Montana avenues, by the property

A new boulevard will be completed to Santa Monica 
within the next three months. The Supervisors have 
promised that, now that the paving of Fremont avenue 
is well under way, they will complete a fine roadway, 
on the right of way which extends from the eastern 
limits of this street to Pico street, Los Angeles. This 
is to be called Pico boulevard, and will be the shortest 
and best route to the center of Santa Monica. Over

—one of the foremost in the country on account of its 
location in the greatest orange-growing belt in the 
world. Redlands has grown from a mere hamiet in 
1904 to a metropolitan city of 12,000 inhabitants at the 
present time. Twelve years ago the assessed valuation 
was $3,666,397 (these figures based upon one-third the 
actual valuation.) The present year, 1912, the assessed 
valuation is $9,201,400, an increased gain of , 3,545,000. 

The banking houses of Redlands are among the solid 
financial institutions of the West and their steady 
growth and splendid showing are also an indisputable 
evidence of the generally prosperous condition of the 
community, which prosperity comes through commercia! 
resources. Bank deposits have increased from $1,765,825 
in 1907, to $2,635,860 in 1912—and the savings bank 
figures show something like $100,000 per year placed in 
saving accounts each year for five years. 

The postofiice receipts for 1900 totaled $15,750 and for 
1911 had increased to $41,626, which placed Redlands in 
the list of first-class cities. 

The soil and climate of Redlands are particularly 


. The season's shipments totaled 
5050 cars of 384 boxes each. The returns from these 
sales, as reported by leading shippers, were something 
over $3,000,000 at Redlands prices. The greater part of 
this fruit was of the Washington navel variety, which 
reaches the highest stage of perfection in this district. 
Because of this, orange land is steadily increasing in 
value, a basis price of $2000 per acre having been 
reached for orange groves in full bearing with the finer 
groves running as high as $3500 per acre. 

Redlands has 200 miles of streets, thirty-five miles 
paved with macadam and petrolithic and twenty blocks 
with asphalt: thirty miles of cement walks: 122 miles 
of curbs and gutters. It has ten schoo! buildings em- 
ploying seventy-four teachers and enrolling over 2000 
puplis; a High School and Polytechnic building in addi- 
tion and the University of Redlands with an enrollment 
of 165 students and sixteen professors. 

There are twenty-five churches, 7 Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., 
and a business college of high rank, all of which com- 
bine to uplift in a spiritual and educational way and 
make Redlands an ideal city of California and the West. 
> > 


HIGHLAND. 


To the north of the county seat the Highlands nestle 
on the southern slopes of the San Bernardino Mountains, 
wooing prosperity with some of the most productive 
citrus groves in the world. Noted for its frostiess situa- 
tion the Highland district has seen a remarkable leap in 
realty values during the year. The fruit season just 
closed saw the shipping of 2300 cars of oranges which 
brought handsome returns. The famous Arrowhead Hot 
Springs, with their strange boiling waters, highly cura- 
tive, lie within close reach of the town of Highland. 
Rapidly the raw land is disappearing under cuitiva- 
tion. Packing-houses have been running full force 
during the shipping season to rush the crop to market. 


COLTON. 


Colton is on the eve of extensive municipal improve 
ments. Bonds of $60,000 have recently been voted for 
building a system of rock macadam roads through the 
town; a splendid sewer system has been completed; the 
water department has been active in developing water 
on the municipal water lands, and it is estimated that 
the building improvements have exoeeded by a third 
any record of past years. Many mew homes and a 
splendid theater building are now in course of construc- 
tion. Colton’s assets are the Pacific Fruit Express re- 
pair shops, the Southern Pacific's $1,000,000 precooling 
plant, the California Portland cement plant, the Globe 
Mifis and other industries giving employment to a 
large force of men. Besides these, rich citrus groves 

have proved a permanent source of income.

RIALTO—BLOOMINGTON. 


Over 3000 acres set to citrus trees in the Rialto- 
Bloomington section tends to indicate the immense ac- 
tivity which 1912 has witnessed in the development of 
agricultural resources. Large tracts have been sub- 
divided into small ranches, and there is a healthy de 
mand for these. It is estimated that the population of 
the district has almost doubled within the year. Water 
development has been immensely successful. The 
Fontana Land and Water Company has been the largest 
factor in setting -out fruit’ trees for clients. Abou 
Bloomington a record-breaking potato crop has proved 
the capability of the fertile soil. Acreage to olives and 
grapes has also largely increased. Returns from citrus 
and deciduous crops have been splendid. Huilding ac- 
tivity at Rialto has foll@wed the ineorporation of the 
town, which is now governed by a regular board of city | 
trustees. 


ONTARIO. 


Ontario citrus fruit growers this year received nearly 
$3,000,000. The packing-hovees and deciiuous fruit 
canneries, two of the latter being the larcest in the 
State, during the year gave employment to some 2000 
men and women. On.ario factories give employmen!' 
the year around to upwards of 1000 hands. 

The past year has seen the completion of a $300,000 
Hieh School and the rection of two new grammar 


schools at a cost of $65,000. Two fine new churches, 
built at a cost of $100,000, have just been completed and |

UPLAND. 


With citrus fruit shipments totaling almost $2,000,000; 
with building permits for the year well over the $100,000 
mark; with a materia] increase (some 30 per cent.) in 
postoffice business, and with a splendid gain in both 
population and in attendance at her public schools, Up- 
land has finished one of the best years in her history. 
The building of homes can scarcely keep up with 
the influx of residents. Street improvements are keeping 
pace, also, with other advancement. About three 
quarters of a mile of asphalt, on the principal business 
street, and one and one-quarter ‘iles of macadam on 
the Foothill boulevard, are among the improvements 
made during the year. A new street lighting system 
for the business district is also installed. New citrus 
acreage added during the year will soon swell the al- 
ready splendid revenue from that source. Upland's 
population is now close to 4000. 


CHINO. 


Growth in population, increase in business prosperity 
and in the area of cultivated ranch lands is the record 
of this little valley town—seat of the big plant of the 
American Beet Sugar Company—for the year 1912. New 
settlers bave located on numerous small ranches and 
are engaged in beet, alfalfa and fruit-crowing. 

Many houses have been erected: an $11,000 manrnal 
arts department of the High Schoo! has been built: and 
increasing financial requirements in the community 
has resulted in farming from the old Chino State bank. 
the First National and the Chino Savings banks. 

The American Beet-sugar factory has enjoyed one of 
the most successful seasons in its history. Numerous 
improvements have been added to the plant, including 
complete equipment for drying beet pulp. Southeast of 
Chino, in the locality of the lands about the large Mc- 
Allister ranch, arrangements have been made jor the 
construction, from a bond issue, of a long canal by 
which hundreds of acres of land, heretofore untiilable, 
may be drained and thus made suitable for the crowing 
of crops and alfalfa. Railroad and postoffice receipts 
have grown and the assessed property valuation is about 
$1,400,000. The population is estimated at 2300 


> 
ETIWANDA: 


For superior table grapes and raisins Etiwanda has 
scored high within the year. Vineyardists have reaped 
splendid returns from fheir vines. The olive crop has 
also brought a good figure. Etiwanda now has an olive 
mill which has been doing a large business, even bring- 
ing in olives from distant points for oi] purposes. The 
citrus crop bas returned a good profit and many new 
families have moved to Etiwanda, land in this section 
being in demand. e land owners have joined heartily 
in bringing the Pacific Electric to Etiwanda, many at- 
tractive homes have been built during the year, and 
large tracts newly set out to trees and vines. 


HESPERIA—ORO GRANDE—VICTORVILLE. 


This rich section is rapidly forging to the front as an 
apple and pear country; im fact experiments conducted 
by large syndicates during the year have shown that 
general farming and dairying will reach a high state of 
success in the Mojave River Valley. The Golden State 
Cement Company maintains a large plant here. offering 
work to a force of skilled and unskilled workmen, de. 
velopment of the mining resources having progressed 
steadily. It is estimated that 2000 acres have been se' 
out during the year to apples, peaches and pears. Lare+ 
tracts have been sown to alfalfa, and ground is pre. 
pared for the setting out of 1000 olive trees. The Apple. 
‘on Land and Water Company has expended large!, 
within the year to develop water, and an extensive irr!

BARSTOW—DAGGETT—OTIS.

ITH a 20 per cent. increase In population, hufld- 
ing operations that have added millions of dol- 
lars to the assessed valuation of city property, 

a record of commercial and industrial growth wunpar- 
alleled in its history, an unfluctuating asset thot has 
made it famous the world over—an "nexcelled climate 
—San Diego city closes the year with a better record 
and prospects than ever before. It is noi neces- 
sary to see San Diego to appreciate the extent of its 
materia! progress, for the story is told in figures of 
public records. While its climatic advantages are not 
thus capable of effective demonstration to the reader 
who has not experienced them, even these are apparent 
in the slight variation of its thermal record, and, indi- 
rectly, by its rapid increase in population—an evidence 
of appreciation of its other charms as well—and its 
enviable reputation as a summer and winter resort. 

ENORMOUS GAINS. 

A comparison of statistics obtained from various of- 
fices of the city, county and Federal governments 
shows enorm gains this year over the corresponding 
period of 1911. The percentage of increase indicates 
that prosperity and expansion have been shared by all 
industries and all lines of enterprise. In the aggregate 
these figures give 1912 ramk as the banner year in the 
history of progress for San Diego city and county. 
Building permits, recorded real estate transactions, 
postoffice receipts, school enrollment, registration 
figures, railroad traffic, bank clearings and ocean com- 
merce are included in the comparisons which reflect 
the general condition of prosperity. More than $8,250.- 
000 had been expended in building operations up to 
November 1, 1912, and the total now is nearly $10,000.- 
000. The exact value of building permits i--ued from 
January 1 to November 1 was $8,281,065, against $4.- 
677,680 for the corresponding period of 1911, an in- 
crease of nearly 80 per cent., yet 1911 was a record 
year for building In San Diego. 


CONTRACTORS RUSHED. 


This unprecedented building activity ha» afforded all 
the work that local contractors can handle. In fact 
many of them are compelled to decline contracts be- 
cause they have reached the capacity of their facilities 
and are having difficulty, also, in obtaining workmen. 
It has often been said during the last few months that 
there is no excuse for a man’s being idle here if he is 
not overparticular about the kind of work he seeks. 


Building tradesmen in all branches rea¢'ly find steady 


work on large contracts and it is almost impossible to 
engage a plumber, carpenter, plasterer, bricklayer or 
other skilled wor. man for a small job. 

Postoffice receipts for’ the three-quarters ending 
September 30, 1912, show a gain of 21 per cent. over the 
figures for the previous year, which was a record one 
in this line. The total receipts to September 30, 1912, 
were $212,248.71, as compared with $174,209.66 for 1911, 
a gain of $38,039.05. Every quarter shows a propor- 
tionate increase over the corresponding one of the 
previous year and the facilities and worsing force of 
the postoffice are taxed to their capacity. Delivery 
routes have been extended to a number of outlying sec- 
tions and Mm other sections the service has been im- 
proved by the addition of carriers. 


REALTY DEALS INCREASE. 


Although many new real estate firms have opened 
places of business in San Diego during the last year 
the old established agencies report a gratifying in- 
crease in transfers. Deeds and other instruments filed 
with the County Recorder bear out this statement, for 
from January 1 to November 1 of this year 28,360 docu- 
ments were recorded, a gain of 8151, or 40 per cent. more 
than for 1911. On a conservative estimate secured from 
registration figures the population of San Diego county 
is placed at 98,000 and that of the city at 65,000. The 
Federal census of 1910 gave the city’s population as 
39,000, hence the estimate shows a gain of 26,000 in 
two years. The total tegistration of the county for 
the Presidential election was 30,041 and that of the city 
alone 19,830. This rapid growth in population has 
made work strenuous for the city and county boards 
of education, which have had difficulty In providing for 
the added enrollment. In the city about half a million 
dollars is being expended on new schoo! buildings. 
Notable among them is a group of three polytechnic 
buildings which will cost about $225,000, fireproof with 
stone exteriors and located north of the $200,000 high 
school which was erected a few years ago. 


OPEN-AIR SCHOOLS. 


For the grammar department three permanent edi- 
fices are being built, while rt least sixteerg portable 
structures are either in course of construction or have 
been completed during the last few months. The 
largest of the permanent buildings embraces sixteen 
class rooms and is located in the Middletown district. 
Bids for this improvement were opened November 4. 
It will cost about $125,000. In the Mission hills section 
a structure of concrete and hollow tile is being built 
at a cost of $20,000. Another building of the same de- 
sign to cost a like sum is being erected in West End. 
These buildings are of the mission style and embody 
the open-air feature of modern school architecture 
which ts becoming popular among educators in this 
section of California. The Board of Education is pre- 
paring for the construction of the same kind of a school 
for La Jclla next year. A portable building is being 
erected tnere and another in Old Town to relieve the 
crowded condition of present buildings. 

Figures from the superintendent's last report show 
a gain of 23 per cent. in the enrollment of the city 
schools and of 35 per cent. in the Hich School. The 


total enrollment of all the schools at the time the re- 
port was prepared was 8019 pupils, compared with 6484 
for the corresponding day a year ago. The present 
enroliment of the High School is abovt 1250. A year 
ago it was 9725.

BANK CLEARINGS GAIN. 


San Diego leads every city on the Coast in the-per- 
centage of increase in bank clearings. During the 
month of September, 1912, in comparison with figures 
for the corresponding period last year, San Diego's 
closest competitor was Sacramento. but that city’s gain 
was only a little more than half thet of San Diego, this 
city’s increase being 39.6 per cent. against Sacra- 
mento’s 21.8 per cent. These figures are taken from 
the report of the lifornia Development Board, which 
also gives San Diego's monthly clearings as more than 
$10,000,000. 

Ocean commerce through the port of San Diego prob- 
ably has developed qnore rapidly than any other in- 
dustry for which records have been kept. Receipts of 
lumber by sea have been enormous, having amounted 
to more than 8,000,000 feet in a single week recently. 
Naturally this expansion of trade has brought many 
new ships to port and a ; ill greater volume of shipping 
is expected to center here when the Panama Canal 
opens. In preparation for this new commerce from the 
Atlantic, and at the same time to provide for the in- 
crease of coastwise shipping, the city, which now has 
control of the harbor, has begun the expenditure of 
$1,000,000 for the improvement of the water front. 


BUSINESS BUILDINGS MULTIPLY. 


A feature of San Diego's remarkable building record 
for 1912 is the large number of business blocks in dif- 
ferent sections of the city, especially on all the prin- 
cipal downtown thoroughfares. Up to November 1 
permits had been issued for 103 buildings to be devoted 
wholly or in part to business. These represent a total 
frontage of more than two miles and a cost of about 


$2,500,000. This does not include several large struc- 
tures which were begun last year and are in course of | 
construction now or have been completed in the down- 
town district this year. Prominent among these is the 
Spreckels theater and office building built by John D. 
Spreckels at a cost of more than $1,000,000. It is a six- 
story building of reinforced concrete construction and 
occupies practically an entire block. Well-known 
theater men have pronounced the playhouse one of the 
best and most modern in the country. 
* 


ANOTHER BIG HOTEL. 


Two blocks west of the theater building Mr. 
Spreckels is constructing a hotel building which will 
cost nearly $1,000,000. This also is of reinforced con- 
crete and occupies an entire block. It is Mr. Spreckels’ 
intention to erect a six-story building of similar design 
and construction on every block on the south side 
of D street, from Third street, where the Union build- 
ing stands, to the foot of the street, where the harbor 
improvements are being m:de. 

There is not a street in the downtown section of 
San Diego that does not show its share of hew struc- 
tures. All this activity has had i*s effect in spreading 
the retail district over a much greater area than it 
formerly covered. The older streets have been greatly 
improved by the @isplacement of frame buildings by 
substantial structies. 

A section of the city which probably has developed 
more rapidly than any other in the business part dur- 
ing the last year is that in the vicinity of the new 
$225,000 Federal building that is nearing completion in 
a section which for years received little ettention from 
the investor, but as the time for the opening of the 
government building draws near activity there becomes 
more and more pronounced. Several three and four- 
story buildings now rre in course of construction in the 
district. 

Contracts call for the completion of the Federal 
building by February 1. The interior finishing ia now 
being put in. It is a handsome three-story structure of 
mission design. In it will be located the postoffice, the 
customs offices, weather bureau, immigration office and 
other branches of the Federal service. 

Although San Diego’s business district has been 
greatly enlarged this year a still greater change is ex- 
pected during the next twelve months. Plans are being 
made for the erection of a number of skyscrapers that 
will materially improve the appearance of some of the 
streets. Among the proposed buildings are a twelve- 
story structure on the northwest corner of Sixth and D, 
another of fourteen stories on the southeast corner, 
and one of eight or ten stories on the southwest corner 
of Sixth and D. 


BUILDING BIG PIER. 


Plans for harbor work under the recently inaugurated 
municipal regime include a huge concrete plier and 
fireproof freight house at the foot of D street, one of 
the principal thoroughfares of the city, and a bulkhead 
extending northward about 2000 feet to the foot of 
Date street. From the main harbor channel a wide 
area will be dredged to the pier, deep enough to ac- 
commodate the largest ships. The space along 
outside of the seawall or bulkhead also is to 
dredged and the material so removed placed back 
the wall, thus reclaiming many acres of ground which 
will be suitable for factory sites, freight sheds, or other 
similar buildings. All contracts for the improvements 
were awarded some time ago and work on them is be- 
ing rushed, dredging operations being in progress night 
and day.

CATTLE, HOGS AND HORSES. 


Live-stock industry in the Imperial Valley is making 
rapid gains. There are now about 200,000 head in the 
irrigated area, one-half of which are sheep. In round 
numbers there are 20,000 beef ca‘ >, 15,000 dairy cows, 
50,000 hogs and 15,000 horses and mules in the county. 
Every year trainloads of range cattle are brought in 
from Arizona and Texas for fattening on the barley 
and milo maize fields, with cottonseed meal and hulls 
as a dessert. The homely industry of hog raising is 
also proving a money-making one. 

Water for irrigation is taken from ‘the Colorado 
River. The headgate, which is a concrete structure, 
is about twelve miles below Yuma, and the water is 
conducted by gravity through open canals. So well pro- 
tected are the levees that the annual flood of the great 
yellow river of the West is no longer feared. The 
California Development Company made the appropria- 
tion of water, claiming 10,000 cubic second feet, or 
500,000 miner’s inches. The valley is now using a maxi- 
mum of about 2590 second-feet. The use of water in 
the valley in the summer months has doubled in two 
years, showing a corresponding increase in summer 
crop acreage. 


CANAL CONSTRUCTION. 


One of the most important projects of the year has 
been. the commencement of work on the east side high 
line canal, which will add 131,000 acres to the irrigated 
area of the valley. This canal, and also the heading, 
are on the American side of the international boundary. 
The canal is to extend for a distance of about thirty 
miles along the east side of the valley, to a point near 
Imperial Junction, running the whole length of the 
valley, from north to south. The cost from the heading 
‘o Imperial Junction is estimated at approximately 
$250,000. 

A factor in the prosperity of the valley at large has 
been the greater celerity with which patents to govern- 
ment land have been issved. In the past year land 
patents have been received and placed on record at the 
County Recorder's office at the rate of about one a day. 


Busy, seven-year-old Ei Centro, the county seat, has 
broken all former records in the way of material de- 
velopment. E) Centro shipped more freight in the past 
year than any other station- on the Southern Pacific 
between Los Angeles and El Paso. Within the year, 
$500,000 worth of buil¢ing lias been done in El Centro. 
A $225,000 auxiliary power plant, the largest of its type 
in the world, has been completed and put in operation 
by the Holten Power Company. T' ere is nearing com- 
pletion a $75,000 high school building, affording facili- 
ties for practical work in manual arts, domestic science 
and commercial branches; a $27,000 Masonic temple is 
under construction and a dozen or more brick blocks 
have been added to the business section. The Methodist 
denomination dedicated a new church early in the 
year, and the Baptist and Presbyterian societies have 
recently completed new church buildings. 

The opening of new subdivisions to meet the demand 
for more homes, has been a feature of the year's 
activity. One hundred new homes have been erected. 
and yet the demand has kept ahead of the supply. In

There are now in successful OpeTa- 
tion a $100,000 cottonseed-oil mill, a cotton gin and 
long staple cotton roller gin, an ice factory, two cream- 
eries, a brick and tile-making plant, concrete and 
cement works, and electric and gas plants. A [fruit ani 
vegetable cannery is to be put in operation soon. The 
High School has made a gain of 66 per cent. and the 
grammar schools 46 per cent. within the year. Port. 
office receipts and freight and passenger business show 
a corresponding growth. 


HOLTVILLE. 


Holtville, twelve miles east of El Centro, claims 
many advantages which give it a solid basis. Its soil 
is of a light, sandy nature, which produces abunda- ‘v 
under cultivation. Holtville lies near the headworks of 
several distributing water systems, and the land slopes 
to the best possible advantage for easy irrigation and 
drainage. The mutual water companies under which 
the territory operates have provided a system of waste 
ditches which drain ‘nto the Alamo River. Holtville 
has successfully bored for artesian ater. and has a 
number of excellent wells. One of these supplies warm 
water to a natatorium, which enjoys much popularity. 
A co-operative creamery, owned by the dairymen. is 
profitably managed. The creamery, cotton gin, power 
plant, planing mill, ice factory and other enterprises 
offer a field for remunerative employment. 

Holtville has a $65,000 high school of classic archi- 
tecture, two banks, a well-built business and residence 
section, attractive city park and tree-bordered streets. 
Six religious denominations, Baptist, Methodist, 


Catholic, Christian, Episcopal and Friends, are organ- 
ized and hold regular services. ' ' 


This is widely known as the hospitable city that in- 
‘tes all Southern California to eat turkey dinner on 
the occasion of its annual New Year's Fiesta. The city 
»nark is transformed into an outdoor cafeteria, and an 
elaborate dinner is served free to thousands of visitors. 
Great flocks of turkeys are sacrificed; pies by the 
hundreds are baked by the housewives, and al! of the 
other time-honored accessories of a turkey dinner are 
lavishly supplied. It is this same energetic, nothing- 
is-too-big-to-attempt spirit that characterizes Holtville’s 
progress, 


IMPERIAL CITY. 


Imperial has made noteworthy progress in tte year 
just closed. Five new brick business b.idings have 
been erected, and there has been marked activity in 
the building of homes. A canning factory was estab- 
lished last spring, and was in ful! operation through- 
out the canning season employing from fifteen to 
twenty men and women. A cold storage plant is now 
in operation, and two cement plants will begin work 
soon. Like all other towns of the valley, Imperial has 
its own cotton gin. 

Preliminary preparations have been made for the 
paving of about two miles of streets in the business 
and close-in residence sections, sidewalk crossings and 
curbing will be put in, and several miles of cement side- 
walk will be laid in a short time. 


A beautiful new Christian church was dedicated last 
May. Imperial has a $60,000 high school, including a 
mechanical arts building, the grounds parked and set 
to trees and grass, making an attractive sctting for the 
buildings, which are of classic style. The city has a 
fine Carnegie Library, the grounds of which are in 
course of improvement. A woman's club, newly or- 
ganized, is outlining a course of usefulness, and much 
enthusiasm has been developed in the way of beautify- 
ing the streets and parks. 


CALEXICO. - 


Calexico. situated on the international boundary be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, draws trade from 
a large and fertile area in both countries Its streets 
are graded and bordered with cement walks, and its 
business enterprises are of a high character. The citi- 
zens hope to make this town the center of trade, not 
only of the southern portion of Imperial Valley, but 
also of a great area of Northern Mexico, which is equa! 
in productiveness to the Imperial Valley. | 

Calexico is of importance as a railroad terminal. 
The Southern Pacific here maintains car repair shops, 
and the town is the terminus of the Inter-California 
Railway running from Yuma. Calexico is a clean town, 
with none of the lawlessness so often found in border 
towns. Both water and sewer systems are fully 
adequate for a place of 15,000 population. \ 

There is an opening hére fom new business industries, 
as land on the Mexican side is being opened up and 
divided into ranches, and.all goods and supplies must 
come through Calexico. 


BRAWLEY—HEBER. 


Brawley is the center of the cantaloupe industry, 
and is also building up a reputation for its early fruits 
and vegetables. Brawley shipped more cantaloupes 
last year than any other ‘ vn in the United States. A 
Catholic church costing $12,000 is nearing completion, 
and the erection of a new city hall is among the im- 
provements contemplated. Many new homes are in 
course of construction. 


Heber, located five miles southeast of El Centro, has 


than in any similar period. A good domestic water sys- 
tem has been installed. Business houses and resi- 
dences have been given electric light connections, and 
a charter hag just been granted for gas. Several sub- 
stantial new brick business buildings have been com- 
pleted, and all are occupied. The gain in freight ship- 
ments over the preceding year is upwards of 75 per 
cent. A 50 per cent. increase in postoffice receipts for 
the year has been made, and the merchants report 
about the same ratio of growth in their lines of busi- 
ness. About 900 carloads of product have been shipped 
from Heber in the past eight months, and 200 carloads 
of incoming freight are reported. The outgoing freight 
consisted mostly of hay, grain, stock, cantaloupes, wa- 
termelons, tomatoes, grapes and onions, and the incom- 
ing freight included stock for fattening, household goods 
and building material. 

The value of ranch lands surrounding Heber has ad- 
vanced steadily, and many sales have been made. | 


SEELEY—DIXIELAND. 


One of the youngest and most promising of these Im- 
perial Valley towns is Seeley, situated about nine miles 
west of El Centro. Only a year old, about $50,000 has 
been put into modern brick business houses and resi- 
dences. Already a dozen business enterprises have been 
launched, and trade from the fertile ranches for miles 


in every direction is centering in the new metropolis 
of the west side. 


Two arteries of commerce will bind the town to the 
coast and to the rest of the valley. Already the San 
Diego and Arizona Railroad has reached from El Cen- 
tro to a point about twelve miles west of Seeley. The 
new automobile highway through the mountains to 
San Diego will be completed by February 1, 1913. 

At the head of the Seeley Town Company is that 
builder of great enterprises, W. F. Holt, and along 
with him a group of the best business men of Southern 
California. With its strategic location, and with the 
men in charge of affairs, ‘Ye world will be sure to hear 
from the new town.

ITH approximately $2,500,000 worth of improve- 
W ments completed or contracted for, the year has 
been marked by unparalleled progress in Santa 
Barbara city and county.

TREMENDOUS TUNNEL PROJECT. 
Santa Barbara’s tunnel project is the undertaking 


West by a municipality of similar size. Before the 
whole water scheme is completed the city will have 
spent $1,000,000, it being planned to build a reservoir 
on the other side of the Santa Ynez range at a cost of 
about $350,000. One of the remarkable features of this 
project is that the entire work has been carried on with- 
out a drain on the city’s treasury. Soon after the bore 
was started an enormous supply of water was struck 
in the mountain and instead of allowing it to go to waste 
it was utilized, being sold to consumers in Santa Bar- 
bara. The fevenue has been used to pay the interest 
on the bonds and also to meet the bond payments as 
they have become due. This was not counted upon 
when the scheme was adopted, it being expected to pay 
the bonds and interest out of city funds. It is proposed 
to use the water supply for power purposes, the flow 


being large enough to supply electric power for a city 
of 25,000 for at least seven months of each year. 


SEA-LEVEL ROAD CONNECTS WITH VENTURA. 


Second, probably, to the water system, Santa Bar- 
barans take pride in the success that attended their ef.- 
forts in the construction of a sea-level road connecting 
this city with Ventura. By popular subscription $40, 
000 was raised to build a series of causeways along the 
ocean front, $100,000 additional being contributed by the 
State Highway Commission. When tunis was arranged 
for, Ventura county agreed to complete the through road 
by erecting a $50,000 bridge across Ventura River. The 
principal object of the sea-level road was to eliminate 
the dangerous Casitas Pass, fear of which had kept 
numberless motorists from making the trip from Los 
Angeles to Santa Barbara. It is believed by Santa Bar- 
bara business men, who were largely responsible for the 
raising of the money, that motor travel to this city will 
be increased at least 1000 per cent. = 

Good roads activity in this section had its birth about 
the same time the $18,000,000 State bond issue was first 
broached more than three years ago and since then fully 
$300,000 has been expended adjacent to this city or is 
in immediate prospect. Eleven miles of road in the 
Goleta district, west of the city, cost $125,000 and eight 
miles in the fashionable Montecito district, cost about 
$100,000. In Carpinteria eight miles of roads are being 
constructed at a cost of $75,000. In each instance special 
road districts were formed, the county bearing one-third 
of the cost. 


CLIMATE KIND TO COUNTY. e 
Nature has been kind to Santa Barbara in giving his 


city and most of the county a tempered climate that is | 


equalled in few spots on the globe and exceeded by 
none. The waters of the famous Santa Barbara Channel 
act as a great regulator in tempering the heat of 
summer and subduing the cold of winter. The official 
records show that the difference between the mean tem- 
perature of winter and summer is only 12 degrees, the 
hottest days of summer rarely exceeding 90 degrees and 
the coldest nights of winter seldom falling below 32 

While the average rainfall ig 17.86 inches the average 
number of days on which there is precipitation is only 
thirty-two. There are an average of 240 clear days a 
vear, of the remaining days sixty are wholly cloudy ana 
sixty-five partially so. Santa Barbara has long been 


famous as having one of the finest climates in the world.

FACES SOUTH SEA CHANNEL. 


HE name “Italy of America,” as applied some- 
times to Southern California, was meant to include 
in particular that part lying along the shores of 
Santa Barbara Channe] between the mainiand and the 
islands of Santa Crug and Anacapa, twenty miles off 
the coast, and which serve to break the ocean winds 
which reach the mainiand soft and balmy and give to 
that section of the coast a most equable temperature. 
Ventura presents its whole southern face to this 
charming climatic condition and may be said to be the 
very heart of “Italy of America,” though those persons 
who have known both the real Italy and Ventura 
county give the palm to Ventura for everything in c!i- 


mate, productiveness of soil, picturesqueness and 
beauty of scenery and the charms which make life 
worta living. 


NO LAND FOR SALE. 


One of the smaller counties of Southern California, 
Ventura is considered one of the very best in diversity 
of erops, richness of soi] and productiveness. It is a 
section of beautiful homes, filled with a contented 
people. It is said of the county that there is no land 
for sale. This is a fact, as that term is generally used 
and understood. There is no cheap land for sale for 
there is no cheap land. While it is true that three- 
fourths of her surface of 1290 square miles is made up 
of rugged mountains in the northeastern section, this 
mountain section affords excellent range land which 
will be valuable for many purposes when it becomes 
accessible and it supplies the county with its water. 
Numerous mountain streams have their sources here, 
find their way to the sea and afford abundant water to 
the cultivated area for all purposes. Ventura is with- 
out doubt the best watered county in Southern (Cali- 
fornia. Two main streams flow through the heart of 
the farming districts, their tributaries keeping them 
alive the year through. 

When it is stated no land is for sale in the county, 
it means that no land to speak of is on the market. The 
lima bean farmers and the beet and walnut and orange 
and lemon growers are content, once they get a foot- 


hold and build themselves homes. If, as happens, there 
is an estate to settle up in the courts, an estate which 
includes farming lands, then ready sale is found for 
these lands, usually the neighboring farmer absorbing 
the holding. Prices of such lands range from $350 to 
$500 per acre for bean and beet lands and as high as 
$790 to $1000 per acre for nut and orange and lemon 
land. The eagerness with which such farms are taken is 
proof enough of their worth. 

The county has made rapid strides in its lifetime 
and each year ceos it healthfully ahead of the preced.- 
ing vear.

BEAN COUNTY OF THE WORLO. 

The county is rightly entitled to iis name, the “Bean 
County” of the world. While it produces three-fourths 
of the lima bean output of the world, it does not rely on 
beans for ite wealth by any means. This year it will 
produce 900,000 sacks of lima beans and enough of 
other varieties to bring the yield up to nearly 1,000,000 
sacks. But it also produced the past season 4,800,000 
pounds of dried apricots; 19,590,400 pounds of lemons, 
15,575,000 pounds of oranges, 5,000,000 pounds of English 
walnuts. 

The county contains, according to the last census, 
20,000 people, and may be said to be made up of four 
great sections—-the mountain section, the Ojai section, 
the Santa Clara Valley section and the great Simi sec- 
tion lying in the eastern side of the county where it 
joins on Loe Angeles county. .

OJAI VALLEY SECTION. 

Nordhoff is located in the Ojai Valley sixteen miles 
from the sea. The Ojai is famous as a winter resort, 
many wealthy easterners having built fine homes there. 
It is famed for its superior oranges as well as for 
apricots and olives. Nordhdéff contains some 500 people 
and is a thriving village, the Foothills Hotel, cne of the 
chain of great tourist hotels of Southern California, be- 
ing located there. The citizens have established re- 
cently a fine electric light and power plant. The Ojai 
is famed as a beauty spot of nature. Adjacent to it is 
the Matilija Canyon, through which courses the Ven- 
tura River, a famous hot springs section and in sum- 
mer time alive with visitors. Its streams are much 
resorted to by trout fishermen and the surrounding 
mountains afford fine sport for deer hunters. 


SANTA CLARA AND SIM! SECTIONS. 


The Santa Clara Valley, through which flows the 
Santa Clara River, and which opens broadly on the sea, 
is the great lima bean growing district dlong the sea 
front.

LUMBER MILLS MAKE MILLIONS. 


The lumber industry plays one of the important parts 
in the makeup of the wealth of Fresno county. 
The annual cut for last year is estimated at a little 
over 2,500,000 board feet and the valuation is reported 
approximately at $2,500,000. 

There are in Fresno county two of the largest lumber 
mills in the State, the Fresno Lumber Company and 
the Fassett Lumber Company, besides several smaller 
mills. All of these are situated in the mountains, 
where there is one of the largest bodies of timber in 
the United States. During the cutting season, which 
usually covers about eight months, there are over 2000 
men employed in different lines of work in the lumber 
mills. In the winter months, when the snow makes 
sawing and logging impracticable, there are still many 
men employed in repairing flumes, overhauling ma- 
chinery and putting everything into readiness for work 
next year. The cut consists largely of sugar-pine 
timber, although there are white pine, fir and cedar. 


* 
GUSHING OIL WELLS. 


There are important quarries of building stone, and 
at Coalinga there is one of the richest oi] districts !- 
the United States. Fresno county ranks as one of the 
greatest oil producing districts in the world. The be- 
ginning of the development of the Coalinga oil fields 
was in 1890, with one small well, and the first im- 
portant gusher, yielding 500 barrels daily, was brought 
in during the year 1898. 


ORANGES AND SMYRNA FIGS. 


In the foothill regions lies one of the best orange 
sections in the State. The fruit grown there is of 
extra size, fine flavor and superior quality. A great ad- 
vantage enjoyed by the orange growers in this county 
is that the fruit ripens early and is put on the market 
before there is hardly any danger from frosts, which 
80 often wreck the hopes of the growe~s in other sec- 
tions. Peaches are produced here and this fruit is one 
of the money crops of the orchardists of the county. 

Fresno county is also famous for the commercial 
figs and to George C. Roeding, a horticulturist of this 
county, is due the glory of the introduction of the 
genuine Smyrna fig, the finest in the world. The 
Smyrna fig is fast taking its place among the more 
important of the fruit productions. 


LARGEST WINERY IN WORLD. 


Wine-making has taken its place among the im- 
portant branches of agriculture here and Fresno 
county has one of the largest and most profitable win- 
erles in the State. The Calwa winery, located just out- 
side the city limits of Fresno city, is reported to be 
the largest winery in the world. All varieties of wine 
are- made at this winery and are sent all over the 


United States and into foreign countries. The wine 


made here is believed to be equal to the finest in 
Europe and has the merits of being pure. There are 
hundreds of little wineries scattered about the county 
and the vineyards consist of from twenty to 10v acres. 
Several thousand acres in this county are devoted to 
table grapes, the finest varieties being the Malaga and 
the Emperor. They grow in great clusters of several 
pounds each, are firm and “meaty,” shipping wel! and 
reaching the* eastern markets in perfect condition. 
They sometimes net the shippers $50 a ton and the 
Emperor has commanded $24.50 a ton net in recent 
years. There are a good many seedless grapes pro- 
duced—as the Sultana and ths Thompson. The latter is 
a favorite and has netted $50 a ton to the grower. This 
feature of the vineyard has been greatly developed. 


OLIVES BY THE TON. 


The growing crop of olives in Fresno county lam 
year, including both for olive oi) and pickling, will 
amount to about 700 tons, and of this amount about 456 
tons will be of the pickling variety, the remainder he- 
ing used for of] making. There will be about 150.000 
gallons of ripe and green olives and about 10,000 gal- 
lons of of] made from Fresno county olives. The out- 
put of Fresno county olive oil has never equalled the 
demand, inasmuch as wherever it is tried it quickly 
supplants the imported oil. There is a large acreage 
being planted every year to olives and especially of 
the larger pickling varieties, and there is very little 
doubt that before many years this will be one of the 
most important industries in the county. In short there 
are no fruite that are not profitably grown here and 
fruit growing, packing, curing and shipping employ 
millions of capital and give employment to thousand:. 


DAIRIES ON THE DELTA. 


The dairy industry of Fresno county is more particu 
larly exemplified In the southwestern portion of the 
county which is locally known as the “Kingdom of 
Kings River,” a territory covering many thousand acres 
of rich, fertile delta soil. On this delta. within a 
circle of fifteen miles in diameter, are located and in 
operation seven creameries, producing an average of 
seven and one-half tons of butter every day in the year 
and paying to the dairymen an average of 30 cents per 
pound for butter fat the year through. No better 
alfalfa land can be found anywhere and this, In connec- 
tion with the fact that the land produces immense 
crops of Indian corn, milo maize, sorghum and beet«

FRUIT AND DAIRY PRODUCTS. 


INGS is one of the baby counties, in point of 
K years, of California. Even its most jealous rivals 

have come to admit, within the past two years, 
however, that she is a husky youngster for her size, and 
vigorous for her few years. 

Kings is not blessed with quite the diversity of prod- 
ucts that some of her next-door neighbors possess, but 
she is by no means a one-industry county. Grapes and 
deciduous fruits were, until a very recent date, the 
mainstay of the county, but in the past two or three 
years dairying and poultry raising, sugar-beet culture 
and alfalfa are coming into prominence. Kings county 
dried fruits have a large place in the economy of Calli- 
fornia, and on account of especial excellence, have a 
very wide market. . This is true of the humble prune, 
which this year w n article of foreign commerce and 
went to more than one European country, and dried 
peaches, apricots and pears from Kings county have a 
market almost as wide as civilization itself. 

Dairying has grown wonderfully as an industry. Cor- 
coran is a word synonymous with dairy products of the 
finest kind. Santhern California, which has done so 
much in the development of all portions of interior Cali- 
fornia, has exploited the Kings dairy lands, and raw land 
which went begging less than five years ago at $15 
and $20 per acre is now on a par with the best of its 
kind in Southern California. The district about Hanford 
has developed as a dairy territory. Thrifty European 
people, skilled in dairying in countries where the stern- 
est frugality has been necessary, have made an especial 
success of this land where crops are so abundant and 
where the land pays back with such liberal! interest all 
the effort expended upon it.

There is no danger of over- 
doing the dairy business when production is as far be- 
hind supply as it remains at the present time, and in the 
newly-opened territory, now being placed on the market, 
there are lands to be had at prices which argue for 
almost absolutely sure profits, merely as an investment. 
As income producers, any of the Kings county fruit, 
dairy or beet-sugar land brings in big interest on the 
investment. 


IRRIGATION AQDS ARABLE ACRES. 


Several large irrigation enterprises have been under- 
taken in the Tulare Lake region and within the ensuing 
eighteen months, according to estimates which have 
been made by engineers in charge, several thousands of 
acres of arable land will be added to the total available 
area of Kings county. This land is several feet deep in 
soil made from thousands of years of decaying vegeta- 
tion, and is therefore saturated with hvmus, and the 
most wonderful grain crops are produced at the first 
sowing.

Owing to these circumstances 
and to the added attractions of cheap land and abundant 
water, the Kern county citrus belt is drawing investors 
and orange growers from the older orange sections of 
the State. Last spring the area ef the county's orange 
orchards was doubled by the planting of 43,500 new 
trees, and from present plans it is certain that it will be 
more than doubled again next spring. 


Practically the same thing is happening in the apple 
district around Tehachepi, where grain fields are being 
transformed into orchards at a rate that promises soon 
to give Tehachepi a State-wide fame among the apple 
men. 


No little local attention was attracted this year by 
experiments in the growing of white and sweet potatoes 
and other vegetables on a large scale on the natvral 
garden lands of the Weed Patch, sixteen or twenty miles 
southeast of Bakersfield. While these experiments have 
hardly reached the dimensions of an industry, they have 
met such success that their development into one of the 
county’s most important industries is predicted.

RAMIE GROWING NEW INDUSTRY. 


Quite as large hopes are entertained for the growing 
of ramie, which has been undertaken during the past 
year with great success on the lands of the Lerdo Land 
and Water Company seven or eight miles north ot 
Bakersfield. So hopeful are the promoters of this new 
industry that they have begun the erection of a plant 
to treat the fiber and announce that so soon as a suffi- 
cient supply of the raw material is available they will 
build a factory for making the fiber into cloth. A net 
return of $70 per acre from the growing of ramie is 
promised. The Lerdo Land and Water Company is pre- 
paring to open a large tract for settlement and will 
make ramie culture a specialty. 


STATE HIGHWAY TO TRAVERSE COUNTY. 


As this review is written petitions are being circu- 
lated asking the County Supervisors to call an election 
to vote bonds to the amount of $3,000,000 to build a sys- 
tem of permanent county roads aggregating between 
300 and 400 miles. The State highway will traverse the 
county from north to south, entering at Delano and 
leaving, probably, by way of Tejon Canyon. The pro- 
posed system of county roads will branch out from the 
State highway to all parts of the county. Roads to cost 
about $10,000 per mile will connect Bakersfield with 
each of the West Side oil fields, and a road is to extend 
through the West Side fields joining the cities of Mari- 
copa, Taft and McKittrick, and possibly extending on to 
Lost Hills. A road is to run east from Lost Hills via 
Wasco to the State highway. A branch from the State 
highway is planned to run from near Famoso northeast 
through the citrus belt of the northern part of the 
county, and other roads are to run from Bakersfield

BAKERSFIELD’S STREET-PAVING CAMPAIGN. 


In Bakersfield the most noteworthy developments or 
the year have been the continuation of the street-paving 
campaign begun a year ago and the voting of bonds to 
the amount of $447,000 for the following improvements: 
Extension of sewer system, $210,000; City Hall, $150,000: 
fire department extensions, $60,000: East Rakersfield 
branch library, $27,000. These bonds carried by rajori- 
ties ranging from 3 to 1 to 9 to 1.

LONGEST POWER LINE IN WORLD. 


Owens River °-d its numerous tributaries irrigate 
the entire valley, emptying, after a journey of over 125 
miles, into Owens Lake. All streams that head along 
the eastern slopes of the Sierra Nevadas from eighty 
miles south of Mt. Diablo are tributary to the Owens 
River. The largest is Bishop Creek where the Nevada 
California Power Company has five power plants in 
operation carrying light and power to the valley towns 
and also to Tonopah, Goldfield and San Bernardino. The 
line to San Bernardino is the longest transmission line 
in the world. It is the intention to install more plants, 
making the company's entire capacity represent 30,000 
horsepower and a million cubic feet of water. 


BISHOP iS BIGGEST TOWN. 


Bishop is the only incorporated town in the county. 
It has a population of about 1500; six church organiza- 
tions, a large public school with accredited High School;

The greatest public work outlined has been in con- 
nection with roads, upon long highways laid out sev- 
eral years ago.

There has been a general state of prosperity, with 
remarkable agricultural, mining and stock-growing de- 
velopment. No banks have failed and mercantile condi- 
tions have been of the best. 

During the year the Salt River irrigation project 
was advanced materially and formal announcement of 
its completion, at a total cost of about $10,000,000, is 
expected to be made within a year, with canals, dams 
and electrical pumping plants available for the irriga- 
tion of over 200,000 acres. Three-fourths of this creat 
area already is under cultivation, with at least 100° 
new homes added in 1912, mainly upon small tracts, in 
tensively cultivated. The rural routes out of Phoenix 
alone supply about 1300 ‘amilies resident upon su. 
tracts. The larger farm units are breaking up rapidly. 
Nearly $1,000,000 now is being spent upon a new power 
canal and power works, about nine miles east of 
Phoenix, while 10,000 acres are to be added to the 
present irrigated area by canals under construction 
across Salt River, south of Phoentx. The Roosevelt 
reservoir has proved of priceless benefit. While at no 
time filled to its capacity of 1,400,900 acre feet, for sev- 
eral years past it has never contained less than 400,000 
acre feet of surplus water. 

During the summer was completed a siphon under 
the Colorado River at Yuma, designed to carry to the 
Arizona side a large part of the river flow diverted at 
the Laguna dam. The siphon consists of two deep

Near Wilcox, in the Sulphur Springs Valley, and 
around San Simon have been located many thousands 
of acres of land, now farmed with the help of occasional 
waterings, betwen rains, by means of pumped water. 
At San Simon a number of strong artesian flows have 
been struck. In the vicinity of Tucson several hun- 
dred thousands of dollars have been expended in the 
development of water in the Santa Cruz and Rillito 
Valleys, for the irrigation of large tracts which are 
about to be subdivided by several holding corporations. 

This year, in the Salt River Valley and a‘ Sacaton 
and Yuma has effectually been demonstrated that 
Egyptian cotton can be grown successfully in Arizona. 
The yield has been large and the cotton has been 
judged as of excellent quality. An ample labor supply 
is available upon the Indian reservations. Several 
thousands of acres of sugar cane have been planted 
around Glendale, Phoenix and Mesa, to add to the raw 
material supply of the Glendale sugar factory, which 
hitherto has operated wholly upon beets. Many acres 
of date palms now are in bearing in several of the 
southern valleys and the date industry has assumed 
commercial and profitable proportions. With the or- 
ganization of a producers’ association, the growing of 
vegetables around Phoenix has been stimulated to a 
large degree. 

The railroads have done well by Arizona the past 
year in the way of improvements and extensions. Of 
these the most important has been the extension of the 
El Paso and Southwestern system from Fairbanks to 
Tucson.

True, material increase, intellectual growth, civic 
progress did not keep pace entirely with rosy predic- 
tions, high hopes and feverish ambition. Those who 
imagined that Statehood would in itself solve every 
problem that retarded the commonwealth, are disap- 
pointed, but in the main, the year of 1912 has been one 
rich in worth-while results. 

Even those who predicted failure in the first experi- 
mental years of self-government becavse of race an- 
tagonism, inherent conservatism and natural difficul- 
ties, rejoice that their prophecies of panic and pande- 
monium have not been fulfilled. Starting out with a 
political revolution—it was nothing less—with a tax- 
able assessment of only $60,000,000, with an increase in 
the budget of public expenses of almost 5° per cent., 
and a population, including 20,000 Indians, scarcely as 
large as that of Los Angeles, New Mexico is doing 
very well, although floating public indebtedness had to 
be created to meet fmmediate demands, and although 
assessments had to be increased arbitrarily 30 per 
cent. to swell the public revenues. 

The first session of the State Legislature emphasized 
the conservative trend of the people, for it made no 
revolutionary changes in the statutes, it resisted at- 
tempts at constitutional changes, it safeguarded the 
rights of capital, property and worker without dis- 
crimination, it made provision for the refunding of the 
State debt of $1,000,000 and of the county debts agegre- 
gating almost $3,000,000. It submitted to the people 
only one constitutional amendment, that repealing the 
language qualification section, all parties being pledged 
to this repeal.

Plans are now going forward for the 
establishment of a sardine and sardelle cannery on ive 
end of the wharf. This will be completed during the 
first part of the year 1913. Sardine fishermen wh» 
make large hauls in this vicinity are now compelled tu 
go to San Pedro with their catches. The settlement of 
fishermen at the end of the wharf has become larger. 
and a unique feature of Port Los Angeles is that now 
a tent city springs up around the land end of the wharf 
in June, to remain until September. The tents hold 
summer visitors who delight in the scenery and exce!- 
lent bathing and fishing. 


PLAYA DEL REY. * 


One of the foremost improvements in this matchless 
resort completed during the past year was the building 
of a substantial* bulkhead on the sea side of the audi- 
torium, protecting that building from the encroachment:

THE MAGIC ISLE. 


N EFFORT is being made this winter t© make 
Avalon a winter resort as well as a popular summer 
‘playground. Over 100,000 visitors crossed the channel 
this season. During the months of July and August 
three commodious steamers plied between San Pedro 
and Avalon, the little town situated en this island of 
the Pacific. To inaure a good class of patronage the 
owners of the island refuse to run cheap excursions, and 
for the past year they have recorded one of the most 
flourishing seasons. At the height of the summer sea- 
son every available tent and cottage was packed to its 
utmost capacity. During the winter season the popula- 
tion ie 1000. At this time of the year one steamer a 
day crosses the channel, a distance of twenty-seven 
miles. Probably Avalon ts the most unique city in the 
world, in many ways. During the summer months 
thousands of dollars worth of jewelry, clothing and 
other valuables are left in tents, unprotected while the 
owners are blissfully enjoying the pristine beauties, 
picnicking, fishing, boating, bathing or making social 
calls. Day or night women and children walk the: 
streets unmolested. The Sunday saloon closing rule 
is rigidly enforced. Never is an intoxicated person 
seen on the streets. Seldom is it for the 
local constable to display his official authority. The 
government of the city is regulated by the Avalon Free- 
holders Improvement Association, an organization 
which ts made up of property owners. The Board of D'- 
rectors is elected annually. With the co-operation of 
this body and the Santa Catalina Island Company, who 
are the chief owners of the island, many improvements

the erection of several handsome residences, additions 
to business property, the remodeling of the amphi- 
theater and boating wharf and extensions to the dance 
hall.

supply on the island is excellent. An effort is being 
made to install a» gas plant for 1913. Electric light is 
installed in all cottages and summer tents. Visits to 
the marine gardens, excursions to the isthmus and 
around the island are made daily by fast and comm» 
dious launches. 

The residents support three local churches, a news- 
paper, a theater, library and other attractions. Over 100 
children attend the public grammar school during the 
winter months. The school officials state that the work 
done is excellent and equals that of any school of I» 
grades situated on the mainland

WONDERS OF LOS ANGELES SEEN FROM A BIPLANE IN 1938—DEVELOPMENT OF THE COUNTRY ROUNDABOUT IN TWENTY-FIVE YEARS. 


GROWTH REVIEWED IN 1938 


HE most stupendous undertaking on this globe 
T surne the first two decades of the twentieth cen- 

tury was the construction of a great artificial water- 
way across the Isthmus of Panama, capable of floating 
the largest ocean steamships. It shortened the distance 
between the Atlantic ports of North America and 
Europe and the North Pacific Coast upwards of 7000 
miles. It made an immediate and marvelous change in 
the currents of trade and commerce, producing a most 
marked effect upon the development of West America, 
and stimulating the growth of great marts of commerce 


at the points where population and trade were chiefly 
concentrated. 


COMMERCIAL EFFECTS. 


The most extraordinary effect of this artificial diver- 
sion of trade and of a fortuitous combination of geo- 
graphical, topographical and climatic advantages, com. 
bined with the advent of a superior class of business 
men of broad intelligence and invincible enterprise, was 
the founding and rapid growth of what has come to-be 
regarded as, in many respects, the greatest metropolis 
of modern times—“The Wonder City. of Los Angeles.” 
It has not yet reached the proportions of London or 
New York, and is in fact a little behind Chicago and 
Philadelphia, and so ranks only fourth a ong the cities 
of America, but it is expectememy te wil be placed 
A when the census of the mid-century is published in

many of the elements that go to the making of t 
world metropolis. What are the factors that ace 
singled out this favored spot on the globe and con- 
tributed to this marvelous result? A tourist friend 
from Rhodesia, that new and powerful nation in the 
south of the African continent, has been visiting me 
for a few days, and put the above question point blank. 

From one of the plateaus ard many residential homes 
now ornamenting the southern slope of the Sierra 
Madré Mountains, all rendered easily accessible by 

autocar roadways, we had teen contemplating 
the vast city stretching from the beautifu! foothills to 
the line of surf which whitens the Pacific shore. Its 
domes and pinnacles gleam and Sparkie in the sunlight 
by day, and its innumerable electric lights shine like the 
stats of heaven at night when refie-ted in some calm 
summer lake. 

We perceive that numerous railways and boulevards 
radiate from the city in every direction, extending to 
the limits of vision: and far beyond, on the placid 
bosom of the Pacific, great ocean craft are steaming 
outward to all points of the compass, and yet others, 
laden with passengers and freight, are coming from dis- 
tant countries to discharge their cargoes at some of 
the hundreds of piers that line the harbor channels. 


A FLIGHT ON THE “CLOUD RANGER.” 


In order to answer the question of my Rhodesian 
friend satisfactorily I invited him to join me in a 
search for facts, statistics, and general information 
bearing on the subject. I ordered out my safety biplane, 
the “Cloud Ranger,” and together we sallied forth from 
our mountain eyrie, flying in graceful curves over 
canyons, vineyards, and orchards, over suburban resi- 
dences and tall office buildings, till our aerial transport 
finally landed at the South Park station reserved for 
the various lines of aircraft gliding hither and thither 
for business and pleasure. 

In descending we were careful not to collide with 
that huge dirigible—the “Leviathan”—just arriving with 
& gay party from Santa Barbara, nor with that other 
one—the “Air Palace”—just departing with its sight- 
seeing passengers to visit the orange groves of Redlands 
and Riverside. But perhaps the strangest of these at- 
mospheric craft, and the one put to the strangest use, 
is the “Condor.” a motor-driven airship. It lies at its 
moorings, er swaying in the gen- 
tle breeze, and we find that it contains a cargo of high- 
stade ores brought from the almost inaccessible gold 
mines of the North Mexican Cordilleras to be treated at 
one of our extensive reduction works. 

We note that there has been substituted for the 
single-track steam roads of former days with the black 
smoke and shrill whisties 6f their locomotives, numer- 
ous four-track lines electric ays, radiating in 
every direction the magn t Union Station on 
Alameda street. The two inner tracks are for through 
passengers and freight which move in a continuous pro- 
cession with a speed of forty miles per hour. The two

Two such quadruple tracks are directed to the north 
one skirting the coast to the great commercial city of 
Francisco; the other extending through the San 
Joaquin and Sacramento Valleys to Portland, the Puget 
Sound cities, and the new empire which has sprung up 
in the Canadian Northwest, terminating at Nome, 
Alaska, beyond the Arctic Circle. A branch road forks 
at Mojave and serves Goldfield and the rich mining 
and agricultura) sections of Western Nevada, Eastern 


Oregon and Wasington to Spokane. 


Another important road runs northeasterly through 
famous pc‘ash and soda deposits of San Bernardino 
and the coal and iron mines of Utah to Salt Lake City, 
north to the great copper mines of Montana, 
reaching Winnepeg, the metropolis of Western 

A transcontinental four-track road runs 

easterly through Northern Arizona, New Mexico, and 
do to Kansar City and Chicago. with northern 
branches to Denver, Omaha, and Minneapolis, southern 


branches to St. Louis and Memphis, and having other 
ramifications to all the intermediate cereal territory. 

There is another main line of travel directly east 
through the magnificent Imperial delta of the Colorado 
River, Southern Arizona and New Mexico to El Paso, 
and on through to Central Texas cities to. New Orleans, 
with northern branches into Oklahoma and Arkansas, 
and southern branches into Old Mexica, and to the gulf 
ports of Texas. These last make the shortest overland 
connection between the waters of the Pacific and At- 
lantie Oceans within the territory of the United States, 
and have easy grades. 

Two important lines run southerly to San Diego—one 
through Santa Ana and the extensive walnut groves, 
and vineyards of that section, and the other along the 
populous beach towns at the ocean's edge. From San 
Diego it continues down through the peninsula of Lower 
California, recently ceded to the United States, to the 
valuable coaling station at Magdalena Bay.

THE COMMERCIAL STRATEGIC PORT. 


Of course the hegira which set in and culminated up- 
on the opening of the Panama Canal was only the ad- 
vance army of the great throngs which followed in the 
two following decades, when a vast multitude of tourists 
and permanent settlers poured in through every avail- 
able channel by sea and land. Regular steamship lines 
were established from Liverpool and Southampton in 
England, from Hamburg and Bremen in Germany, from 
Rarcelona and Naples on the Mediterranean, from New 
York and New Orleans on the Atlantic seaboard, and 
from Rio Janeiro and Argentina in South America, all 
passing through the canal and destined for Los An- 
geles as the chief port on the 20,000 miles of Pacific 
Ocean shores. It was wisely forcast a quarter 
of a century ago that “The great circle route between 
the Panama Canal and the Orient, being so close to this 
harbor, will have a tremendous influence on the trade to 
all inland parts of the country near the Pacific Ocean.” 

Other steamship lines from Japan, China, India, Aus- 
tralia, and the coasts of North and South America bring 
their passengers and wares to Los Angeles as the chief 
distributing center for trade and travel, and for trans- 
shipment across the continent by the shortest routes, by 
roads having the easiest grades, and through sections 
never obstructed by snows. These advantages, due to 
geographical location and topographical features, are 
unrivaled by any other city in the world. 

The most optimistic dreams of those who had fore- 
séen great things for Los Angeles in the first decade of 
the century on account of its unmatched strategic posi- 
tion commercially and the enterprising spirit which 
animated its citizens, were exceeded beyond all sane 
calculations, for when the great ball of accretion began 
to roll, its rapidly increasing bulk gathered to itself all 
influences that were prompted by commercial ambition, 
by those seeking new channels for legitimate exploita- 
tion, for industrial expansion, for the highest possibili- 
ties in art, science, 2ducation, and general culture, for 
the ideal enjoyments of the mountains and the sea. 
with the accompaniment of unfailing sunshine, mild 
winters, refreshing summers, and perennial blooms. All 
the world joined in the craze to come to Los Angeles 
and secure a home in some of its environing valleys 
and mountains. 


ALL HIGHWAYS LEAD TO LOS ANGELES. 


A broad automobile highway, constructed on the most 
scientific lines, traverses the entire length of the State, 
passing through the richest and most highly cultivated 
sections, and lateral branches, equally perfect in quality 
and grade, reach all the county seats and other principal 
cities, and enter the famous canyons and all scenic and 
pleasure resorts. 


To the Hast.a national highway with numerous 
branches extends across the continent to the chief cities 
of the Atlantic seaboard: As in the days of Augustus 
Caesar all roads led to Rome, so in these wonderful days 
of the twentieth century, all great lands and ocean 
highways seem to lead to this new great world-capital-—— 
the city of Los Angeles. For, to sum up, it has con 
vantages not possessed by any other municipal aggrega- 
tion on the globe—an ideal climate where manufac- 
turing enterprises can be developed under the most 
perfect conditions, and where the fine arts, painting, 
sculpture, architecture, music, poesy, science and learn- 
ing find their most congenia! environment. It is here 
that all these arts flourish in their greatest perfection. . 
Grand halls for national conventions, splendid temples 
for music and the drama, magnificent art galleries, ex- 
tensive scientific collections, perfectly equipped 
libraries, and noble educationd! insiitutions were the 
natural outgrowth of these advantages. 

At San Pedro we observe that there is a deep, ca- 
pacious harbor, enclosed by a breakwater upwards of 
two miles in length, bristling with great piers of mod- 
ern equipment at which huge ocean steamships are 
loading and discharging passengers and freight. From 
the outer harbor, capable of accommodating the fleets 
of the world, broad channels, wide and deep enough 
for the largest sea-going vessels, extend inland for a 
distance of ten miles to the great industrial center of 
Torrance, half way from the breakwater to the financial 
center of Los Angeles at Seventh and Broadway. 

At the eighty-five miles of dock lining this unequalled 
harbor and the channels branching to Wilmington, Long 
Beach and other points, where ships from all lands are 
gathered, and 100,000 miles of transcontinental rail- 
ways converge, not only the commerce of the great em- 
pire of the Southwest is amply accommodated, but also 
that of two continents and all oceans. Los Angeles, 
with its peerless geographical position and its magnifi- 
cent harbor system; is now conceded to be one of the 
five greatest marts of the world, and in a few years 
will rank as the third. . 

Connecting the financial and commercial center of 


Los Angeles with the breakwater at the San Pedro 
harbor is a four-track municipal railway for passengers 
and freight, which is paralleled a quarter of a mile 
away by a 150-foot boulevard exclusively devoted to 
auto-trucks and freight vehicles. Fronting on these 
two highways are a succession of industrial plants and 
wholesale warehouses engaged in manufacturing on a 
large scale, and ip storing the raw material brought 
by ship and rail from all quarters of the globe. 

Two miles distant from these commercial highways 
but still paralleling them is a grand boulevard 300 feet 
in width, divided by an elegant four-track passenger 
electric road in the center, each division being bor- 
dered by large shade trees and ornamental gardens. 
Fronting this boulevard which extends from South 
Park to the surf at Long Beach, are handsome villa 
residences, each occupying not less than a half-acre 
plot. 


IMPERIAL IN AREA AND POPULATION. 


As to the capacity of California to support a creat 
population, let us compare its size and population abou: 
twenty-five years ago with that of some other countries 
of the globe at the same date. California, area 153,360 
square miles, population (census of 1910) 2,377,000; 
New York State, 49,170 square miles (less than one- 
third that of California,) population 9,177,000 nearly 
four times that of California; the German Empire, 208.- 
830 square miles (one-third greater than California.) 
population 68,886,000, being twenty-five times that of 
California. 

It was then very evident that in the broad, fertile, 
irrigable valleys and plains of this great State, com- 
prising four-fifths of its area, there was ample room for 
maintaining in comfort and plenty the large accessions 
of people that would be attracted by its unrivaled cli- 
mate, its wealth of resources and its superb commercial! 
position. 

These figures are very significant and show that the 
State has enormous possibilities, and in fact its growth 
has been phenomenal. From a census population of 
1,485,000 in 1900, and 2,377,000 in 1910, it has increased 
to 4,643,000 in 1920, and 7,942,000 in 1930, while its 
present population is conservatively estimated at up- 
wards of 9,000,000. But, as indicated above, there is 
ample room in this broad domain for far greater 
growth, and by the middle of the century it should 
number at least 13,000,000, making it the moat populous 
State in the Union. 

We find that the city’s population hes advanced cor- 
respondingly from 51,000 in 1890, 103,000 in 1900, 319,000 
in 1910, 814,000 In 1920, and 1,532,000 in 1930, to an esti- 
mated population of 2,200,000 at this date of January 1. 
1938. Only New York, Chicago and Philadelphia are 
ahead of it, and we expect to rank as the third city in 
America when the census of 1950 is published, with a 
population in the close neighborhood of 3,000,000.

What are the factors of the city’s phenomenal growth? 
To what agencies are this wonderful aggregation of 
people, of wealth, of manufactures, of educational insti- 
tutions, due? Tourists used to say that Los Angeles 
had no back country to stimulate and sustain its 
growth. That fallacy is no longer current. Its back 
country extends to San Francisco Bay and Great Sali 
Lake on the north, to the Rocky Mountains and Texan 
plains on the east, and includes the rich northern 
provinces of Old Mexico and Lower California on the 
south. It is a territory equal to one-fifth of the enti: 
area of the United States, exceeding in extent the in- 
habited portion of the original thirteen colonies where 
are now a score of populous cities. And this magni‘i- 
cent empire of the Southwest, of which Los Angeles i+ 
the metropolis, contains a wealth, only partially de- 
veloped, of agricultural, horticultural and mineral re- 
sources that can scarcely be exaggerated.

WORLD'S GREATEST PETROLEUM FIELDS. 


One of the leading resources of the United States, one 
of its valued sources of prosperity twenty-five years ago, 
was its large and steady output of mineral oil. Exten- 
sive flelds were developed in Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Kansas, Texrs and Oklahoma, and smaller 
ones in other States. The use of petroleum for fuel in 
competition with coal, and one of its by-products for 
illumination, had become general in this country.

NOVELTIES AND YIELDS. 


CTIVE operations are already in progress for mov- 

ing the immense orange crop, which this year 

promises to beat the record of 1935. The hot 
week in early June has not affected the yield as was at 
one time feared. From the old and new districts alike 
come reports of phenomenal shipments. The bulk of 
the crop this season will again be sent East via the 
Panama Canal, though the railroads are showing in- 
creased receipts from fruit cars billed for the Northwest, 
Canada and the Rocky Mountain States. 

The two largest ships in the fleet of the California 
Fruit Transport Company are loading at the new long 
wharf in the inner harbor of Wilmington. Six million 
boxes have already been* forwarded by the all water 
route to our eastern seaports. Over two million have 
been routed by the Salt Lake and the Southern Pacific. 
Nearly a million boxes were carried by the big Cunard 
liner “Spartania” on her last trip from Los Angeles to 
Liverpool, for the London Christmas trade. This ship- 
ment came entirely from the Coachella orchards, which 
ripened six weeks earlier than the rest of Southern 
California. 

The exchange officiais estimate the total output from 
the Californian groves at 48,000,000 boxes. Yet even at 
this, the demand keeps well ahead of the supply; in fact 
it is doubtful if the Citrus Union can fill all the orders 
wirelessed by their agents in Tokio, Yokohama and 
Peking, to supply the Asiatic markets. 


LEMONS LEAD. 


For the first time in the history of the State the lemon 
crop will probably exceed in volume and value that of 
the orange. Since the failure of the Sicilian groves the 
lemon yield in Southern California has been going up by 
leaps and bounds. There is hardly an acre left avail- 
able for the growing of this valuable citrus fruit any- 
where on the whole coast from Santa Barbara to San 
Diego. What is known as “the lemon strip,” between 
two and three miles wide and 300 miles long, fringing 
the Pacific Ocean, is now one rnbroken line of full 
bearing lemon groves. Last year the great Pixby lemon 
ranch, stretching from Playa del Rey to Pt. Firmin, 
netted the company over $500 an acre: on the strength 
of which they have just declared a dividend of 18 per 
cent. on the common stock. The experiment of fertiliz- 
ing the groves electrically from the Ocean Wave Motor 
rw at Redondo has fully justified the expense of the 
wiring. 

All citrus fruits are more in demand than ever, on ac- 
count of the gradual extinction of the breweries and dis- 
iilleries, brought about by the persistent efforts of our 
temperance educators. The eastern cities are using 
such enormous quantities of lemons for summer bever- 
ages that plans are already on foot to extend the fa- 
mous lemon strip into our new territory of Lower Calli- 
fornia, which has made wonderful strides in water de- 
velopinent since we accepted it from Mexico in pay- 
ment of their civil war indemnity. 

However, despite the decline in the sale of beer and 
spirits, our light Californian wines are still holding their 
own, while the sale of unfermented grape juice has been 
doubling ever since the great temper:nce wave swept 
the country in 1930. The extensive wineries of Cuca- 
trronga, East Ontario, Wineville and Lamanda Park are 
eaipping 700,000 cases of their 1920 vintage clarets to 
London, Paris and Berlin, where they are outselling the 
famous Chateau Margaux brands of Southern France. 
This season's crop of unfermented grape juice, put up 
for home consumption, will total 66,000,000 gallons, 
most of which has already been contracted for in New 
York. The wise provision for allowing our coast trade 
vessels a free passage through the canal made the first 
‘shipment of our grape juice possible and so laid the 
foundation of the present profitable industry, which has 
done so much to destroy the taste for strong drink 
among the people. Altogether the prospects for the vine- 
yardists of Southern California never looked rosier than 


* at the present time.

BIG PRICES FOR OLIVE OIL. 

Perhaps one of the chief surprises of the present 
year is the extraordinary prices realized for the olive oil, 
manufactured at the great Zonopoulos Mills at Do- 


minguez. When Alexander Zonopoulos first built the 
immense plant on the deep water canal at Dominguez, 
many of our citizens were doubtful as to its financial 
success. No one dreamt twenty years ago how great 
was going to be the increase in the olive industry. The 
two big mills in San Diego already handle the product 
from 365,000 acres of bearing olive groves in the south- 
ern county. while the ontnout from the Zonopoulos plant 
this year is nearly 3,000,000 gallons of oil and 200 tons 
of pickled olives. Santa Barbara also reports a heavy 
yield, not so great as Los Angeles «cunty, but on ac- 
count of their persistent advertising and the establish- 
ment of their brand, they can still command a higher 
price. 

It is interesting to recall that Alexander Zonopoulos, 
our “olive oil king.” was the first Greek emigrant to 
land at San Pedro after the opening of the Panama 
Canal. His eldest daughter, Liela, has just been chosen 
as queen of the Pasadena New Year Flower Festival. 
The Crown City owes so mrch to the enterprise of Mr. 
Zanapoulos in beautifying Monk Hill and throwing it 
open to the public, that the choice of Queen Liela is a 
particularly popular one. 

* 
ENORMOUS DATE OUTPUT. 

To go farther afield. we notice that the Mecca and 
Palo Verde Companies have at last systemized their 
marketing of dates, and are no longer engaging in cut- 
throat competition. The total date output this year is 
somewhere near the 100,000 ton mark. About two 
thirds of this will come from the western end of the 
Imperial district. The two associations are holding out 
for 15 cents a pound for the fancy packed and 10 cents 
for the orchard run. There is no doubt but the New 
York buyers will have to come to their terms, as prices 
fixed on the Pacific Coast ncw control the markets of 
the world. The value of the date crop this year exceeds 
that of the walnut, as late frosts in the El] Monte dis- 
trict cut down the average yield. | 

EUCALYPTUS FOR WHARV GS. 

Another industry that started about the same time as 
the date—namely the growing of hardwood eucalyptus 
for manufacturing and building purposes—has also gone 
far ahead of the most sanguine expectations. Any old- 
time Califernian who remembers the appearance of the 
bare hills on either side of the San Gabriel Valley and 
in Riverside county, twenty-five years ago, would cer- 
tainly be surprised to see these hills today covered with 
dense forests of blue and red eucalyptus. Since the 
passing of the hickory the demand for red eucalyptus 
has caused still further plantings of that valuable hard- 
wood. For wheel-spokes, ax handles, plow beams, fur- 
niture, parquet flooring and ornamental veneer Calli- 
fornia red gum is now the most sought-for timber in the 
United States. 

The miles of wharves, from San Pedro along the 
new salt-water cut through the Willows to West Ninety- 
seventh street, are all being built of home-grown euca- 
lyptus, thus saving many million of dollars to the Los 
Angeles contractors and keeping many million more 
from going out of the State. The old groves, planted by 
the Santa Fe Company in San Diego county, that were 
cut down sixteen years ago to furnish ties for the 
double tracking of the main transcontinenta! roads be- 
tween Los Angeles and Chicago, are today being again 
thinned out to supply the railroad companies with more 
ties for further extensions. 

The surplus water from the Owens River aqueduct, 
which made the foresting of the smaller hills so easy a 
matter, has also been the start of the great perfumery and 
flower essence business which today furnishes pleasant 
employment for so many thousands of contented people. 
The Colgate perfumery factory at Bairdstown this year 
is shipping 100,000 gallons of lavender water from the 
thousands of acres set to this fragrant herb among the 
hills from the foot of Mt. Lowe to La Canada and 
Laurel Canyon. The factory is em>loying 5000 women 
and nearly 800 men to handle the lavender crop alone. 
Lavender is this year the favorite perfume among s0- 
clety ladies. Evidently the influx of fair women into 
the learned professions and the State Legislatures has 
not lessened their love for perfu ery. In the Pasadena 
refineries 15,000 tons of rose petals are being treat- 


ed, to be converted into the world-famous California 
attar of roses. The blooms are shipped into Pasadena 
from all over the Southwest, though the bulk of them 
come from the neighborhood of the Crown City. The 
Bairdstown factory will again handle the superfluous 
orange blossom for the citrus union which its manager 
estimates will work down info 10,000 gallons of the 
triply refined and concentrated essential oi! of the per- 
fume. 

A smaller horticultural interest but one which is grow- 
ing is the Avocado, some of which trees are now nearly 
twenty years old and bearing heavily. Tue Santa Fe is 
handling the Avocado crop from Monrovia and Cahuenga 
which will this year add $250,000 to the horticultural 
wealth of the foothill towns. The cherimoyas grown be- 
tween Hollywood and Westgate are all being vsed up 
in Los Angeles, connoisseurs paying 10 cents apiece 
for this tropical luxury. 


CATTLE AND COTTON. 

To turn to the two great Californian s‘aples, cattle 
and cotton, 1938 is again showing an increase over all 
preceding years. When we say that Egyptian cotton 
from Imperial is being shipped to Galveston and New 
Orleans, and that the San Bernardino packing-houses 
are selling their products in Chicago, we begin to realize 


how completely Southern California has captured nearly 


every market in the world. 

The Los Angeles Cloth and Canvas Mills are using a 
large proportion of the home-grown cotton, yet $250, 
000,000 of the raw material has been shipped out of the 
State this year besides $40,000,000 of manufactured goods. 
Of course to this must be added the large sum expended 
in a city the size of Los Angeles for providing cotton 
goods for its own citizens. In the Liverpool market 
today 7 per cent. of the Egyptian cotton grown through- 
uot all the cotton countries of either hemisphere is 
shipped via the Panama Cama! from the Imperial Valley 
and the lowlands of the Colorado River between the 
gulf and the Vegas Wash. 

Since the one-time deserts covering the whole eastern 
part of Southern California, from the mountains to the 
Nevada State line, were turned into cattle ranches 
twenty years ago, by the planting of the improved 


variety of the Burbank spineless cactus and the cultiva- . 


tion of the mesquite screw bean, California has gradually 
risen till she now takes first place among the catcile 
raising States in the Union. This year the meat bill that 
the world owes Southern California for beef, mutton and 
pork exceeds $400,000,000. And to think that nearly the 
whole of this vast sum comes from lands that a quarter 
of a century ago were considered barren desert! Indeed 
the meat industry and the acres of slaughter pens and 
packing-houses in San Bernardino have far outstripped 
in value the sugar crop and the sugar factories, which 
for a time were the chief wealth producers of the 
South west. 


OUR CACTUS GROVES. 


ness. The covering up of the bare cand and rock with 
this ccean of thick green cactus leaves has reduced the 
mean average of the desert summer temperature 9% 
degrees.

THE CONQUERED DESERT.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Dec. 31, 1937.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] In the endurance races terminating at Phoenix 
today, 100 New York cars arrived within three hours. 
{ct is a singular fact that fifteen of these machines were 
on the new self-propelling model which practically does 
away with the use of gasoline, as the machines require 
only a single spark to set them in motion after which 
they generate their own power, partly through momen- 
tum but chiefly through the manner in which this mo- 
mentum concentrates and controls the dynamic forces 
of the alr. 

The machine which won first was the Aerogale, but 
undoubtedly it would have defeated all others by a full 
twenty-four hours had it not broken down a few miles 
from Phoenix and so lost twenty-one hours in the 
mending. This machine not only is built to utilize the 
forces of the air as it rushes over the pike almost upon 
wings, but is built with a wonderful balancing adjust- 
ment between the vibration of earth and air.

MEXICAN PEARL FISHERIES. 


TERMINATION OF A CONCESSION MAKES THEM 
OPEN TO EVERYONE DESIRING A LICENSE, 

[Consular Report:}] On June 1 the pear! fishing com 
cession held by the Mangara Exploration, Limited, of 
London, was cancelled by the Mexican government, the 
company receiving for its equiyment, consisting @ 
boats, diving suits, air pumps and other paraphernalia, 
300,000 pesos, or about $150,000 gold. Under date @ 
July 14, 1912, notices were posted by the inspectoF 
of fisheries that the register is now open for the 
scription of the names of persons desiring to take out 
licenses to dive for pearl oysters. 

The abrogation of the above-named concession throws 
open all localities for pearl fishing except some beds i@ 
the vicinity of a few small islands, exclusive rights for 
these restricted areas being retained by two concessions 
of not much relative importance. The agitation for free 
fisheries was continuous for more than two years, 
the inhabitants of this section are jubilant over te 
final success of the popular movement. It wil] now Oe 
possible for the pearl buyers of American houses to & 
cure some of the choice pearls taken from these water’. 
The beautiful pink, sea green, bronze and blue pearls,

It looks now as if the Fullerton fields oil resources 
have also been considerably underestimated, and the 
producing area has been extended in all directions.

La Habra Valley output has been nearly doubled. 

Fifteen pipe lines for carrying oi] now extend from 
the northern fields to Los Angeles, as well as twelve 
natural gas lines. The construction of these has been 
necessitated by the tremendous demands which manu- 
facturing makes upon all sources of power supply. The 
Water ‘power of the Owens aqueduct and the oi! and 
natural gas resources are being taxed more and more 
to fill this need. It is thought possible that plans may 
be made for bringing more water into the city at a 
not far distant date. 

At present there are about as many factories in and 
around Los Angeles as there were in the whole State 
a quarter of a century ago. The capital invested in 
these institutions totals nearly $5590,000,000, and the 
estahlishments number 8146. Salaries and wages are 
paid to employees amounting to about $120,000,000 a 
year, and the products are valued at about $525,000,000 
annually. The figures for the whole, State twenty-five 
years ago totaled not much more than this. 


INTENSIVE FARMING IN 1938. 


There is but one thing to equal the progress of the 

city itself and that is the tremendous growth of the 
surrounding country. Farming is now carried on more 
intensively in California than in any other section of the 
country. The farmer of the State is the aristocrat of 
the soil, and the intelligence shown in marketing the 
big crops of the State, which have grown to gigantic 
proportions, stands as a triumphant and lasting achieve- 
ment in the agricultural world. Practically every im- 
portant agricultural crop is marketed under the 
co-operative system. and it has proven the one panacea 
for all losses and set-backs to the growth of the in- 
dustries. 
This system, long ago started by the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange, and applied only to the disposing 
of the citrus fruits, is now employed in every other 
industry. It is estimated that 70 per cent. of the pro- 
ducers belong to these co-operative institutions and the 
only sections of the world which equal California in 
the employment of the system are the British Isles. 
No part of America has made such advance in the 
economics as well as the cultural side of farming as 
has California. 


CITRUS CROP. 

The citrus crop totaled last vear no less than 
111,036 cars. The main thing responsible for the 
remarkable expansion of the citrus industry is that it 
has been better organized for a longer period than 
any of the others. This has resulted primarily in a 


ment of the stock of the trees to such an extent that 
an orange orchard now produces three times as many 
boxes of fruit as it did fifteen or twenty years ago. 
There has not been any great extension of the citrus- 
producing territery in the southern part of the State 
during the last few years for the reason that most of 
the available area is cultivated. The northern crop 
has increased, however, to much larger proportions 
than was anticipated. In value the citrus output of 
the State totaled about $92,000,000, last year. A great 
part of the orange crop is now marketed in Europe, 
being shipped on fast freight boats through the Panama 
Canal at a vast saving, which is shown by the tremen- 
dous increase in the annua! profits.

RURAL SCENES. 

All over the State the fruit orchards are beginning to 
encroach upon the mountainous regions, and in the 
spring the valleys are literally filled with blossoming 
trees. The old-time cattle man of California has been 
driven to the last extremity to find land whereon to 
graze his herds. 

The growing of wheat and corn is a thing of the past 
and has been for five or six years. It has been much 
more economical to import these staples from the 
Northwest and the East than to devote the valuable 
fruit-growing land of the State to their cultivation. 
Even barley, which was at one time among the greatest 
crops of the State, is not cultivated as it once was. 
The sugar industry, however, has expanded 
mendously. The output is now about 400,000 tons a 
year, valued at $40,000,000. The factories are scattered 
all over the State, and California leads the United 
States year after year in the production of the staple. 
The walnut and lima bean industries have shown 
a@ proportional growth. The estimated value of the 
walnut crop was $10,000,000 last year. Scien‘i%c culti- 
vation and an almost perfect market system, combined 
with cheaper freight rates, have as in the case of the 
citrus industry, brought an enormous increase in the 
producers’ returns. 

The lima bean crop was valved at $12,000,000 last 
year. Large quantities of the product are now shipped, 
dried and canned, and an extensive market has been 
built up for the output in Europe. 

A great portion of the deciduous fruits raised in the

PRODUCE MART. 


The Los Angeles Grain and Produce Exchange will 
enter its new quarters this year. It now numbers about 
213 members. Los Angeles has had considerable diffi- 
culty during the last few years in securing enovgh but- 
ter and eggs to supply the late summer and fal? de- 
mand, despite the advances made in methods of storing 
these products, and the California poultrymen and 
dairymen have become nabobs. The population has in- 
creased so rapidly, that it is estimated that between 
300,000 and 400,000 pounds of butter are used per day 
in the city, while daily consumption of eggs is esti- 
mated at about 200.000 dozen. Efforts are being made 
in the East, however. to supply a larger quantity of the 
product to this section so that the likelihood of a 
shortage will not be so great henceforth, 

Los .Angeles is now the diverting point for grain 
shipments to all portions of the Southwest where the 
supply is needed, and a tremendous volume of business 
is done with outside points. It is expected that in a 
few years a separate exchange for handling the cereal 
products will have to be opened. 

The mineral production of California, although it has 
not been increased with as great rapidity during recent 
years as heretofore, was valued a year a.o at $124,567. 
369. This is a very substantial increase as compared 
with that of a quarter of a century ago, when only 
about $90,000,000 worth of minerals were produced. 
The mother lode seems inexhaustible, and the northern 
counties, although considerably more interest is being 
taken in agriculture than in past years, still hold un 
in their prodrction of gold. Los Angeles county "- 
tinues to maintain its high place es of old in the minera! 
output of-the State. 

The activities in the mining districts of Arizona, 
Nevada and Mexico, and the listing of a large numer 
of the stocks of the concerns operating in those sec- 
tions, brought about such an increase in the business 
of the local exchange that it became necessary to start 
a separate market for mining stocks. 

According to many of the prominent financiers of the 
city a copper market will have to be established in Cali- 
fornia because of the increasing volume of businers 
with outside points by sea. 

STILL GROWING. 

The teeming wealth of the Southwest has been 
emptied into Los Angeles from there to be distribut«d 
to all sections of the globe. Yet, despite the fret 
growth in all directions, which has resulted in abcut 
$16,000,000,000 worth of business being done every year 
in the city and has furnished employment for more 
than 1,500,000 people, the most wonderful thing of a!!

in it with his family comfortably for four years, until 
he had 150 acres set in alfalfa, was-milking more than 
fifty cows, and could easily get $16,000 for his 160 acres, 
which cost him only the government price. This gentle- 
man was platining, when last I talked with him, to soon 
erect a great barn, costing about $15,000 and a resi- 
dence to cost as much more. He con now afford to do it. 

Do not try to raise more than one thing at a time on 
the ten acres. If you think cabbages will pay, set out 
the whole ten acres in cabbages. If you think peaches 
will pay, set out the whole ten acres in peach trees, and 
I wovld even go so far as to suggest that not more 
than two varieties of that one fruit be raised. If you 
want to experiment on something new, plow up or 
grub out your present crop and put in the new. If you 
try potatoes and they do not do as well as you expect, 
irrigate your land thoroughly, plow it up, and put it 
into somthing else, such as Chili peppers, or water- 
melons, or tomatoes. When you learn just the right 
crop then keep on improving the quality and the 
methods of cultivation. The road to success lies 
being a specialist. 


FARMING AT ALL SEASONS. 


No matter what month in the year you arrive in 
Southern California you can start right at work. There 
are no extreme seasons. You can get your land soaked 
with water, and plant a crop any month in the year. A 
gentleman living near Lankershim, which is only a few 
miles from Los Angeles, gave me figures, which he said 
wrere official, of having raised three crops of potatocs 
in one season on the same plece of land. It is nothing 
unusual to cut seven crops of alfalfa hay in a geason, 
and in one case ten cuttings were said to have been 
made. The sun shines nearly the whole year; the 
water for irrigation can be applied at any time, and 
nature does the rest. Here in Southern California, 
lettnce, radishes, green onions and green peas are in 
the market every month of the year. 

It is a mistaken idea that it requires a large amount 
of ready money to buy land in California. The men 
who are promoting these land developments will sell 
on very easy terms, in fact they prefer to have a mort- 
gag¢ bearing 7 per cent. rather than the cash, which 
will only bring them, in the savings bank, 4 or 5 per 
cent. When the land lies idle it produces nothing, but 
let an industrious man locate on it, and supply the 
thirsty soil with water, in three or four months there 
is a crop, and a return to the farmer, who is abundantly 
able then to pay the interest on the purchase price. 

HUMBLE START. | 

So many persons have started in farming with jus 
a shoestring of capital, and become very comfortably 
fixed after a few years, that you can easily learn the 
method they pursued and follow it closely. 

First it was the purchase of the land. Do not pay 
rent. Pay as little down as possible. Get on the land 
at once and go to work. Decide on what you are 
going to do, then do it as quickly as possible. If the 
land is dry, give it a thorough soaking, then plow and 
put in your crop. If you haven't the money with 
which to bvy your seed, buy it on credit. If you 
are the right sort they will trust you two or 
three months. Work early and work late. Take a 
good rest at noon. When you get off your first crop 
pay every bill you owe on the crop, then, if necessary, 
go into debt again. Do not buy anything on credit that 
will not go into market within ninety days. If you are 
living in a tent, stay there until you get your ten or 
twenty acres set out in some kind of fruit, and your 
land paid for. Work hard and live close until you get 
your first full crop of fruit off your trees, which will be 
from five to ten years after you purchase the land, 
then will be soon enough to buy an automobile, or your 
wife a piano or build a $3000 bungalow residence. 


- 
GOING INTO DEBT. 


Some people say: “Never go into debt.” The wisdom 
or folly of going into debt depends upon what the debt 
is for. If it is to spend upon yourself or wife, do not 
do &. If it is to buy land, do not do it unless the land 
will produce something. Business men consider a good 
credit a valuable asset, and even cities and Counties 
find it often necessary to go into debt. With a good piece 
of land and plenty of water you can make money in 
almost any part of Southern California if you use 
ordinary good judgment in selecting your crop. Above 
all things do not put too many varieties on your land 
at once. Remember that when you have water for irri- 
gation there can be no fallure from that source, so 
that the only chance for failure is a poor market. 

One farmer set out his ten acres all in tomatoes and 
sold the whole crop close at home to such advantage 
that he cleared more than $1000 that year. The next 
year all his neighbors had in tomatoes, so that he 
had no market. What did he do? He went to the 
nearest large city, thirty miles away, and made a con- 
tract with the hotels, etc., to put up their tometoes, in 
their own sealers, for so much a box of tomatoes, they 
to furnish all other materials. He cleared another 
$1000 that year. He hunted a good market, instead of 
waiting for the buyer to come to him. The next year 
he set out his whole ten acres in onions—which brought 
him a return of over $1500; “Since coming on this 
land five years ago,” said this rancher, “I have paid for 
the land, my first payment - aving been only $50; I have 
set out three acres in peaches, one acre in loganberries 
have built and paid for this: five-room house, and have 
some money in the bank.

ONE THING AT A TIME. 


I have noted instances where men have bought a 
piece of land, secured a good job in a near-by city, and 
tried to make a success of both, but generally they 
fail, at least partially. You cannot conduct two enter- 
prises at once. If you are going to be a farmer, be a 
farmer and stay on the farm. If you want to be a 
merchant, be a merchant and expect very little suc- 
cess on the farm. You may get interest on your invest- 
ment, but not the profits you should get by devoting 
your whole attention to it. 

If you have enough money to buy an improved ranch, 
it will be best for you to select just what you want and 
pay the price. You may think the price is high, but 
remember you are not risking your money on an experi- 
ment. You can actually see the result. 

The four best fruit crops in Southern California are 
oranges, lemons, olives and figs—to which may be 
added three other fruits, in certain localities, namely 
apricots, peaches and apples. Grapes do well every- 
where, but do not bring enough profit to cultivate on 
only ten-acre tracts. While your fruit trees are smal! 
you can plant vegetables between the rows and more 
than make a living. You cannot successfully grow al- 
falfa in an orchard. Alfalfa pays from $60 to $80 an acre 
when properly irrigated and cut. If not pastured to» 
heavily, it requires to be seeded only once in ten years. 


RAISING CHICKENS. 


Excellent with alfalfa are chickens, dairy stock a~‘ 
hogs. The wife of an alfalfa grower took turkeys us 
a side line and cleared, during two seasons, nearly as 
much money as her husband. I met this lady sitting by 
the side of her husband in an automobile. She was cui- 
tured, highly educated, but an enthusiast over the 
chances a woman has to help her husband. 

They say the way to have happiness in married life 
in for the woman as well as the man to be kept busy. 
Then this Southern California is an ideal country in the 
rural districts. Women find plenty of work, but it is not 
drudgery. It is work that fits in with their husbands’ 
interests and it is profitable. There is no need of the 
wife here asking her husband for money every time 
she wants a dollar, when she has a yard full of 
chickens, producing 30 cents a dozen eggs. One lady 
cleared $1000 last year on her chickens and her hus- 
band as much more on fruit, and only ten acres in all. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


Nearly every man in Southern California wants (> 
own an automobile and many a rancher does own one. 
If he lives twenty miles from the city it is only an 
hour's run (for the speed limit is twenty miles an hour) 
but on the splendid highways about Los Angeles forty 
miles an hour does not seem dangerously fast, and to 
go only ten miles an hour seems like a snail's pace. 
When so many persons own automobiles it would seem 
that the electric railroads would have to go out of 
business, but on the contrary the travel is increasing 
—_ year, and the lines are being extended to new ter- 

tory. 

At the present rate of building electric lines, it wil! 
be only a short time until Bakersfield, 169 miles to the 
north, and Santa Barbara 100 miles to the north, and 
Redlands seventy miles to the east, and San Diego 127 
miles to the south will all be connected with the splen- 
did interurban service of Los Angeles. In number of 
train-departures dally Los Angeles equals the com- 
bined departures of sixteen cities of the United States 
each having about the same population as Los Angeles, 
namely about 400,000. x 

Country life in Southern California is pleasant. 
Farming in the country is profitable. The work is 
healthful. There are good wagon roads and highways: 
there are railroads, there are electric roads. There are 
schools and churches. There are telephones and free 
rural mail delivery. There is electricity for lighting 
and for power. There are no pests, no storms, no 
floods, no crop failures from drovght, no extremely cold 
winters nor warm summers. Even after the hottest 
summer days the nights are cool and sleep is possible. 
The country is being developéd rapidly. You may lo- 
cate on cheap isolated land this year, but by next year 
save now neighbors and your land values be 
ou ; 

If your wife is prejudiced against farm fe, 
life in Southern California fails to attract 
as well give up hope of ever finding her contented out. 

If farm life appeals to her as she ha« 
seen it In other States, she will be delighted when she 
sees the joy of country life in Southern California wit 
the bright sunshine, the fruits and the beauti- 
ful flowers.

USINESS prosperity has almost become synomy- 
B mous with the very name of Southern California 

and if we analyze the situation, a moment's refiec- 
tion reveals our agricultural industries as the nucleus 
vpon which our business success is based. 

The farmer is the “backbone” of our country. nme 
makes life possible. He is the direct mediator between 
man and nature and is the true foundation factor of all 
our civilization. This fact is most evident in our State. 
The prime reason why business conditions are so good 
in Southern California, today, is because the rancher, 
here, is exceedingly prosperous. 3 

Of all business men, the farmer has been the last to 
organize. Heretofore he worked as an individual, inde 
pendent and alone, and as a result was almost ignored 
in his isolation, but today. he is organizing and in his 
new united strength is commanding respect from the 
world, getting better prices for his produce and placing 
his occupation on as dignified a basis as any other 
profession. 

The statistica] reports of the United States govern- 


ment show that the California farmer receives the best | 


prices for his produce and also that we produce a 
larger variety of  »-priced products_than any other 
State. 


CITRUS CROPS. 


One of the greatest agricultural orgunizations in the 
world, and one which has done the farmer most good, is 
the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange, which was or- 
ganized in 1904. It is a union of many smaller citrus 
associations located all over the State and which repre- 
sent over 95 per cent. of all the citrus fruits grown in 
the State. Through this organization 58,995,940 boxes of 
citrus. fruits have been shipped to eastern markets 
from Southern California during eight years and have 
given as a net return to the fruit growers the enor- 
mous sum of $107,473,980.16. Thus the citrus growers 
in our State have received on an average $1.82 a box for 
their oranges, lemons and grapefruit. 

Ask any citrus grower how many boxes of oranges or 
lemons he can produce to an acre and figure at the above 
rate his profit for yourself. Perhaps then you will 
understand better why some men pay $3000 and even 
$4000 an acre for established orange groves. Perhaps, 
too, you will understand why speculators in stocks 
laugh at the chances they take all unnecessarily, and 
Congressmen and Senators, mining men and big busi- 
ness men everywhere are investing in Southern Calli- 
fornia orange groves. 

Oranges pay and pay handsomely and the speculator 
is not gambling when he invests In them 

Still, some men suggest the industry might be “over- 


last elght years. But Mr. MeLaury received a better 
price than $1.82 a box. 

C. B. Jackson of Lindsay is one of tose men with a 
large amount of individual energy, a man who would 
succeed at whatever he undertakes. Not five years ago 
he was a lineman for one of the electric power com- 
panies of Tulare county. He saved a portion of his 
salary and invested in forty acres near Lindsay. He 
planted twenty acres to navel oranges and twenty acres 
to Valencias. He took 2200 lug boxes of fruit from the 
navel orchard when the trees were four years old and 
3000 tug boxes from the Valencia grove during their 
fifth summer. A little after that he was offered nearly 
$3000 an acre for his grove an” e reluctantly sold out. 
No—not to retire. Mr. Jackson is not that kind of a 
man. He is still in the orange business. 

The Porterville Chamber of Commerce can refer the 
reader to a man tn their district who has received $1900 
gross, per acre, for oranges for the last nine vears. 

The Stewart Fruit Company of Porterville averaged 
the grower, during 1911, $1.30 per box for navels, $1.90 
per box for Valenclas and $2.30 per box for lemons. 

Nor does the citrus belt of the San Joaquin hold the 
banner records for large c ops or big prices. Only last 
September the Lamanda Park Association unloaded a 
carload of lemons at $9.90 in the market at Cincinnati. 

Cc. C. Reynolds of San Fernando has cleared $1000 an 
acre for several years on a ten-acre grove which he 
owns tn that district and R. H. Wilkinson has cleared 
$16,000 net on twenty acres In the same locality. Both 
these men grow navel and Valencia oranges. 

The San Fernando Fruit Growers’ Association has 
averaged the grower 3 cents per pound for lemons in 
1911. This amount would be about equal to $2.50 net, 
a box 


In the Tustin district, south of Santa Ana, in Orange 
county, L. C. Awe has cleared for a number of years 
$4000 annually on ten acres of navel and Valencia or- 
anges. He came from Iowa a few years ago and had a 
hard time to start in California but now he says he 
draws a Congressman’s salary and really does not have 
to work as hard as would a State’s Representative at 
Washington. 

Tustin is also the home of Samuel Tustin, after whose 
father the place has taken its name. Mr. Tustin on a 
ten-acre grove of Valencia oranges says he finds it not 
difficult to clear $1000 net an acre during any normal 
year. 

A. D. Shame! of Riverside is deeply interested in the 
subject of breeding citrus trees. At the convention of 
the California State Fruit Growers’, assembled at Santa 
Barbara last June, Mr. Shame! stated that he has suc- 


ceeded in breeding a class of trees that will bear as high 


as 768 pounds of fruit a year, which at ordinary market 
prices have netted him as high as $15.36 per tree. He 
believes that it is a very practical possibility to de- 
velop a whole orchard to this standard. 


2800 boxes of navels during the seasop_of 1910. The 
trees are thirteen years old. There are eight acres in 
this grove. 

J. M. McCormick has a nine-acre grove of Valencia 
oranges at Orosi, in Tulare county, which has been 
making very steady returns for the owner. In 1910 his 
trees were twelve years old and he took 3000 boxes of 
fruit from the orchard, which sold at 2 cents a pound, or 
on an average of $8 per tree and netting $4950 on the 
entire nine acres. This is another case of Congress- 
man’s salary being obtained on less than ten acres. 

Women not only have the right to vote in California 
but they also have the right to grow oranges and there 
are not a few who do so in a surprising way. Mrs. W. 
Y. Stewart lives on a six-acre grove of navel oranges 
located in the Redlands district. Last year this woman 
took 2600 boxes of fruit from the orchard which netted 
her something like $2000. 


OPTIMISTIC OUTLOOK. 


Over 150,000 people in this State are supported di 
rectly by the raising of oranges and lemons. The State 
is producing a crop greater than the output of all the 
other citrus producing States in the Union. The reason 
for this is simply that California has unparalleled ad- 
vantages over other States. 

Profitable as are the present conditions, the future 
holds for us still greater possibilities. While economié 
factors are being discovered almost daily to lessen the 
cost of production for the farmers in the citrus bust 
ness powerful projects are taking their shape which are 
destined to reduce those expenses of the growers over 
which they have no direct control. 

The greatest expense item of the orange grower, over 
which he has had no direct control, has been the trans 
portation of his crop to the eastern markets. It cost 
$20,000,000 last year to move the 50,000 carloads of citrus 
products from California to all points over the country. 
What will the opening of the Panama Canal mean as an 
economic factor in this regard? ; 

It has been determined by the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce that a refrigerator ship, speeding sixteen 
knots an hour, could transport a citrus crop equal te 
what was shipped last year, in sixteen days from Los 
Angeles to New York. This could be done at a cost not 
to exceed 50 per cent. of the present steam road tariff 
and possibly as low as 25 per cent. In other words & 
saving of from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 would be madé 
by this service annually. Every penny of this saving 
will go directly into the pocket of the grower.

G. W. Sargeant of Whittier in 1909 owned a nine-acre 
orchard of fourteen-yearold trees, in that district. 
From September 1, 1908, to September 1, 1909, he gath- 
ered 500,000 pounds of lemons (Lisbon variety) or about 
a car and a half to the acre. 


As an example of how soon an orange or lemon 
grove can commence to return interest on the money 
invested In them we have four noteworthy examples 
in the Lindsay district. 

It was in 1904 that G. V. Reed, cashier of the First 
National Bank of Lindsay, planted nine acres of navel 
oranges from which he received the following net re- 


agement of this orchard reports that their average 
crops amounts to about one ton of fruit to the acre. 
They pay outside growers from $50 to $55 a ton for oll 
olives and from $100 to $125 for pickling olives. ; 

Dr. Chas. Weddle’s olive grove is located about five 
and one-half miles northeast of Dinuba in Tulare county. 
This grove comprises fifty-fovr acres of trees, chiefly 
Manzanillo and Mission varieties, both of which are 
used for oil and pickling purposes. The trees are tem 
years old. Over 150 tons were picked last year whicb 
netted $80 a ton. ; 

Many of the orange growers in the San Joaquin grow 
a border of olive trees about their orchards. The trees 
not only serve as a wind-break for the grove but yield 
hendsome returns in many instances. Surrounding the 
Pen Lan orchard at Exeter there is a border of some 
ninety-seven olive trees of the Mission variety and last 
year ihey netted $496 to the owner besides what he

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- Water Rights in the Imperial Valley. 


THE SITUATION. 


N 1895 PERSONS in the employ of or associated 
] with C. R. Rockwood, C.E., made the first water 
filings on the banks of the Colorado River some 
eight miles below Yuma, for 10,000 cubic second feet 
of water to be used on lands now known as Imperial 


Valley. 


These filings were renewed from time to time by 
diferent persons, all in the same interests, the last 
filing being in 1899 by C. N. Perry All of these filings 
Were legally assigned to the California Development 
Company, a New Jersey corporation, organized for the 
purpose of building canals and structures to deliver 
water to themselves and others for irrigation and do- 
mestic use on lands in Mexico and in the United States. 

The appropriation under these filings was 10,000 
cubic feet per second, an amount sufficient, on the 
basis of 100 acres to each second foot, to irrigate 1,000,- 
000 acres of desert land. 

The work of diversion was promptly begun and has 
continued without interruption, except during the 
period caused by the break in the Colorado River in 
1905. Each year has seen an increase in the water 
put to a beneficent use, by irrigating lands, conse- 
quently the filing holds good for the entire appropria- 
tion, against all except against the Yuma Project since 
its. completion. 

it is, however, of grave importance that there be unity 
of action between all parties interested to the end that 
all of the water possible be put to a beneficent use in 
Imperial Valley at the earliest possible date. Reference 
is made, in the foregoing suggestion, to the East High 
Line Canal covering 130,000 acres. Water stock in 
Imperial Water Company No. 5 should be brought 
promptly by the entrymen under the East High Line 
Canal, so that the canal may be speedily completed, be- 
fore the Colorado River is entirely appropriated else- 
where. The entryman also requires water contract to 
secure his patent from the government. 


THE FIVE CONTRACTS. 


Five contracts were made between the several mu- 
tual water companies, the Mexican Company and the 
California Development Company, for delivery of water 
commonly known as tri-party contracts. In the case of 
two mutual water companies, the contracts were be- 
tween the “Sociedad” or Mexican Company and the 
mutual companies known as two-party contracts. For 
some reason the California Development Company is 
not @ party to these two contracts, but as the California 
Development Company own the Mexican Company, it is 
apparently immaterial. 

All of these contracts differ in more or less degree 
and run perpetually, the salient points in all being a 
perpetual water right at 50 cents per acre foot. 

The promoters of the California Development Com- 


pany secured a concession from Mexico in 1904. The 
concession provided that up to one-half the discharge 
of the Alamo Canal in Mexico should be for Mexican 
lands, and later the Mexican government legalized the 
charge for water used in Mexico to conform to the 
50 cents per acre foot rate in the United States. 

Up to December, 1912, the demands of Mexican lands 
have been less than 10 per cent. of thé total discharge 
of the Alamo River Canal. 

CALIFORNIA DEVELOPMENT COMPANY. 

The litigation in connection with the suit to foreclose 
the bonds of the California Development Company has 
caused more or less confusion in the minds of water 
users in Imperial Valley. It should not disturb them. 
The distrust is due to the effurt of the chief creditor 
of the California Development Company to secure its 
own claims regardless of the effect upon other creditors. 
Whatever be the result, the mutual water companies 
may feel confident in their rights: 

First. To water to irrigate their stockholders’ lands. 

Second. That the price will always be 50 cents per 
acre foot until the irrigation district takes over the 
system, after which the water will be delivered at cost, 
which may be more or less than 50 cents per acre foot. 
The cost will largely depend upon economical and intel- 
ligent management. 

Should the people decline to acquire the California 
Development Company, through the irrigation district, 
and the ownership succeeding the receiver be a private 
corporation, I presume the relations will continue as at 
present. The contracts could have been more simple 
and uniform, but that also is immaterial. It seems 
improbable that any successor to the receiver would 
expect to receive more than 50 cents per acre foot, but 
it is highly probable that payment in advance will be 
insisted upon if legal, as collections when water is de- 
livered is the general practice among the great water 
systems delivering water for irrigation. 


MEXICO’S CLAIMS. 


It is not probable that the water users of Imperial 
Valley will ever consent to come under the jurisdiction 
of Mexican courts, as experience shows the proceeding 
in Mexican courts is radically different from American 
courts. Under Mexican courts misunderstandings be- 
tween Americans and Mexicans would multiply rather 
than diminish. 

Mexico unquestionably has a legal right to water to 
irrigate her lands. No one has ever advanced any 
other theory, and the United States government has 
repeatedly shown its disposition to be equitable and 
just in its dealings with Mexico. Doubtless at an early 
date the water for Mexican lands will be divided at or 
near the boundary line at the Colorado River, except 
for such lands in Mexico as must from necessity be irri- 
gated from the Encina Canal and boundary line ditch. 


All this is merely a matter of detail to be worked out 
after the litigation ends. 

There is no ground for conflict by any party to the 
foreclosure suit, nor by Mexican or American users. 
If left to American courts, all parties will get exact 
justice according to law and evidence. 

By proper reconstruction and good management there 
need be no serious shortage at any time, either side the 
boundary line. 

In the near future very large expenditures must be 
made in canals and structures to transport water for 
the 700,000 acres soon to be demandifig water, in both 
Mexico and the United States. At present about 300,000 
acres are using water, 265,000 acres in the United States 
and 35,000 in Mexico, consuming more than 750,000 acre 
feet per annum, being about one-third the original ap- 
propriation of 10,000 cubic second feet. 

Whatever suspicion or alarm may have been created, 
either in Mexico or the United States, should be ban- 
ished. 


CHEAP WATER. 

There is no better water right, no surer water supply 
than Imperial Valley possesses. 

During ten and one-half months of the year there ts 
water flowing in the Colorado River for millions of 
acres. For the brief low water period in the late winter 
months, the two governments, United States and 
Mexico, will when necessary, construct reservoirs in the 
high altitudes to supply the deficit. 

Minister Hernandez of the Mexican Department of 
the Interior informed the writer that his government 
would regard it as proper and right to share in such 
expense, according as their interests should appear, 
and a well-organized campaign is now on, managed by 
a great expert, George H. Maxwell, to push a Dill 
through Congress known as the “Newlands Act.” This 
to provide for $50,000,000 to be expended through # term 
of years for the storage of flood waters of all the great 
flood rivers, including the Colorado. 

Compared with all other irrigated areas of any magni- 
tude, Imperial Valley, both sides the boundary line, has 
water rights and water at the lowest cost known in 
America. It’s like a gift and is really cheaper than 
rain, for you can stop or put on water from the canals, 
but one can not either stop or command the rain to fall. 

The recent decision of the Supreme Court that the 
California Development Company is not a public 
atility, is no misfortune to the people. The day for 
abuse of power or attempt to deal unjustly with the 
people is past and past forever. 

Let there be reciprocity and fair dealing, mutual 
confidence and unhindered development in Imperial 
Valley and its prosperity will continue to astonish the 
world.

HOP CROP.

This was 4,000,000 pounds over the previous year and 
far larger than in any other year except 1907 when the 
crop was 20,000,000 pounds, or 108,000 bales. Shortage | 
elsewhere sent the market prices for the last crop 
away up. 

California can grow rice and grow it well, though the 
industry is only beginning.

WASHED OUT THE DESERT. 


IRRIGATION MADE ARID PLAINS OF THE WEST 
TO PRODUCE CROPS AND FORTUNES. 


A quarter of a century ago any mention of the great 
American Desert called up visions of a region of limit- 
leas extent, sun-baked, parched and desolate. The mar- 
velous transformation which has been wrought in two 
decades in this land of silence and sunshine furnishes 
one of the most interesting and inspiring pages in the 
annals of our republic's development. 

The great American Desert is vanishing from the 
map. Its boundaries have shrunken and it no longer 
presents a formidable barrier to the growth and 
progress of the Far West. Twelve million acres of this 
rainless country have been subdued by means of agri- 
culture and irrigation and are producing bountiful and 
assured harvests every Year. 


A quarter of a million families are residing on farms 
and as many more have found homes and occupations in 
the cities, towns and villages which have sprung up in 
the midst of the agricultural areas. Great dams have 
been constructed to impound the floods and through 
70,000 miles of canals and ditches the Nfe-giving water 
has been turned upon the dusty desert. 

The streams have been harnessed for power and an 
era of manufacturing is dawning in which all of the 
raw products of the farm, the forests and the mines will 
be prepared for the markets of the world. 

The comforts and luxuries heretofore unknown in 
agricultural regions already are obtainable in many of 
the western valleys. The farmer lights and heats his 
home with electricity and his heavy work is done 
cheaply by the same potent force. Trolley lines bring 
the farm and town close together. 

In a majority of the irrigated districts the farms are 
small—not more than forty acres each.

emancipated from absolute dependence upon any 

single season's rainfall. Hundreds of acres for- 
merly devoted to dry land crops are being added to the 
vast acreage devoted to alfalfa, celery, walnuts, citrus 
fruits and many other crops for which irrigation water is 
used. With this condition, a single season without any 
rainfall whatever, or even two succeeding seasons, would 
not materially affect the production of the rapidly ex- 
panding acreage of crops in the nine southern counties 
of the State, save barley hay, grain, beets and beans. 
Of course there is to be reckoned the cost of additional 
irrigation water throughout the usual rainy season; but 
this cost is even now more than met by the develop- 
ment of economic methods of handling irrigation water 
and the use of efficient aids to nature. 

Through the courtesy of C. E. Tait,. engineer of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, in charge of 
irrigation investigations in Southern California, The 
Times secured the data given above, as to the increase 
in acres irrigated and in irrigation facilities, together 
with information as to future probable expansion of 
the irrigated belt in the nine southern counties. 


IN THE VARIOUS COUNTIES. 
Mr. Tait says: | 
“According to the United States census, 660,459 acres 
were irrigated in the nine southern counties of Califor- 
nia in 1909. This area includes Inyo county, which al-

This sys- 
tem should irrigate 10,000 acres this year, and eventu- 
ally it is expected to furnish water to 100,000 acres. 
Plans are made for the irrigation of a larger area in 
Chuckawalla Valley and on Palo Verde Mesa with water 
to be taken from the Colorado River. New and deeper 
wells are bored in Coachella Valley with the result of 
increase in acreage. A system has been commenced to 
supply water to additional lands near Banning and Beau- 
mont by storage.

Several years ago Nick Blasius planted fifteen acres 
of alfalfa land up in the San Joaquin Valley near 
Visalia, in Tulare county. The first year he cut two 
crops which averaged two tons to the acre and for which 
he received a price of $9 per ton loose in the field. 

On a twenty-five-acre alfalfa field near Visalia, Ed 
E. Dawson has been netting aunvally $1800 clear money 
over and above all expenses. His crops have averaged 
him eight tons per acre a year and the prevailing price 
for the hay has been $9 a ton, loose. _ 

A. E. Poston owns an alfalfa ranch near Visalia con- 
sisting of forty acres. For a number of years he has 
taken from five to six cuttings from the field which 
have run a full weighted ton and a half per acre. Each 
cutting has averaged him better than $540 gross. 

John Fluetsch Of Visalia on a fifteen acre alfalfa field 
has taken crops of two tons to the acre, five times a 
year. His gross receipts have run as high as $400 for 
the unbaled hay. 

The Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce can fusgnish 
the name of a resident in the San Gabriel Valley, near 
Los Angeles, who has five and a third acres in alfalfa 
from which he makes six cuttings a year which averages 
eleven tons per cutting. Occasionally he secures as 
much as fourteen tons rer cutting. He has found a 
ready sale for his crop, baled, at $20 per ton. 

J. K. Butler of Dinuba has netted $80 per acre per 
year for the last four years from five acres of alfalfa. 

Three miles southwest of Corcoran, Kings county, the 
Johnson Brothers operate a 160-acre alfalfa ranch and 
engage in dairying in connection with it. About 105 
acres of the quarter section is planted and fifty-eight 
head of milch cows are run on the remaining portion of 
the acreage. The cows alone average $600 a month 
gross for butter fat.

Mr. Ramm 
has obtained $300 gross per acre from four-year-old 
vines repeatedly. He derived on an average two and 
one-half tons to the acre. 

On an eighty-acre vineyard of Muscat grapes, I. N. 
Parlier of Parlier raised a crop yielding over $15,000 
recently. 
The Fresno Chamber of Commerce can furnish the 
name of a man who came to this country from Germany. 
when only 10 years old. Out of his wages as a farm 
hand he bought twenty acres of land at $190 an acre. 
Later he secured seventy-three acres for $30 an acre. 
He improved his holdings by planting out raisin grapes 
and sold out his property for $15,000. He immediately 
bought another fifty acres of developed vines and now 
realizes an income of $100 per acre annually. This man 
has been in the country nineteen years.

PEACHES AND APRICOTS. 

The peach is the most extensively grown fruit of 


California. This was announced by, the California De- 


velopment Board when it reported that there were 
10,922,994 peach trees in the State, with oranges run- 
ning a close second and numbering 10,803,616 trees. 

There are about 2,200,000 apricot trees in bearing in 
the State. 

There is a great demand for both these crops, which 
are consumed in three general ways, first as fresh fruit, 
second as dried fruit and third as canned fruit. Both 
of these fruits produce abundant and steady crops each 
year and have brought the growers good prices. 

In 1895, Guy Weddington at Lankershim secured 
seventy-two tons of apricots on five acres and has 
since averaged almost twelve tons to the acre on the 
same orchard. 

From seven acres of peaches Fred Conkey at Orosi 
realized $2100 and George Bartlett on eighteen and 
three-quarter acres of veaches realized $5100 for his 
crop. 

M.. Witt at Santa Ana owns a nineacre apricot 
orchard which has produced some surprising results. 
In 1908 his trees were twelve years old and his crop 
amounted to seventeen and one-half tons. In 1909 the 
orchard produced eighteen tonsa; in 1910, twenty tons: in 
1911, twenty-six and one-quarter tons, and in 1912, 
twenty-four tons. 

C. 8. Nielson has a ten-acre peach orchard about one 
mile north of Selma, Fresno county. This is a well 
cared for orchard and has given the owner excellent re- 
turns. Last year Mr. Nielson took sixty-two tons of 
Phillips clings off the trees, which he sold at $42.50 per 
ton, totaling $2535; thirty-three tons of Elbertas sold at 
$35 a ton, totaling $1155, and six tons of dried fruit at 
$200 per ton, totaling $1200. Thus his return on the

revolt and the farmer's children in open rebellion the 
crowding and congestion of cities is getting every day 
an even more serious problem. It means an under- 
supply of food stuffs and an over-expense in the cost 
of living. If some means is not found to change the 
direction of the current, a serious calamity threatens 
the whole United States. To the farmers’ wives and 
daughters then I wish especially to point out the ad- 
vantages of country life in Southern California. 

After all, it is the desires of the womenfolk that really 
direct the ebb and flow of population. Let a wife or 
daughter be once convinced that Southern California 
offers opportunities beyond her reach in less favored 
States, and the husbands and fathers will not need any 
further inducements. Wherever the woman can be as- 
sured a comfortable and contented home, the men will 
certainly find pleasant and profitable occupation. This 
is a law as fixed as the motions of the solar system. 

Seeing is believing. No illustration, however vivid, 
no description, however lucid, can convince like an 
actual experience. Anyone who has enjoyed the privi- 
leges of country and suburban life here, as I have done. 
naturally wishes that others should come and share this 
happiness. I do not ask you merely to take my word 
for it. I want you to come and see for yourselves. And 
having come, you will find out that lfe—even farm 
life—holds for you many delights unsuspected in com- 
mon hovrs. 


Crops have been good throughout the whole country 


on the farms, it will not be long before the husbands pull 
up stakes and decide to settle with their families in the 
land of eternal springtime. 

Now I know how many are the complaints about the 
life of drudgery lived by the womenfolk on farms 
east of the Sierras as far as the Atlantic Ocean. That 
it is dull, monotonous, not uplifting, too remote, out of 
touch with modern thought. The men are making 
money and do not feel these conditions so keenly as the 
women. I also know from experience how, utterly dif- 
ferent is the lot of a woman living on the small 
ranches, vegetable and chicken farms, citrus and de- 
ciduous orchards, along the southern shores -f the Pa- 
cific, or among the foothills of the Sierra Madre 
Mountains. 

As it is understood in other States, there is no 
“country life’ out here—that is, there is no isolation 
and no remoteness. There are no “rubes” or “yaps”

Let us take the little town of El Monte as a typical 
farming community in Los Angeles county. The farm- 
ers make more money than in any farming section, 
pure and simple, in any other part of the world. I do 
not include horticulture and specialties—I mean in old- 
fashioned farming as carried on in most agricultural 
districts. By intense cultivation and irrigation one 
acre is more profitable, in actual cash .ver expenses, 
than ten in Illinois or Iowa, two of the best farming 
States in the Middle West. ; 

Are the wives and daughters of the Monte farm- 
ers backward, dull, deprived of amusement, unable to 
keep up with the trend of modern thought? Don't you 
ever think so! They have social dances, a Shakespeare 
Club, innumerable tennis courts, and are close to one of 
the famous Californian golf-links at San Gabriel. Half 
an hour on the electric car will land them in the cen- 
ter of Los Angeles, for a few cents, and the cars are 
always crowded: They can shop in a big city, returning 
in time to get supper, or they can join their husbands 
or brothers for a theater party, returning home on the 
last car at midnight.
